Mr.  Acland,  Vice-president  of  the  Council,  has  stated  in 
the  House  of  Commons  that  the  Privy  Council  cannot 
sanction  the  scheduling  of  carbolic  acid  as  a  poison  (p.  564). 
We  comment  upon  the  whole  subject  editorially  (p.  590). 

The  appeal  case  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Armson 
came  before  the  Queen's  Bench  Division  od  Thursday. 
This  is  the  case  which  it  is  expected  will  be  carried 
to  the  highest  tribunal.  It  raises  the  question  whether 
Powell's  Balsam  of  Aniseed  is  a  poison  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Apt,  and  whether  it  can  or  cannot  be  sold  by  persons 
not  registered  under  the  Act.  The  Court  dismissed  the 
defendant's  appeal  (p.  598). 

In  response  to  our  request  for  data  regarding  the  con- 
sumption of  spirit  by  chemists  we  have  received  a  large 
number  of  letters  and  postcards,  from  which  it  appears  that 
the  average  consumption  of  spirit  by  chemists  reaches 
120  gallons.  We  give 'reasons  on  p.  577  for  reducing  this 
average  to  80  gallons,  which  still  involves  a  serious  tax  on 
chemists.  Following  this  are  some  notes  on  the  increased 
tax  and  an  interesting  communication  from  Mr.  Charles 
Umney,  who,  on  bebaif  of  the  drug-trade,  replies  to  com- 
ments made  by  us  last  week.

A  Spectacle  Account. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court,  on  Tuesday,  before  Mr. 
Registrar  Wild,  the  case  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Optical 
Company  (Limited)  v.  Gerring  was  down  for  hearing.  The 
proceedings  were  brought  by  the  plaintiff  company,  carrying 
on  business  at  12  Furnival  Street,  B.C.,  and  they  sought  to 
recover  the  sum  of  30/.  13.<.  6d.  for  optical  goods  alleged  to 
have  been  supplied  (for  the  purpose  of  re-selling)  to  the 
defendant,  Mr.  C.  Gerring,  chemist  and  druggist,  trading  at 
Market  Place,  Witney,  Oxfordshire. 

The  plaintiffs  had  given  notice  of  their  intention  to 
abandon  the  proceedings. 

The  defendant's  solicitor  applied  for  an  oider  that  the 
defendant  should  be  paid  his  costs  of  defending  the  action. 

Mr.  Registrar  Wild  said  that,  as  the  plaintiffs  had  aban- 
doned the  action,  the  case  would  be  struck  out,  and  the 
defendant  would  be  allowed  such  costs  as  had  been  properly 
incurred  in  defending  the  action,  or  rather  in  preparing  to 
defend  the  suit. 

The  Druggist  and  the  Dentist. 

At  the  East  Grinstead  County  Court,  on  April  18,  William 
Henry  Dixon,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  East  Grinstead, 
claimed  1-1/.  6s.  8d.  for  dilapidations  and  arrears  of  rent  of 
rooms  occupied  by  Alfred  Thomas  Burt,  dentist.  After 
hearing  evidence  on  both  sides  as  to  the  alleged  dilapida- 
tions, the  Judge  gave  judgment  for  the  defendant,  who  had 
paid  1/.  into  court. 

Theft  from  a  Chemist. 

At  Dartmouth  last  week,  before  the  Borough  Jus- 
tices, two  Brixbam  women,  both  married,  named  Sarah 
Johnson  and  Susan  Heal,  were  brought  up  in  custody  on  a 
charge  of  stealing  four  bottles  of  scent,  valued  at  11*.,  the 
property  of  Horatio  Hunphry,  chemist.  Dartmouth.  The 
prisoners  went  into  the  snop  at  a  quarter  to  2  on  Monday, 
and  bought  some  vaseline  and  i at- poison,  and  when  they 
had  left  the  four  bottles  of  scent  were  missed.  The  police 
took  the  matter  up,  and  traced  the  women  to  their  homes, 
and  on  being  taxed  with  the  theft  they  gave  up  the  stolen 
property.  The  women  had  no  defence  to  make,  but  asked 
for  leniency,  and  as  the  prosecntor  had  no  wish  to  press  the 
case,  the  Bench  let  them  off  on  payment  of  a  fine  of  20*. 
inclusive  rather  than  send  them  to  gaol. 

Carbolic  Acid  and  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Friday,  Mr.  Macdona  asked 
the  Vice-President  of  the  Committee  of  Council  if  he  was 
aware  that  there  had  been  about  50  deaths  arising  from 
carbolic  acid  since  the  commencement  of  this  year,  and 
whether  he  would  take  steps  to  lessen  the  temptation  to 
commit  suicide  by  the  use  of  carbolic  acid.  Mr.  Acland 
said  the  Registrar-General  could  not  give  the  number  of 
deaths  from  carbolic  acid  since  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
but  forty- two  deaths  from  that  cause  were  reported  in  the 
pharmaceutical  journals,  and  there  were,  doubtless,  other 
cases  not  recorded.  It  was  not  expedient  to  place  an  article 
like  that,  so  largely  used  for  disinfecting  and  other  useful 
purposes,  under  the  restrictions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  con- 
fining its  sale  to  chemists  and  druggists.  He  was  consider- 
ing whether  an  amendment  of  the  law  could  not  be  made 
by  which  regulations  as  to  the  sale  of  this  and  other  acids 
might  be  enforced,  but  he  was  afraid  no  law  would  restrain 
persons  from  committing  suicide.  Still,  the  dangers  arising 
from  its  accidental  use  might  be  lessened. 

Mr.  Fernando  as  a  Plaint  LIT. 

At  Bow  Street  Police  Court,  on  April  21,  Cornelius  Hart 
Thompson,  Lancaster  Place,  Strand,  answered  two  sum- 
monses taken  out  by  Frank  Cecil  Fernando,  charging  him, 
as  director  and  manager  of  certain  public  companies — i.e., 


the  Fernando  Drug  Company  and  the  Celro  Mineral-water 
Syndicate  (Limited)— with  having  unlawfully  refused  in- 
spection of  certain  books  of  the  said  companies.  The  sum- 
monses had  been  adjourned  from  the  previous  day,  and 
now,  when  the  case  was  called,  the  complainant,  by  his 
solicitor,  asked  for  another  adjournment.  Counsel  for  the 
defendant  objected.  The  solicitor  for  the  complainant  said 
he  bad  only  been  instructed  within  the  last  hour,  and  was 
not  in  a  position  to  go  on.  Mr.  Fernando  was  a  chemist, 
who  had  acted  on  his  own  initiative,  and  had,  unfortunately, 
left  the  matter  rather  late  Mr.  Lushington  said  he  must 
go  on  with  the  case  as  the  defendant  pressed  the  matter, 
bat  allowed  a  few  minutes  till  other  business  was  finished. 
When  the  case  was  again  called,  the  complainant  and  his 
solicitor  had  disappeared.  Counsel  applied  for  csts,  but 
Mr.  Lusbington  said  he  could  not  grant  them.  The  sum- 
monses were  dismissed. 

British  Medical  Association  Exhibition. 

In  connection  with  the  forthcoming  meeting  of  the  British 
Medical  Association  at  Bristol,  the  usual  annual  museum 
will  be  held  in  "an  exceptionally  fine  and  well- 
lighted  hall,"  adjoining  the  University  College.  Applications 
for  space  should  be  addressed  to  Mr.  John  Dacre,  14  Eaton 
Crescent,  Clifton.  The  exhibition  will  be  opened  on  the 
evening  of  July  30. 

Poisoning  Cats. 

At  the  North  London  Police  Court,  on  Saturday  last, 
William  Pulling,  1  St.  Ann's  Road,  Stamford  Hill,  was  sum- 
moned before  Mr.  Lane  for  laying  poisoned  meat  in  his 
garden  for  the  purpose  of  poisoning  cats.  Mr.  Colam  prose- 
cuted for  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Animals.  Mr.  D.  A.  Romain  defended.  The  evidence  of 
Mr.  Fred  Wood,  a  chemist,  of  High  Road,  Tottenham,  was  1c- 
the  effect  that  on  March  28  the  defendant  called  at  his 
shop  and  asked  for  a  mixture  with  which  he  could  kill  some 
stray  cats.  Witness  prepared  for  him  10  grains  of  strychnine 
and  the  defendant  signed  the  poison  register.  As  the  de- 
fendant subsequently  admitted  to  Inspector  Pocock,  he  placed 
the  poison  on  some  pieces  of  veal,  and  placed  one  piece  in 
a  shed,  and  the  two  other  pieces  on  his  garden-beds. 
Evidence  by  neighbours  of  the  deaths  of  their  cats  in  great 
agony  was  given.  The  defence  was  that  the  defendant  had 
laid  the  meat  to  poison  two  stray  half- starved  cats,  which  were 
a  great  nuisance.  It  was,  however,  stated  that  in  a  few  weeks 
fifteen  cats  and  two  dogs  had  been  poisoned.  The  defendant 
had  a  large  garden,  and  took  a  great  interest  in  it.  Mr. 
Lane  fined  the  defendant  20s ,  and  ordered  him  to  pay 
1/.  15*.  costs. 

Death  in  Chemical-works. 

On  Saturday  morning,  a  labourer  named  John  McCarthy, 
employed  at  Messrs.  Bowman,  Thompson  and  Co.'s  chemical- 
works,  near  Northwicb,  was  discovered  lying  unconscious  in 
an  aod-cbamber,  he  having  been  overcome  by  carbonic-ae'd 
gas.  Four  workmen  who  endeavoured  to  rescue  him  were 
prostrated.  McCarthy,  who  is  believed  to  have  entered  the 
chamber  by  mistake,  died. 

Summonses  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

At  the  Islington  Vestry,  on  April  20,  it  was  proposed  by 
Mr.  Rumbelow  that  the  Vestry  should  memorialise  the 
Justices  of  the  Petty  Sessional  Division  to  sit  at  the  Vestry 
Hall  to  hear  summonses  taken  out  under  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  in  the  same  manner  as  they  sit  to  hear  rate- 
defaulters'  summonses.  He  said  that  under  existing  circum- 
stances much  inconvenience  and  less  of  time  was  expe- 
rienced. The  chemist,  or  the  grocer,  or  whoever  was  sum- 
moned, had  to  wait  hours  at  the  Police  Court  before  his 
case  came  on  for  hearing,  and  the  officials  necessary  to- 
prove  the  case  also  lost  time,  whilst  the  inconvenience  of 
having  to  take  a  lot  of  books  from  the  Vestry  to  the  Police 
Court  was  very  considerable.  Mr.  Bartram,  solicitor,  said  that 
although  it  might  be  convenient  in  some  ways,  it  would  be 
most  unsatisfactory  in  others.  Many  of  the  questions  to  be 
decided  in  such  prosecutions  were  pure  matters  of  law,  which 
the  Justices  were  not  competent  to  deal  with  without  the 
assistance  of  a  properly  qualified  clerk.  The  motion  was 
adopted  by  thirty-seven  votes  to  six. 
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A  Chemist  Fined. 

At  Tollbridge  (Kent)  Petty  Sessions,  on  Saturday,  Joseph 
Philp,  chemist  and  druggist,  Paddock  Wood,  was  summoned 
for  being  drunk  and  refusing  to  quit  the  Kent  Arms, 
Paddock  Wood,  on  April  11.  It  was  alleged  that  defendant, 
whilst  drank,  entered  the  Kent  Arms,  and,  being  refused 
liquor,  declined  to  leave,  and  had  to  be  ejected.  Defendant 
expressed  profound  sorrow  for  his  offence,  and  was  fined  3/. 
and  11.  Is  costs. 

Stryohnine-poisoning. 

An  inquest  was  held  on  Friday  of  last  week  at  Holmfirth» 
respecting  the  death  of  Charles  Haigh,  described  as  a  drug- 
gist, but  not  on  the  register,  Victoria  Square,  who  died  on 
the  previous  day  as  the  result  of  taking  strychnine.  Dr. 
Cunningham  Brown  stated  that  he  found  deceased  in  the 
storing-cellar.  There  were  streaks  of  white  powder  on  his 
waistcoat,  and  deceased  said  it  was  strychnine.  Small  doses 
•of  strychnine  were  sometimes  taken  as  a  tonic,  but  not 
generally  to  strengthen  the  nerves.  He  was  quite  sure 
deceased  would  not  have  taken  the  drug  if  he  had  been 
either  sober  or  in  his  senses.  If  the  deceased  had  wanted 
to  poison  himself  he  would  not  have  sent  for  the  doctor. 
The  Coroner  said  the  action  of  deceased  was  not  the  action 
of  a  suicide.  The  jury  returned  an  open  verdict,  expressing 
the  opinion  that  the  poison  was  probably  an  overdose  taken 
as  a  tonic. 

Assuming  a  Title. 

At  the  Guildhall  Police  Court,  John  Knight,  17  Three  Colt 
Street.  Limehouse,  was  summoned,  at  the  instance  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  for  that  he,  not  being 
a  member  of  the  said  College,  unlawfully  did  take  or  use  a 
•certain  title  or  description  stating  that  he  was  a  member. 
This  case  arose  out  of  a  charge  of  cruelty  heard  at  that  court 
on  February  13.  Knight  was  called  by  the  person  then 
charged,  and  stated  that  he  was  a  member  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons.  It  was  found  that  prisoner 
was  not  a  member  and  had  no  right  whatever  to  call  himself 
a  veterinary  surgeon.  Mr.  Alderman  Ritchie  said  this  was  a 
very  bad  case.  He  should  impose  the  full  penalty  of  20Z.  and 
costs,  or  one  month.    Prisoner  was  removed  to  the  cells. 

A  Dispenser  Takes  Prussic  Acid. 

Last  week  an  inquest  was  held  at  Barton  Regis  on  the  body 
•of  Henry  Alfred  Blake,  dispenser  for  Mr.  Henry  Cook,  surgeon, 
of  Southville,  during  the  last  four  or  five  years.  Lately  he 
had  behaved  rather  strangely,  and  on  the  previous  Monday 
he  was  found  lying  on  a  seat  in  Eastville  Park.  He.  was  un- 
conscious and  breathing  very  heavily,  and  died  soon  after 
the  doctor  arrived.  The  park-keeper  had  seen  Blake  walking 
about  the  park  during  the  afternoon.  He  saw  no  bottle  near 
where  the  man  had  been  lying. 

The  Coroner  here  read  some  particulars  from  two  papers 
■which  were  found  on  the  body  of  the  deceased.  One  was  a 
letter  to  his  wife  in  which  he  stated  that  he  had  money 
troubles,  and  said  that  if  he  was  not  home  at  the  usual  time 
he  would  not  be  in  Bristol  perhaps. 

Mr  John  Ambrose,  stated  that  he  saw  Blake  on  Monday 
evening.  He  died  soon  afterwards,  and  witness  suspected 
prussic-acid  poisoning.  He  made  a  post-mortem  examination. 
The  stomach  contained  a  large  quantity  of  prussic  acid,  but 
there  were  no  other  traces  of  poisoning  visible.  The  organs 
were  healthy.    Death  was  due  to  prussic-acid  poisoning. 

A  verdict  of  suicide  whilst  of  unsound  mind  was  found. 

"The  Charges  against  a  Chemical-works  Manager — 
Collapse  of  the  Case. 

At  Rochdale  County  Police  Court  on  April  18,  the  charges 
against  Mr.  Henry  Spencely  Close,  late  managing  director  of 
the  Castleton  Chemical  Company,  of  "  falsifying  balance- 
sbeets,  falsifying  books,  fraudulently  omitting  to  enter  receipt 
of  money,  and  applying  the  same  to  his  own  use,"  were  in- 
vestigated. Mr.  Barrett,  one  of  the  directors,  stated  that  on 
April  27,  1893,  the  company  borrowed  200Z.  from  the  defen- 
dant's father,  at  an  interest  of  10  per  cent.,  and  at  a  later 
period  150/.,  and  neither  of  these  sums  had  been  paid  by  the 
defendant  into  the  branch  bank  at  Rochdale  of  the  Man- 
chester Union  Bank.  This  evidence  was  given  before  lunch. 
After  lunch  the  counsel  for  •  the  prosecution  said  he  had 
consulted  with  the  manager  of  the  bank,  and  had  ascertained 


that  though  the  moneys  had  not  been  actually  paid  into  the 
bank,  the  defendant  and  his  father  had  guaranteed  the  sums 
to  the  bank,  so  that  the  company  had  had  the  benefit  of  th<5 
guarantee.  He  said  the  defendant  had  no  one  to  blame  for 
the  position  which  he  had  occupied  but  himself,  and  it 
appeared  to  him  that  it  had  been  brought  ahout  by  Mr. 
Close's  bad  bookkeeping.  Mr.  Parry,  for  the  defendant,  said 
there  had  been  a  good  deal  of  "  bad  blood  "  between  the 
parties,  and  it  was  difficult  to  say  who  was  most  to  blame. 
The  case  was  withdrawn. 

An  Anti-vacoinationist  Chemist. 

Mr.  George  R.  Hankinson,  chemist  and  druggist,  Uttoxeter, 
was  summoned  at  the  Petty  Sessions,  on  Wednesday,  April 
19,  to  show  cause  why  he  *hould  not  have  his  child  vacci- 
nated. Mr.  Wilkins,  solicitor,  defended,  and  did  not  deny 
defendant's  omission  to  have  his  child  vaccinated.  The 
child  was  born  on  March  17, 1893,  but  his  client  declined  to 
have  it  vaccinated,  because  he  had  conscientious  reasons. 
The  Bench  said  they  had  no  alternative  but  to  carry  out  the 
law,  and  a  fine  of  5s.  and  8*.  costs  was  imposed. 

Birmingham  on  Poisons. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association 
last  week  there  was  a  discussion  in  regard  to  the  scheduling 
of  carbolic  acid  and  sulphocyanide  of  ammonium  as  poisons. 
A  general  opinion  was  entertained  that  the  sulphocyanide 
should  be  scheduled,  and  a  hope  was  expressed  that  carbolic 
acid  would  soon  be  dealt  with.  For  this  distinction  in  ex- 
pression we  are  not  responsible.  The  draft  Pharmacy  Bill 
was  discussed,  and  it  was  considered  that  its  proposals  are 
an  improvement  on  the  existing  method  of  electing  the 
Council. 

Sunday  Outings  for  Assistants. 

The  London  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  is  agitated 
on  the  question  of  "  Sunday  outings,"  and  the  election  of 
Council,  which  is  to  take  place  next  week,  is  to  be  contested 
on  this  point  particularly,  if  not  exclusively.  A  section  of 
the  members,  including  much  of  the  new  blood,  demand 
that  the  Association  shall  officially  organise  Sunday  outings 
for  the  members.  The  opposite  party  oppose  this  innovation 
warmly,  and  have  the  following  as  some  of  the  reasons  for 
their  opposition  : — 

1.  It  is  outside  the  scope  of  the  Association 

2.  It  is  a  matter  for  private  rather  than  official  arrange- 
ment. 

3.  Nearly  all  the  tried  officers  of  the  Association  are 
adverse  to  the  scheme  as  likely  to  be  disastrous  to  the 
Association. 

4.  It  would  be  discourteous  to  our  patrons  to  assume  their 
approval  of  such  a  proposal. 

Both  sides  have  agreed  upon  lists  of  candidates  for 
election,  pledged  to  one  side  or  the  other  on  this  con- 
troversy. 

The  Half-holiday. 

The  chemists  and  druggists  of  Brixham.  Dartmouth, 
Hampton,  Melton  Mowbray,  Warminster,  and  Rugeley,  have 
adopted  the  Wednesday  half-holiday,  closing  at  2  p.m. 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding-stuffj  Act. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Wilson,  F.C.S.,  ha9  been  appointed  District 
Agricultural  Analyst  by  the  Durham  County  Council. 

Mr.  John  Hughes,  of  79  Mark  Lane,  London,  B.C.,  has  been 
appointed  to  a  similar  position  for  the  county  of  Hereford- 
shire. 

Carbolic-acid  Poisonings. 

A  woman  named  Mary  Coath,  aged  43,  re  iding  at  Liver- 
pool, was  heard  to  fall  heavily  in  her  room  one  morning 
last  week,  and  on  the  landlady  proceeding  to  the  room 
the  door  was  found  to  be  locked.  This  remaining  so  in  the 
evening,  the  door  was  broken  open,  and  Mrs.  Coath  was  found 
unconscious.  A  bottle  of  carbolic  acid  was  found  by  her  side. 
The  doctor  attributed  death  to  the  poison,  but  the  jury  re- 
turned a  verdict  of  death  from  natural  causes. 

Edith  Maud  Wood,  a  servant-girl  out  of  employment,  of 
Tue  Brook,  Liverpool,  drank  some  carbolic  acid  early  on 
Wednesday  morning  last  week.  Some  two  years  ago  deceased 
had  a  fall  by  which  her  skull  was  fractured,  and  since  then 
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she  has  been  rather  irritable  in  her  temper.  The  coroner's 
jury  found  death  due  to  poisoning  by  carbolic  acid  taken 
whilst  temporarily  insane. 

On  Friday  of  last  week  J.  J.  Scarlett,  carpenter,  of  Stour- 
bridge Street,  Bromsgrove,  was  found  in  an  outhouse  uncon- 
scious. He  had  taken  some  carbolic  acid.  The  stomach- 
pump  was  used,  but  although  a  quantity  of  acid  was  extracted, 
Scarlett  died  from  the  effects  of  the  poison. 

A  widow  named  Hindley,  of  Garden  Lane,  Chester,  died 
from  the  effects  of  carbolic  acid  which  she  drank  on  Friday 
of  last  week.  In  her  bedroom  was  found  some  carbolic  acid 
diluted  with  water.  Deceased  had  been  complaining  of 
illness. 

Claim  for  Herbal  Cigarettes. 

In  the  Westminster  County  Court  on  Tuesday  the  Spanish 
Cigarette  Company  sued  a  woman  named  Long,  of  Chiswick, 
for  16s.,  the  price  of  two  dozen  herbal  cigarettes.  The 
cigarettes  were  ordered  through  the  plaintiffs'  traveller,  but 
after  they  had  been  despatched  the  defendant  sought  to  re- 
voke the  order.  The  firm  refused  to  take  them  back.  The 
defendant  said  she  was  induced  by  the  traveller  to  give  the 
order,  but  she  could  not  sell  the  goods,  which  were  only  fit 
for  sale  in  a  chemist's  shop.  He  farther  told  her  that  if  she 
did  not  like  them  she  could  send  them  back.  His  Honour 
nonsuited  the  plaintiffs. 

Chlorodyne-poisoning. 

A  man  was  found  on  Hampstead  Heath  last  week  in  a 
dying  condition,  and  two  empty  chlorodyne- bottles  were 
found  near  by.  The  police  used  all  exertions  to  restore  him, 
and  took  him  in  an  ambulance  to  the  Temperance  Hospital, 
where  he  died  next  morning.  He  was  found  to  be  an  army 
pensioner  named  Charles  Dodge,  who  lived  at  Lord  Rowton's 
model  lodging-house  at  Vauxhall. 

The  Chemist's  Assistant  in  the  "Workhouse. 

Henry  Finch,  who  said  he  was  a  chemist's  assistant,  was 
last  week  residing  at  the  Cornwallis  Road  (Islington)  Work- 
house. It  was  the  bath-day,  but  Henry  objected  to  a  dirty 
towel,  and  he  hid  himself  behind  a  bedstead.  The  labour- 
master  and  the  assistant  labour-master  found  him  and 
dragged  him  out,  and  the  master  sentenced  him  to  twenty- 
four  hours'  bread  and  water.  He  summoned  the  two  officers, 
who,  he  said,  had  assaulted  him.  Mr.  Haden  Corser  said 
there  was  no  case.  If  he  had  thought  the  officials  used 
more  force  than  was  necessary  he  would  have  imposed  a  fine. 
He  dismissed  the  summons. 

A  Chemist's  Shop  Struck'by  Lightning. 

The  premises  occupied  by  Mr.  Connor,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, Market  Place,  Doncaster,  were  struck  by  lightning 
during  a  storm  on  Wednesday  last  week.  The  chimney  was 
shattered,  and  a  large  quantity  of  debris  thrown  down  into 
one  of  the  upper  rooms.  The  roof  has  suffered  some  consi- 
derable damage.  The  shock  was  felt  by  those  on  the 
premises. 

Fatal  Dose  of  Dover's  Powder. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Sheffield,  on  Wednesday,  touching 
the  death  of  Joseph  Bramwell,  aged  4  months,  the  son  of  a 
tobacconist.  The  child  had  suffered  from  diarrhoea  since 
its  birth,  and  on  Thursday  it  was  very  ill  from  that  cause. 
On  Saturday  a  young  medical  friend  recommended  the 
father  to  g've  the  child  half  a  Dover's  powder.  He  accord- 
ingly purchased  a  powder  from  Mr.  L.  T.  Goucher,  chemist, 
Howard  Street,  and  gave  the  child  half  of  it  on  Saturday 
night.  The  child  immediately  became  drowsy.  The  father 
thereupon  sent  to  Mr.  Goucher,  to  ascertain  what  was  the 
proper  dose.  The  reply  was  that  the  powder  was  not  fit 
medicine  for  an  infant.  The  child  continued  unconscious 
until  Monday  morning,  when  it  died. 

Replying  to  the  Coroner,  Mr.  Bramwell  said  he  did  not 
mention  to  the  chemist  that  the  powder  was  for  a  baby. 

Mr.  Goucher,  chemist,  said  when  he  supplied  the  powder 
he  supposed  Mr.  Bramwell  was  going  to  take  it  himself. 
The  powder  contained  1|  gr.  of  opium.  There  were  no 
directions  or  label.  He  had  never  yet  put  a  label  on  a 
Dover's  powder,  but  he  said  he  did  not  intend  to  sell  another 
such  powder  without  the  order  of  a  medical  man. 


The  Coroner  said  he  thought  it  very  dangerous  to  sell 
these  powders,  without  label  or  directions,  to  anyone  who 
asked  for  them,  and  without  inquiring  whom  they  were  for.  He 
suggested  that  the  jury  should  add  a  rider  to  their  verdict, 
expressing  an  opinion  about  the  sale  of  such  powders. 

The  jury  returned  a  verdict  that  the  child  died  from 
opium,  inadvertently  administered  in  a  Dover's  powder, 
adding  a  rider  expressing  the  opinion  that  the  sale  of  Dover'* 
powders  without  label  or  directions  was  very  dangerous,  and 
ought  to  be  discontinued.

Tests  for  magoesium  sul- 
phate; how  to  distinguish  between  liq.  antim.  chlor.  and 
tinct.  ferri  perchlor. ;  the  precipitate  formed  when  liq. 
antim.  chlor.  is  added  to  water ;  the  dose  of  antim.  oxid. 
its  B.P.  preparations ;  dose  of  each ;  formulae  for  hydr. 
perchlor.  and  hydr.  subchlor. ;  dose  of  each  ;  formula  for 
plumbi  iodidum ;  how  to  test  an  iodide  ;  doses  of  aconitine, 
tinct.  aconiti,  tinct.  opii,  tinct.  rhei,  liq.  strychninae,  liq. 
morpb.  mur.,  liq.  arsenicalis,  ext.  cannabis  indices,  ext.  opii, 
ext.  opii  liq.,  pulv.  ipecac,  pulv.  ipecac,  co. ;  how  much 
opium  in  it ;  dose  for  a  child  ?  Lastly,  I  got  an  easy  set  of 
powders  to  dispense,  and,  when  I  had  them  finished,  after 
waiting  for  half  an  hour  I  was  given  my  certificate."

Deaths  of  Corresponding  Members  of  the  Acadi  mt 
of  Sciences. — At  the  meeting  on  Monday  last,  M.  Berthelot 
announced  the  death  of  M.  de  Marignac,  of  Geneva,  ccr.e- 


spondent  of  the  Academy  since  1866  for  the  chemical  sectkn  j 
and  of  M.  Calderon,  of  Madrid,  also  an  eminent  chemist. 

Cod-liver  Oil.— At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Pari* 
Therapeutical  Society  M.  Patein  read  a  paper  on  cod-liver  oil' 
and  its  application  in  therapeutics.  There  was  nothing 
now  in  his  remarks  on  the  action  of  cod  liver- oil  but  his 
method  for  taking  tho  oil  may  be  worth  quoting.  '  He  tells 
the  patient  to  rinse  the  mouth  with  aromatic  water,  wet  the 
interior  of  a  glass  (for  preference  graduated)  in  wiiioh  tho 
oil  should  bo  placed,  then  drink  it  quickly,  again  rinse  the, 
mouth,  and  at  once  cat  something. 

The  Danqees  of  Exalgine.— Dr.  Dujardin-Beaumelzr 
read  a  report  at  a  meeting  of  the  Academy  of  Medicine,  on 
Tuesday,  April  24,  concerning  the  accidents  that  are  to  be 
feared  by  the  use  of  the  pharmaceutical  body  exalgine 
(methylacetanilide),  when  administered  in  doses  of  50  centi- 
grammes at  a  time.  M.  Dujardin-Beaumetz  finds  this  dote 
too  strong.  He  considers  the  medicament  should  be  handled 
with  the  greatest  prudence,  and  his  opinion  is  that  the  dose 
should  never  exceed  25  centigrammes.  [This  accords  with 
Prof.  Fraser's  caution  published  two  years  ago. — Ed.  C D.\ 

Picric  Acid  in  Treatment  of  Burns.— For  some  time 
past  the  treatment  of  burns  by  picric  acid  has  been  in  use 
at  the  Charity  Hospital,  Paris,  apparently  with  success.  Dr. 
Thiery,  who  introduced  it  there,  follows  the  simple  method 
originated  by  M.  Filleul.  This  consists  in  applying  lint 
saturated  in  a  solution  of  about  ^  per  cent,  of  picric  acic* 
solution  to  the  injured  surface,  the  dressing  being  well' 
wrung  out  before  being  applied.  In  ordinary  cases  the 
dressing  need  only  be  chariged  every  three  days,  and  after- 
wards  every  four  or  five  days  ;  it  is  considered  preferable  to 
allow  the  dressing  to  dry  at  leisure  without  covering  ifc 
with  macintosh.  Picric  acid  has  a  marked  anesthetic 
action  on  burns,  in  addition  to  its  antiseptic  and  healing 
properties.  There  is  no  danger  from  erysipelas  by  its  use, 
and  no  irritation  of  the  skin  is  occasioned.  A  great  draw- 
back, however,  is  that  a  lasting  yellow  patch  is  apt  to  appear 
on  the  place  where  the  picric  acid  has  been  applied. 

Becommendations  between  Doctor  and  Pharmacist. 
— A  curious  case  of  libel  was  recently  held.    A  pharmaeist  • 
established  in  a  suburb  of  Paris  some  time  ago  obtained  an- 
appointment  for  the  supply  of  medicaments  to  a  railway 
company.    Soon  after  (according  to  him)  a  doctor  connected 
with  the  same  company  called  on  the  pharmacist  and  stated 
that  if  he  would  allow  a  commission  of  25  per  cent,  on  all 
prescriptions  they  would  be  numerous  and  profitable.  The 
chemist  paid  no  attention  to  the  proposal,  but  learned  soon 
afterwards  that  the  prescriptions  were  being  made  up  by  a. 
competitor.    He  then  spoke  of  the  doctor's  offer  to  a  relation, 
as  well  as  to  a  friend.    The  latter  repeated  the  matter  to  the- 
medical  man,  who  at  once  brought  an  action  for  libel  against, 
the  pharmacist  and  claimed  10,000f .  damages.  The  latter  was . 
acquitted,  but  the  doctor  took  his  revenge  by  accusing  the- 
pharmacist  of  having  poisoned  a  patient  by  supplying 
medicine  containing  pruseic  acid.    He  was  exonerated  of  the 
charge,  but  his  business  suffered  so  severely  that  he  had  in 
turn  to  bring  an  action  for  libel.    This  resulted  in  the  doctor 
being  fined  100f.,  and  the  insertion  of  the  judgment  in  two 
newpapers  in  the  form  of  an  advertisement. 


Don't  nbad  no  Jtjrnals. — The  following  interesting 
reply,  says  the  Pharmaceutical  Era,  was  returned  by  a 
Minnesota  doctor  to  a  circular  letter  soliciting  subscriptions, 
to  a  certain  medical  journal  in  the  United  States  : —

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The  Indian  Duties. — Quinine  is  exempt  from  the  new 
Indian  import  duty  of  5  per  cent,  ad  val.  on  drugs  and 
chemicals  and  most  other  goods.    It  remains  free  of  duty. 

Carbolic  Acid  for  Carbolic  Oil. — Messrs.  Willet  & 
Co.,  chemists,  Port  Elizabeth,  have  had  to  pay  101.  damages 
through  the  mistake  of  their  assistant  in  supplying  carbolic 
acid  when  carbolic  oil  was  sent  for.  The  acid  was  used  to 
rub  on  a  horse. 

Proposed  Alkali  Monopoly  in  Prussia— By  147  to 
142  votes  the  Lower  House  of  the  Prussian  Diet  have 
rejected  on  second  reading  the  Bill  for  the  establishment  of 
a  monopoly  in  alkali-production,  with  a  view  to  prevent  the 
excessive  export  of  that  chemical,  to  the  detriment  of  home 
manufacture.  An  amendment  proposed  by  Herr  von  Zedlitz- 
Bockelberg  was  thrown  out  by  174  to  153  votes. 

The  Berlin  Sewage-farm  Drug- cultures. — The 
experimental  cultivation  of  medicinal  herbs  on  the  Berlin 
City  Sewage-farm  has  now  been  carried  on  for  three  years, 
but  the  results  arrived  at  are  only  moderately  satisfactory. 
Only,  the  aromatic  herbs,  sage,  marjoram,  and  tarragon,  have 
proved  profitable  cultures,  llussian  (Sarepta)  mustard  grows 
well,  but  the  seed  is  deficient  in  pungency  and  appearance. 
The.  experiments  with  angelica,  levisticum,  suDflowers,  and 
belladonna  are  to  be  continued  for  some  time.  The  difficulty 
in  the  way  of  profitably  cultivating  the  last-named  is  that  it 
cannow^l^dried  easily. 

The  Diminishing  Shellac-supply.  —  The  Indian 
Planters'  Gazette  asserts  that  the  production  of  shellac  and 
other  preparations  of  its  kind  has  fallen  off  in  recent  years 
on  account  of  the  diminished  supply  of  sticklac  (from  which 
shellac  is  manufactured)  in  the  chief  producing  districts  of 
India — viz.,  the  Central  and  Eastern  Provinces,  the  Chattis- 
gurh  plateau,  and  the  Chuttia  Nagpore  territories.  The 
result  is  a  considerable  and,  in  all  probabilty,  a  permanent 
enhancement  in  the  price  of  shellac,  especially  of  the  finer 
marks.  The  opening-up  of  the  Bengal  Nagpore  Railway  and 
the  enormous  clearings  of  jungle  lands  consequent  thereon, 
coupled  with  the  emigration  of  coolies  from  the  jungle  tracts 
to  the  tea  districts,  are  the  chief  causes  of  the  reduced  out- 
turn of  sticklac. 

Vaseline  in  the  United  States. — The  Chesebrough 
Manufacturing  Company  are  making  war  on  the  "substi- 
tuting" druggists  in  the  United  States.  Their  agents  have 
visited  some  1,500  druggists  in  various  portions  of  the 
Eastern  States,  with  the  object  of  preventing  any  further 
substitution.  The  agent  generally  goes  into  a  store,  asks 
for  a  five-cent  bottle  of  vaseline,  and,  failing  this,  for  a  ten- 
cent,  bottle.  If  the  dealer  hands  out  anything  less  than  an 
original  package  put  up  by  the  Chesebrough  Company  (their 
"  blue-seal "  vaseline  can  be  retailed  at  10c),  he  is  forthwith 
presented  with  a  summons  to  defend  a  suit  to  be  brought 
by  the  Chesebrough  Company  against  him.  So  far  the 
matter  has  always  been  settled  out  of  court,  the  druggists 
being  content  to  plead  guilty  and  pay  the  small  sum  for 
which  a  compromise  is  offered.  The  compromises,  our 
correspondent  reports,  are  generally  made  at  from  #3  to  #10, 
according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case. 

The  Rivalry  between  Melbourne  and  Sydney. — 
The  Victorian  Customs  Department  has  lately  been  investigat- 
ing the  truth  of  the  statements  that  Victoria  is  losing  its 
intercolonial  trade  because  of  the  shipping  facilities  existing 
at  Sydney,  and  a  return  has  been  prepared  showing  the 
values  of  exports  from  New  South  Wales  and  Victoria  to 
Tasmania,  Queensland,  and  New  Zealand  during  the  years 
1882  to  1892.  It  indicates  that  at  the  end  of  the  latter  year 
Victoria  still  held  the  lead  as  regards  exports  to  Tasmania 
aud  New  Zealand,  while  New  South  Wales  had  retained  the 
supremacy  she  formerly  had  in  the  case  of  Queensland.  The 
iigures  for  1893  are  not  yet  available,  but  there  is  reason  to 
believe  that  Sydney  is  gradually  supplanting  Melbourne  in 
the  neighbouring  markets.  The  following  reasons  are 
advanced  for  the  tendency  of  Sydney  to  secure  intercolonial 
trade  :— Its  natural  accessibility,  shipping  being  taken  almost 
into  the  heart  of  the  city,  saving  lighterage  and  cartage ;  its 


geographical  position,  which  has  made  it  the  terminal  point 
of  various  mail  routes ;  and  cheapness  of  fuel. 

Poisons  in  the  United  States. — New  Idea  (Detroit), 
referring  to  increasing  mishaps  with  poisons,  advocates  a 
National  Poisons  Bill.  Each  State  is  supposed  to  supervise 
the  sale  of  deleterious  substances,  but  a  law  should  be 
passed  by  Congress  dealing  with  all  phases  of  the  sale-of- 
poisons  question,  whether  as  a  household  article  or  under  the 
specious  guise  of  a  patent  medicine,  unless  the  purchaser's 
name  and  address  be  registered  and  he  be  properly  identified 
as  of  reputable  character.  No  poison  should  leave  the  hands 
of  the  druggist  under  a  heavy  penalty  without  a  poison- 
label,  and  in  case  of  its  being  proven  that  such  poison  was 
issued  without  such  precaution,  the  druggist  should  be  held 
under  heavy  penalties  for  any  accident  which  might  occur 
in  consequence  of  such  dereliction  of  duty.  It  will  be  truly 
said  that  the  druggist  is  already  under  so  many  restrictions 
and  regulations  that  his  life  is  ha»dly  worth  the  living,  but 
the  extra  trouble  is  so  small,  and  the  results  to  be  secured  so 
great,  that  no  right-minded  proprietor  of  a  drugstore  would 
hesitate  to  do  his  best  to  protect,  with  a  small  piece  of 
paper,  the  life  or  health  of  his  fellow-man. 

Counter- prescribing  in  Canada. — Mr.  Howarth,  a 
Toronto  pharmacist,  has  been  prosecuted  under  the  Ontario 
Medical  Act  under  the  following  circumstances  : — In  August 
of  last  year  he  had  a  visit  from  a  man  who  complained  of 
being  sick  at  the  stomach,  and  of  having  diarrhoea.  A  mix- 
ture and  a  box  of  pills  were  given  by  the  druggist,  and  the 
customer  was  advised  to  abstain  from  meat  or  other  solid 
food  for  two  days,  and  if  the  pain  proved  severe,  to  use  hot 
fomentations.  The  customer  said  that  if  not  better  in  a  few 
days  he  would  call  again.  The  price  charged  for  the  medi- 
cine was  50c,  and,  as  was  subsequently  shown,  its  cost  was 
about  35c.  The  sick  customer  turned  out  to  be  a  detective, 
and  the  next  development  was  a  summons.  This  resulted 
in  the  hearing  of  the  case  before  Police  Magistrate  Denison, 
and  the  imposition  of  a  fine  of  #25  and  costs.  The  defendant 
appealed,  and  the  High  Court  has  recently  decided  against 
him.  A  curious  argument  on  behalf  of  the  pharmacist  was 
put  forward.  The  Ontario  Pharmacy  Act  restricts  to  licen- 
tiates under  it  the  title  of  "apothecary,"  as  well  as  those  of 
pharmacist,  chemist  and  druggist,  &c.  Therefore,  it  was  con- 
tended, the  defendant  was  an  apothecary,  and  might  practise 
as  one,  understanding  the  term  as  it  is  understood  in  Eng- 
land. The  magistrate,  however,  said  if  that  were  the  law  it 
would  result  in  allowing  the  pharmaceutical  licentiate  to 
practise  medicine,  while  the  medical  licentiate  could  not 
practise  pharmacy  without  qualifying  under  the  Pharmacy 
Act. 

The  Antimony  Industry  in  Japan. — According  to  the 
New  York  Engineering  and  Mining  Journal,  the  most 
important  antimony-mine  in  Japan  is  at  Ichinokawa,  in  the 
Iyo  province,  on  the  Island  of  Shikoku.  It  is  about  three 
miles  from  the  sea-coast.  The  mine  is  said  to  have  been 
discovered  eleven  centuries  ago,  but  there  are  no  records  of 
early  operations  in  it.  At  present  it  is  worked  as  a  private 
concern.  The  country  rock  of  the  district  in  which  this 
mine  is  situated  is  graphitic  sericite  schist,  belonging  to  the 
Archaean.  The  ore-deposits  occur  in  the  form  of  veins,  of 
which  there  are  three  principal  ones  varying  from  1  inch  to 
3  feet  in  width.  All  the  veins  are  worked  by  shafts  and  levels, 
the  former  being  from  50  to  150  feet  deep,  and  the  latter  from 
300  to  2,000  feet  long.  The  cost  of  mining  averages  about 
221.  per  ton  of  ore  (sic.1)  The  ore,  which  is  stibnite  of  high 
grade,  is  smelted  at  works  three  miles  from  the  mine. 
The  method  of  smelting  employed  is  very  simple.  A  crucible 
with  a  small  hole  bored  through  its  bottom  is  set  upon 
another  crucible.  The  upper  one  is  filled  with  powdered  ore, 
covered,  and  heated  from  below,  coal  being  used  as  fuel. 
The  sulphide  of  antimony  in  the  ore  is  melted  and  drains 
away  from  the  gangue  into  the  lower  crucible,  whence  it  is 
ladled  into  moulds.  The  monthly  production  of  ore  averages 
200,000  lbs.,  and  that  of  antimony  sulphide  from  150,000  to 
160,000  lbs.  The  sulphide  of  antimony  is  reduced  to  metal 
and  shipped  in  boxes  to  Osaka  and  Kobe,  which  are  the 
principal  markets  for  the  product,  both  being  within  200 
miles  of  the  mines.  The  cost  of  smelting  is  about  26s.  6rf. 
per  ton  of  antimony  sulphide  and  87/.  per  ton  of  refined 
antimony.  [There  must  be  something  very  wrong  with 
these  figures,  considering  that  crude  Japanese  antimony  is 
worth  only  212.  per  ton  in  London. — Ed.  C.  D.~\

AUSTRALASIAN  NOTES. 


Thb  following  notes  are  based  upon  information  contained 
in  the  March  number  of  the  6*.  <y  D.  of  Australasia: — 

Lucky  Chemists.— Two  chemists  of  Hawthorn,  Vic- 
toria, li  ive  won  between  them  the  sum  of  3,400£.  in  a 
"  Tatter  call's  Sweep"  for  the  Australian  Cap.  They  gave 
the  jockey  300J.  out  of  their  winnings,  and  entertained  their 
friends  to  a  light  repast  to  celebrate  the  event.  Mr. 
Hetherington  was  at  one  time  an  assistant  with  Messrs. 
Corbyn,  Stacey  &  Co. 

An  Unappreciated  Good  Samaritan. — At  Auckland, 
New  Zealand,  a  travelling  quack,  describing  himself  as  the 
"  manager  of  the  Good  Samaritan  Company,"  was  charged 
with  establishing  a  lottery,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Gaming  and  Lotteries  Act.  The  quack  was  in  the  habit  of 
giving  public  lectures  on  the  "Good  Samaritan  remedies,"  in 
the  coarse  of  which  he  brought  on  the  stage  a  number  of 
presents  and  asked  a  boy  from  the  audience  to  come  on  the 
stage  and  work  the  lottery.  The  boy  was  blindfolded  and 
was  told  to  take  out  tickets  from  a  box,  these  tickets  being 
placed  with  each  bottle  of  medicine.  Three  men  then  went 
round  the  room  selling  bottles  of  the  medicine  at  2s.  6il. 
each,  after  which  pills  (100  boxes  at  Is.  each)  were  intro- 
duced, a  ticket  being  given  with  each  box.  Some  of  the 
ticket-holders  were  afterwards  awarded  prizes.  The  Magis- 
trate fined  the  defendant  251.  and  costs,  the  alternative  being 
three  months'  hard  labour.    The  fine  was  paid. 

Thb  Chemist's  Widow.— In  our  issue  of  February  10  we 
mentioned  the  hard  case  of  Mrs.  Caroline  Copp,  the 
widow  of  a  N.S.W.  chemist,  who  was  refused  a  license  to 
sell  the  scheduled  poisons,  notwithstanding  her  undoubted 
pharmaceutical  knowledge,  which  she  had  obtained  by 
serving  in  her  late  husband's  shop.  The  late  Mr.  Copp,  it 
appears,  was  not  an  unqualified  chemist,  as  we  stated  him  to 
be,  but  held  a  certificate  from  the  N.S.W.  Society.  He  then 
started  business  at  Miller's  Point,  "and  there,"  writes  Mrs. 
Copp,  "  my  active  career  as  a  dispenser  commenced.  I  then 
•wanted  to  go  up  for  examination,  but  Mr.  Copp  thought  it 
unnecessary.  At  about  this  time  Mr.  Copp  began  to  show 
symptoms  of  epilepsy  and  was  often  away  for  weeks  at  a 
time,  leaving  me  in  charge.  The  lodges  we  dispensed  for 
were  accepted  on  condition  that  I  should  do  the  dispensing ; 
the  outside  public  never  objected  to  handing  me  their  pre- 
scriptions. After  my  husband's  death  I  applied,  in  1894,  for 
the  license  to  sell  scheduled  poisons  (a  right  that  is  granted 
to  country  storekeepers,  and  others  who  know  practically 
nothing  of  drugs)  and  was  refused." 

A  German  Pharmacist  and  the  Pharmacy  Board  op 
New  South  Wales. — At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  New 
South  Wales  Pharmacy  Board,  on  February  6,  a  letter  from 
Dr.  W.  Finselberg,  of  Murwillumbah,  was  read,  in  which  the 
writer  uttered  his  mind  with  unpleasant  frankness  on  the 
subject  of  the  absurd  pharmacy  law  of  the  colony.  Dr. 
Finselberg  is  a  qualified  German  apotheker  and  an  ex-pupil 
of  Professor  Fliickiger's.  He  has  written  many  papers  on 
pharmacological  subjects,  holds  a  Swiss  degree  of  Ph.D.,  and 
has  acted  for  some  time  as  a  lecturer  at  the  University  of 
Geneva.  Notwithstanding  these  qualifications,  Dr.  Finsel- 
berg discovered  after  settling  in  New  South  Wales  that 
under  the  eccentric  Pharmacy  Act  of  that  community  he 
could  not  obtain  registration  as  a  pharmacist  in  the  colony, 
which,  alone  among  foreign  qualifications,  recognises  the 
British  Major  diploma.  Dr.  Finselberg  rightly  thinks  it 
about  time  the  New  South  Wales  laws  were  altered,  and  the 
Pharmacy  Board  agree  with  him.  He  now  carries  on  a 
chemist's  shop,  in  which  he  sells  all  pharmaceutical  goods 
with  the  exception  of  scheduled  poisons  (which,  by  the  way, 
in  New  South  Wales  include  valerian,  santonin,  and  podo- 
phyllin),  and  desires  to  add  a  department  for  the  wholesale 
manufacture  of  fluid  extracts,  tinctures,  phosphor-paste,  ver- 
min-killer, narcotics,  &c.  What  he  wants  to  know  is  whether 
he  can  do  so  without  being  registered.  The  Board  say  he 
can,  and  directed  "a  courteous  reply  "  to  be  sent  to  him  to 
that  effect. 


Diamond  Cut  Diamond.— The  most  important  pharma- 
ceutical event  in  New  Zealand  during  the  month  of  February 
has  been  the  sweeping  reduction  made  in  the  price  of  patent 
medioines  in  Auckland  by  a  combination  of  chemists  who 
have  made  up  their  minds  to  a  last  rally  against  the 
medicine-vending  grocers.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Association,  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  make  some  arrangements  with  the  wholesalers 
whereby  chemists  might  buy  more  advanta.eously  ;  but  the 
negotiations  were  not  satisfactory,  as  the  wholesalers  were 
only  willing  to  make  a  slight  concession.  The  Chemists' 
and  Druggists'  Association  thereupon  decided  to  cut  prices 
mercilessly,  and  an  advertisement  to  that  effect  was 
inserted  in  the  local  newspapers  by  seventeen  chemists 
acting  in  concert.  Here  are  some  of  the  reductions  :— 
Ayor's  cherry  pectoral  to  3s.  9d.,  Allen's  hair  restorer 
to  6s.  6d.,  Beecham's  pills  to  Is.  3d.,  bovril  to  Is.  9d. 
Bishop's  citrate  of  magnesia  to  Is.,  De  Jongli's  cod-liver  oil' 
to  2s.  3d.,  Eno's  fruit  salt  to  3s.,  Elliman's  emhrocation  to 
2s.  Gd.,  Dinneford's  fluid  magnesia  to  Is.  2d.,  Hollo  way's  pills 
to  Is.  3d.,  Keating's  insect-powder  to  Is  2d.,  Kepler  malt- 
extract  to  2s.  Gd ,  ditto  large  to  4s.  6c/.,  Kepler  malt  and  oil 
to  2s.  Gd.,  ditto  large  to  4s.  Gd.,  Kay's  essence  of  linseed  to 
Is.  Hd.,  Liebig's  extract  of  meat  (2  oz.)  to  Is.  9d.,  Mellin's 
food  to  Is.  9d.,  Powell's  balsam  to  Is.  4rf.,  Steedman's  pow- 
ders to  Is  3d.,  Scott's  emulsion  to  2s.  3d.,  ditto  large  to 
3s.  9d.,  St.  Jacobs  oil  to  2.s.  Qd.,  Winslow's  soothing  syrup  to 
Is.  3d.  This  had  the  effect  of  bringing  out  a  circular  from 
the  most  prominent  cutting  grocer,  who  quoted  many  of 
the  line's  at  Id.  or  %d.  under  the  ohBmists'  prices,  but  beyond 
relieving  himself  of  a  trifling  profit  he  will  do  little  by  the 
issue  of  the  circular.  Already  chemists  are  noticing  an 
increased  sale  of  patents.  This,  of  itself,  does  not  amount 
to  much  profit  at  the  present  prices ;  but  other  things  are 
often  sold  at  the  same  time.  In  many  cases  there  would  not 
be  the  opportunity  of  showing  these.  Many  of  the  grocers 
have  expressed  themselves  pleased  at  the  action  of  the 
ohemists  in  this  matter,  for  the  chief  offenders  have  been 
three  of  the  largest  grocers  who  have  cut  down  groceries 
and  provisions  to  bedrock  prices,  so  that  the  smaller  men 
feel  the  competition  keenly. 

No  More  Doctors  Wanted.— Some  of  the  surviving 
Tasmanian  pioneer  chemists  have  been  giving  in  our  Austral- 
asian journal  some  interesting  reminiscences  of  their  early 
days  in  the  colony.  Mr.  A.  N.  Spong,  who  practised  as  a 
pharmacist  in  Tasmania  for  over  forty  years,  and  has  now 
retired,  appears  to  have  gone  out  to  the  colony  about  1850 
with  the  intention  of  starting  as  a  medical  man.  He  had 
studied  at  Guy's  Hospital  under  Sir  William  Gull,  but' 
unfortunately  contracted  htemoptysis,  and  was  advised  by 
Sir  William  to  emigrate  to  Tasmania,  and  there  complete  his 
hospital-work  and  take  his  degree.  When  he  came  out  he 
found  that  the  Medical  Board  in  Hobart  had  just  obtained 
a  Colonial  Act  enabling  them  to  examine  and  license  persons 
wishing  to  practise  as  pharmacists.  The  Act  said  nothing 
about  medical  diplomas,  but  through  some  misunderstanding 
the  Board  assumed  that  it  gave  them  also  the  right  to  grant 
medical  degrees,  and  there  was  apparently  no  one  to  say 
them  nay.  The  examiners,  in  the  exercise  of  this  usurped 
power,  contrived  to  make  the  colony  a  close  preserve  so  far 
as  medical  competition  was  concerned.  When  Mr.  Spong 
had  been  at  Hobart  a  week  he  called  cn  Dr.  Bedford  at  St. 
Mary's  Hospital  there.  "I  found  him,"  he  writes,  "well 
pleased  to  hear  such  favourable  accounts  of  his  friend, 
Dr.  Gull,  and  the  high  position  he  was  taking  in  London. 
I  stated  my  case.  To  my  astonishment  he  informed  me  that 
it  was  quite  true  they  had  the  power  under  their  new  Act 
to  pass  candidates  for  medical  practice,  but  they  (the  Board 
of  Examiners)  had  determined  to  pass  no  more,  on  account 
of  the  limited  advantages  they  had  to  offer  to  students.  I 
was  completely  taken  aback  at  this,  and  talked  to  him  about 
a  mandamus  compelling  them  to  exercise  their  privileges. 
He  was  polite,  and  with  the  suaviter  in  modo  said, '  True,  but 
we  have  the  power  to  put  such  tests  and  modes  of  exami- 
nation before  any  candidate  that  it  will  be  impossible  for 
any  to  pass.'  I  saw  the  game  was  in  their  own  hands,  and 
I  soon  after  elected  to  pass  as  chemist  and  druggist,  and  not 
oblige  them  to  carry  out  their  fortiter  in  re.  One  peculiarity 
of  the  time  was  that  about  half  the  medical  men  in  Hobart 
had  a  chemist's  business  in  addition."  That  was  how  Mr. 
Spong  became  a  pharmacist  instead  of  a  physician. 
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THERE  waa  a  long  list  of  papers  on  the  agenda  of  last 
week's  meeting,  and  the  President  lost  no  time  in  start- 
off,  gently  intimating,  as  he  called  on  Dr.  I'erkin,  that  it 
would  facilitate  matters  if  authors  would  confine  themselves 
to  facts  and  avoid  detail?.  Dr.  Perkin's  paper  was  an  addi- 
tion to  his  observations  of 

Magnetic  Rotatory-power. 

The  particular  results  he  had  to  communicate  were  obtained 
by  noting  the  effects  produced  by  the  introduction  of  the 
haloid  elements  into  the  fatty  acids,  their  salts  and  deriva- 
tives ;  whilst  the  concluding  sentences  of  his  paper  were 
directed  as  shafts  of  criticism  against  the  published  results 
of  another  worker  in  the  same  department  of  physico- 
chemical  science.  Mr.  Rodger  skilfully  pointed  out  the  diffi- 
culty of  drawing  any  definite  conclusions  from  the  inexplicable 
-variations  in  magnetic  rotation  exhibited  by  members  of 
series  which  in  other  respects  were  strictly  and  consistently 
gradational.  Dr.  Gladstone,  Professor  Ramsay,  and  the  Pre- 
sident had  suggestions  to  offer  or  questions  to  ask,  and  Dr. 
Perkin  having  briefly  replied,  Mr.  G.  J.  Burch  was  requested 
to  give  the  substance  of  a  paper  contributed  by  himself  and 
Mr.  J.  W.  Dodgson  on 

The  Actions  of  Metals  on  Strong  Acids. 

The  starting-point  of  the  inquiry  originated  in  the  operation 
of  "  stripping "  silver  from  old  plated  goods  by  means  of 
acid.  The  action  of  metals  on  acids  was  the  subject  of  dis- 
cussions between  the  supporters  and  the  opponents  of  the 
, phlogiston  theory,  and  though  the  followers  of  that  theory 
were,  on  the  whole,  hopelessly  wrong,  on  this  point  they 
-were  more  in  accord  with  modern  views  than  their  opponents, 
-for  the  former  discussed  the  question  from  the  thermal  point 
of  view.  In  the  first  place,  a  silver-copper  couple  was  im- 
mersed in  a  mixture  of  5  parts  sulphuric  acid  and  1  part 
nitric  acid,  both  strong ;  the  quantity  of  Water  present  in 
this  mixture  was  calculated,  and  then  small  additions  were 
made,  until  a  series  containing  from  1  to  10  molecular  addi- 
tions of  water  was  produced.  In  the  dilute  solutions  the 
copper  is  dissolved  more  readily ;  in  the  strong  solutions  the 
silver  is  the  first  to  go  into  solution ;  and  the  "  turn-over 
point "  occurs  between  4  and  5  molecular  additions.  Nitrous 
fumes  were  first  visible  when  8H„0  was  present,  and  the  blue 
■of  copper  sulphate  was  distinctly  perceptible  with  1H2S04 
and  6H20. 

A  number  of  experiments  were  next  made,  using  "  couples  " 
•of  magnesium  and  silver,  where  it  was  found  that,  though 
the  silver  is  dissolved,  the  magnesium  is  unacted  upon  ;  then 
metallic  sodium  was  used,  in  combination  with  a  long  list  of 
other  metals,  and  with  some  of  these  very  unexpected  results 
were  obtained.  Sodium  clipped  on  to  silver  and  plunged 
into  the  mixture  of  strong  acids  was  left  for  a  month  ;  the 
silver  had  gone  into  solution  at  the  end  of  that  time,  and 
the  sodium  remained  behind.  Sodium  may  be  boldly  plunged 
beneath  the  surface  of  strong  sulphuric  acid,  for  which  pur- 
pose it  may  be  attached  to  a  glass  rod  ;  but  if  the  attempt 
be  made  too  cautiously,  the  results  may  be  disastrous  to  the 
operator.  A  couple  of  sodium  and  platinum  results  in  solu- 
tion of  the  sodium  and  the  evolution  of  bubbles  from  the 
surface  of  the  platinum.  Some  combinations  are  very  slowly 
acted  upon — e.g.,  sodium  and  nickel,  sodium  and  bismuth, 
sodium  and  antimony.  On  the  other  hand,  with  sodium  and 
aluminium  the  action  is  very  vigorous ;  and  in  a  combination 
of  sodium  and  copper,  the  sodium  becomes  coated  with  a 
green  compound  at  first,  possibly  hydride  of  copper.  Dr. 
Crum  Brown,  who  was  present,  was  unable  to  hazard  any 
conjecture  upon  these  remarkable  experiments,  and  a  further 
communication  upon  the  subject,  which  is  promised,  will  be 
awaited  with  interest. 

Dr.  A.  Richardson  then  described  some  observations  he 
had  made  relative  to  the 

Action  of  Light  on  Oxalic  Acid. 

In  the  first  place,  he  confirmed  the  commonly-accepted 
statement  that  CO,  and  H„0  are  the  only  products  resulting 
from  the  complete  decomposition  of  oxalic  acid.    The  action 


of  oxygen  on  oxalic  acid  in  the  presence  of  light  gives  rise 
to  hydrogen  peroxide  and  carbon  dioxide.

In  an  open  vessel  the  yield  is  only  one-tenth  that  required 
by  theory.  In  presence  of  H2S04  the  H._,02  first  increases, 
rising  to  a  maximum,  and  then  it  decreases  ;  the  passage  of 
air  or  oxygen  increases  the  yield  of  peroxide,  and  the 
stability  of  the  hydrogen  peroxide  is  due  to  the  presence  of 
the  oxygen  in  solution. 

Professor  Dunstan  asked  if  it  would  not  be  equally  correct 
to  write  the  equation — 

H  AO. + O, + HaO=2CO. + HaO + H30.„ 

where  the  water  originally  present  would  become  converted 
into  H202,  and  the  water  in  the  right-hand  equation  would 
be  derived  from  the  decomposition  of  the  acid.  The 
President  said,  however,  that  Traube  had  shown  pretty  con- 
clusively that  H.,0  was  not  oxidisable,  therefore  H  only  gave 
H202. 

A  brief  abstract  of  some  work  performed  by  Mr.  C.  Smith 
on  thu 

Natural  Oxycelluloses 

was  then  furnished  by  Mr.  Cross.  Many  reactions  formerly 
characterised  as  diagnostic  of  carbo-hydrates  have  been 
proved  to  be  due  to  furfural.  42  4  parts  straw  furnished 
12  5  furfural,  and  415  parts  esparto  gave  12  6  furfural. 
This  substance  furnishes  a  bright  pink  with  aniline  salts, 
which  accounts  for  the  brilliant  colour  the  Journal  of  the 
Chemical  Society  takes  on  when  exposed  to  aniline  fumes. 
It  reduces  Fehling,  and  reacts  with  phenylhydrazine.  Some 
interesting  physiological  questions  arise  in  connection  with 
the  natural  oxycelluloses,  and  an  attempt  was  made  to 
provide  answers  to  such  problems  as  "  Is  the  oxycellolose 
built  up  by  the  same  methods  as  ordinary  cellulose  ?  Is  it 
produced  in  the  plant  or  afterwards  1 "  Mr.  Cross  indicated 
that  the  conclusions  to  which  their  experiments  had  led 
them  were  in  favour  of  the  belief  that  oxycellulose  is  pro- 
duced early  in  the  plant  economy,  and  that  it  was  desirable, 
in  view  of  these  elaborated  products,  to  put  from  our  minds 
the  conception  that  all  white  bodies  are  necessarily  cellu- 
loses. 

The  last  paper  was  supplied  by  Dr.  Bailey,  and  he,  too, 
is  responsible  for  the  loss  of  still  another  of  the 

Sheet-anchors  of  the  Chemist. 

Dr.  Bailey  finds  that  salts  hitherto  regarded  as  non- 
volatile are,  in  fact,  volatilised  in  water-vapour  during  the 
process  of  concentration  by  evaporation.  The  experiments 
were  made  with  the  chlorides  of  potassium,  sodium,  lithium, 
CEesium,  and  rubidium,  and  the  results  were  obtained  by 
estimating  the  chlorides  before  and  after  evaporation.  In 
every  case  there  was  a  loss.  The  results  are  real,  and  affect 
accurate  work,  such  as  atomic-weight  determinations.

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LINIMENTUM  SAPONIS. 

Abstract  of  a  Paper  read  by  Mr.  J.  T.  Hornbloweb 
to  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association,  April  19, 
1894. 


THE  preparation  is,  under  some  form  or  other,  as  old  a 
preparation  as  the  Pharmacopoeia  contains ;  sometimes 
taking  the  solid  form  of  opodeldoc,  but  more  generally  the 
liquid  one  of  the  ordinary  liniment.  The  chief  ingredient, 
sapo  durus — hard  soap  or  white  Castile  soap — is  an  oleo- 
palmitate  of  soda.  The  B.P.  gives  certain  characters  and 
tests  for  this  soap  as  regards  colour,  consistence,  ash, 
behaviour  to  litmus,  and  solubility  in  spirit.  On  the  last 
point  it  is  stated  that  the  soap  is  soluble  in  rectified  spirit — 
presumably  cold  spirit,  as  no  mention  is  made  of  using  heat. 
I  certainly  must  take  exception  to  this.  I  have  never  had 
a  sample  of  hard  soap  soluble  in  cold  spirit.  Perhaps  I 
have  not  waited  long  enough  for  it  to  dissolve,  but  really,  if 
it  were  going  to  do  so  at  all,  it  should  do  so  in  two  or  three 
days.  I  suppose  it  must  be  taken  to  mean  "  by  heat,"  as  in 
the  US.P. — the  ilite  of  Pharmacopoeias — it  is  given  as 
"  soluble  in  water  and  alcohol,  but  moie  readily  with  the  aid 
of  heat."  I  show  two  bottles,  each  containing  40  grains  of 
soap  and  1  oz.  of  spirit,  and  though  they  have  been  mixed 
some  days  solution  has  not  yet  taken  place.  There  is  also 
another  bottle  of  the  same  mixture  which  was  heated,  and 
although  all  dissolved,  yet  on  cooling  some  soap  deposited. 

There  have  been  two  or  three  suggestions  as  regards  the 
making  of  a  better  soap  for  this  liniment.  The  incomplete 
solubility  of  olive-oil  soap  is  due  to  its  not  being  entirely 
an  oleate,  but  containing  a  certain  amount  of  palmitate,  &c, 
and  this  will  necessarily  vary  as  the  oil  does  from  which  it  is 
made.  To  remedy  this  Mr.  C.  H.  Wood,  in  1870,  proposed 
making  a  soap  from  almond  oil  instead  of  olive.  This  makes 
a  very  good  and  soluble  soap,  almond  oil  being  very  rich  in 
olein,  and  the  only  objection  I  can  see  to  its  being  used  is 
that  there  is  a  soap  already  official  and  that  it  is  considered 
suitable.    The  price  of  almond  oil  may  be  an  objection. 

In  1874,  Professor  Tichborne,  in  a  paper  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference,  advocated  the  use  of  oleic  acid  for 
making  the  soap.  His  process  was  to  dissolve  soda  carb. 
4  oz.  in  water  8  cz.,  by  heat,  and  then  add  oleic  acid  8  oz. 
When  all  effervescence  had  ceased  the  resulting  oleate  of 
soda  was  dissolved  in  spirit,  the  other  ingredients  added,  and 
the  liniment  finished  off.  The  advantages  claimed  for  this 
process  were  that  all  the  soap  was  in  solution,  and  that  in  a 
perfectly  neutral  state,  for  if  excess  of  soda  had  been  used, 
the  sp'rit  would  have  precipitated  it.  This  formula  would 
undoubtedly  work  well,  and  has  apparently  much  to  com- 
mend it ;  but,  unfortunately,  oleic  acid  is  an  aiticle  which  is 
very  prone  to  change,  and  certainly  not  for  the  better,  con- 
sequently the  resulting  soap  may  sometimes  be  very  objection- 
able. 

The  last  reference  to  a  soap  for  this  liniment  was  in  1882, 
when  it  was  advocated  by  Mr.  George,  an  American,  to  make 
it  from  oleic  acid  and  caustic  soda  ;  the  oleic  acid  being  pre- 
viously made  by  decomposing  Castile  soap,  and  then  purify- 
fying  with  oxide  of  lead,  &c.  This  process  would  be  a 
practical  impossibility  with  the  average  chemist.  It  frequently 
falls  to  my  lot  to  prepare  large  and  unexpected  quantities 
of  this  liniment,  and  many  times  I  have  been  annoyed  at  the 
time  taken  to  dissolve  the  soap  and  the  large  proportion  left 
behind.  Thus,  in  an  experimental  trial  with  as  good  a  speci- 
men of  hard  soap  as  I  could  get,  I  used  2  oz.  of  the  speci- 
men, and  macerated  in  the  menstruum  of  16  oz.  spirit  and  4 
oz.  water  for  a  week,  then  filtered  off.  The  result  was  that  124 
grains,  or  14  per  cent.,  of  soap  was  undissolved.  ThinKing 
this  too  much  to  be  insoluble,  I  made  a  small  quantity  of 
soda  soap  from  a  very  fine  sample  of  olive  oil,  and  although 
this  was  much  more  soluble  than  the  ordinary  soap  used, 
still  it  was  not  all  soluble. 

I  have  always  favoured  the  making  of  this  liniment  from  a 
good  soft  soap,  this  being  rilatively  more  soluble  than  a 
hard  soap,  and,  so  far  as  I  can  see,  there  is  no  real  reason 
why  it  should  not  be  done,  because — 

(1)  It  must  be  equally  efficacious  in  a  liniment,  the  only 
use  of  which  I  believe  to  be  lubricant  and  stimulant,  for 
surely  the  substituting  of  a  potash  for  a  soda  base  cannot  make 
a  material  difference.    Dr.  Pereira,  in  his  "  Materia  Medica,'' 
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says,  in  speaking  of  the  tendency  of  soap  liniment  to 
solidify,  "On  this  account  druggists  usually  substitute 
common  soft  soap.  The  only  objection  to  this  is  its  un- 
pleasant smell." 

(2)  It  is  much  easier  made,  a  potash  soap  dissolving  more 
freely  t  han  a  soda  one. 

(3)  Although  it  may  be  possible  to  make  a  soda  soap  which 
is  far  more  soluble  than  a  good  trade  one,  and  though  the 
corresponding  potash  soap  may  not  be  regarded  by  some  as 
much  more  soluble  than  the  soda  one,  soft  soap  is  altogether 
a  more  soluble  article. 

(4)  Many  chemists  already  use  soft  soap. 

(5)  According  to  the  late  Professor  Redwood,  the  samples 
of  potash  soaps  which  he  examined  when  he  was  making 
experiments  with  lin.  terebinth,  were  singularly  free  from 
caustic  alkali,  though  they  all  contained  carbonate.  This  is 
important,  because  by  treating  such  a  soap  with  the  spirit 
necessary  to  form  the  liniment  the  carbonate  would  be  left 
undissolved. 

(6)  There  is  yet  another  reason,  though  some  may  take 
exception  to  it,  and  that  is  the  extra  loss  in  filtering  a 
liniment  containing  a  considerable  amount  (in  bulk)  of 
undissolved  matter.  Of  course,  if  this  were  of  a  heavy 
granular  nature  the  loss  would  not  be  so  great,  but  in  this 
case  the  matter  left  on  the  filter  is  so  gelatinous  that  the 
liquid  cannot  drain  away.  In  my  case  I  always  press  the 
filters  and  so  save  what  I  can,  but  in  cases  where  you  only 
have  to  make  half  a  gallon  or  so  it  may  not  be  considered 
worth  while,  and  though  the  loss  will,  of  course,  be  in  pro- 
portion, yet  it  still  remains. 

What  I  have  to  suggest,  then,  as  the  outcome  of  my  note, 
is  the  chaDge  from  hard  to  soft  soap  for  making  the  liniment. 
As  to  the  formula  to  be  adopted,  I,  of  course,  leave  it  to  the 
proper  persons  to  deal  with  it,  as  some  other  points  would 
have  to  be  considered,  most  notably  the  tests  for  soft  soap 
as  at  present  existing  in  the  B.P.  The  present  colour  is  un- 
doubtedly wrong,  and  Professor  Redwood  acknowledged  the 
error,  as  the  1864  Pharmacopoeia  gives  colour  as  "  yellowish 
white,"  though  the  actual  colour  will,  I  think,  possibly  depend 
to  a  certain  extent  on  the  amount  of  water  contained.  Then 
a  test  would  have  to  be  introduced  controlling  the  alkalinity, 
as  in  the  U.S.P.

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RECTIFIED  SPIRIT. 


AT  last  week's  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Assistants  Asso- 
ciation, Rectified  Spirit  was  the  principal  item  for 
discussion.  It  was  presented  in  a  paper  by  Mr.  C.  Edward 
Sac  io,  the  Literary  Secretary. 

The  author  dealt  with  his  subject  historically  at  the  outset, 
and  in  regard  to  the  separation  of  alcohol  from  fermented 
liquors  by  distillation  stated  that  there  is  no  evidence  what- 
ever that  the  spirit  was  discovered  or  recognised  by  Albucasis 
and  Arnold  de  Villeneuve  in  the  twelfth  century.  Raymond 
Lully,  in  later  times  carried  the  distilled  spirit  to  higher 
degrees  of  strength,  but  Do  Saussaure  was  the  first  to  analyse 
absolute  alcohol,  although  Loewitz  and  Richter  were  the 
first  to  prepare  it. 

Mr.  Sage  proceeded  to  describe  the  fermentation  processes 
which  result  in  the  production  of  alcohol,  C.H/),  incidentally 
describing  the  process  of  malting  grain,  and  the  changes 
effected  in  the  grain  by  this  forced  sprouting.    The  prepara- 


crank  and  mitre  cogs,  G.  The  liquid  is  not  pumped  direct 
from  the  vat  D,  but  first  flows  into  a  smaller  one,  E.  This 
obviates  having  to  stop  working  when  the  next  lot  of  wash 
is  being  let  into  the  vat  D. 

The  oblong  vessels  l  M  at  the  base  of  the  still  are  separated 
by  a  copper  diaphragm  pierced  by  a  number  of  small  holes 
to  allow  steam  to  pass  through,  and  also  by  valves,  K  K,  to 
let  any  excess  of  steam  pass  through  if  the  pressure  becomes 
too  great.  The  analyser  is  composed  of  a  number  of  chambers 
each  separated  by  a  copper  plate,  n  N  K,  which  is  pierced  with 
small  holes  and  provided  with  valves,  K  k  k,  and  also  tubes, 
,i  ,i  .1 ;  by  means  of  these  latter  the  wash  descends  from  one 
chamber  to  another.  These  tubes  project  a  little  way  above 
the  surface  of  each  platb,  and  are  trapped  at  the  bottom  so 
that  no  steam  can  pass  through  them,  but  only  the  wash ; 
by  this  means  all  the  ascendiog  steam  is  caused  to  pass 
through  the  small  perforations  in  the  plate  N  N  N,  and  con- 
sequently through  the  layer  of  wash  upon  each. 

The  lower  part  of  the  rectifying-column  is  constructed  in 
exactly  the  same  manner  as  the  analyser,  being  piovided 
with  perforated  copper  plates,  n,  dropping-tubes,  J,  and  valves, 


w 


tion  of  the  wort,  or  malt  infusion,  next  received  attention. 
Here  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  essential  difference 
between  the  grain  process  and  the  potato  process  is  that  in 
the  latter  the  starch  is  converted  into  glucose  by  hydrolysis 
with  sulphuric  acid.  After  this  stage  is  completed  the  acid 
is  neutralised  and  fermentation  proceeded  with.  When 
potatoes  are  mixed  with  malt  they  do  not  undergo  the  acid 
hydrolysing  process.  The  fermentation  stage  scarcely  re- 
quires explanation  ;  it  is  effected  at  a  temperature  of  21-24-°  C. 
to  commence,  and  in  the  course  of  two  to  nine  days  rises  to 
32°  C.  The  temperature  must  not  exceed  35°  C,  else  acetifica- 
tion  sets  in. 

The  separation  of  the  alcohol  from  the  worts  by  distillation 
Mr.  Sage  described  in  detail,  and  with  the  help  of  a  diagram 
of  Coffey's  still  made  this  section  very  interesting. 

The  Coffey  still  consists  of  a  long  oblong  vessel,  which  is 
made  of  copper,  and  covered  with  wood  externally,  divided 
into  two  chambers,  L  and  M.  Erected  upon  this  are  two 
columns,  also  made  of  copper  covered  with  wood ;  the  one 
on  the  right  hand  is  called  the  analyser,  b,  and  the  one  on 
the  left  the  rectifier,  A.  On  the  extreme  left  is  a  large  vessel, 
D,  containing  the  .wash,  which  has  to  be  previously  inspected 
by  a  Revenue  officer,  and  locked  and  sealed  before  operations 
may  commence.    Close  to  this  is  a  pump,.F;  worked  by  a 


ic.  The  top  five  or  six  chambers  are,  however,  quite  open  to 
one  another,  and  consist  only  of  copper  plates,  SSS,  starting 
from  alternate  sides.  These  are  to  direct  the  flow  of  the 
vapours  so  that  they  become  condensed  as  far  as  possible, 
and  being  open  they  allow  of  the  condensed  spirit  flowing 
back  to  the  top  of  the  perforated  chamber,  where  it  is  col- 
lected and  run  off  by  the  pipe  U,  which  is  connected  with  a 
cooler. 

To  work  the  still  a  little  of  the  spirituous  wash  is  pumped 
np  into  the  bends  of  the  supply-pipe  huh,  and  simultane- 
ously steam  is  passed  from  the  boiler  C  by  the  pipe  O  into 
the  chambers  M  and  L ;  this  ascends  the  analyser  B,  and 
descends  by  the  connecting  pipe  W  to  the  bottom  of  the 
rectifier  A,  where  it  heats  the  liquor  already  in  the  bends  of 
the  supply- pipe  h  n  H.  These  bends  come  outside  the  wood 
casing  of  the  column,  and  when  they  are  felt  to  be  getting 
hot  pumping  is  proceeded  with  and  kept  up  continuously. 
The  liquid,  which  is  continually  increasing  in  temperature,  is 
discharged  into  the  top  of  the  analysing-column  b,  and  falls 
on  the  first  copper  plate  N.  Here  the  steam  flowing  through 
it  deprives  it  of  some  of  its  alcohol,  which  is  carried  over  to 
the  rectifier.  When  the  liquid  on  the  first  plate  reaches  the 
top  of  the  dropping-tube  J,  it  begins  to  flow  through  on  to 
the  next  plate  N,  where  the  same  process  is  repeated.;  and  so 
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it  goes  on  until  it  has  traversed  all  the  plates,  when  it  flows 
into  the  tank  L.  Here  it  is  practically  stripped  of  alcohol, 
and  when  the  amount  has  collected  to  a  sufficient  height,  as 
seen  by  the  gauges  v,  it  is  run  into  the  lower  tank  M  by 
means  of  the  cock  x  and  the  tube  z.  When  this  is  full  the 
hot  liquid  is  run  off  and  used  to  heat  the  water  for  feeding 
the  steam- boiler.  If  it  is  found  that  too  much  liquor  is 
being  pumped  up,  the  excess  can  be  let  back  into  the  supply- 
vat  D  by  means  of  the  pipe  v.  The  vaporised  products, 
passing  by  the  tube  w  to  the  bottom  of  the  rectifier,  are 
gradually  condensed,  the  water  and  products  with  higher 
boiling-points  condensing  in  the  lower  chambers,  and  the 
alcohol  passing  on  to  the  top  of  the  column,  whero  it  is 
cooled  by  the  cold  liquor  being  pumped  through  the  supply- 
pipe  H.  In  the  open  sections  at  the  top  the  spirit  flows  back 
until  it  reaches  the  top  of  the  last  perforated  chamber,  where 
it  collects  and  is  drawn  off.  At  the  top  of  the  column  the 
lighter  products— aldehyde,  <fcc. — pass  off  to  a  separate  con- 
denser. The  water  that  condenses  with  a  small  portion  of 
alcohol  in  the  rectifier  is  not  wasted,  but  as  it  collects  in  the 
bottom  chamber  it  is  run  off  by  the  pipe  V  into  the  pumping- 
vat,  where  it  is  again  pumped  up  into  the  top  of  the  analyser. 

Rectified  spirit  as  obtained  from  Coffey's  still  is  not  per- 
fectly pure,  and  is  of  low  density,  but  is  neutral  in  reaction. 
As  the  Excise  authorities  will  not  allow  the  same  premises 
to  be  used  for  distillation  and  rectification,  the  distillate 
now  goes  to  the  rectifier,  who  uses  a  still  similar  to  Coffey's. 
The  spirit  is  first  mixed  with  water  and  a  little  alkali,  and 
sometimes  filtered  through  charcoal  before  being  passed 
through  the  rectifying-column. 

The  wholesaler  is  always  careful,  in  buying  spirit,  to  see 
that  it  does  not  give  a  yellow  colour  with  liquor  ammoniae ; 
in  other  words,  that  it  is  "  ammonia-proof ."  The  colour  is 
due  to  the  presence  of  aldehyde  and  other  impurities,  which 
are  found  in  traces.  There  are  many  impurities  besides — 
small  proportions  of  organic  acids  (derivatives  of  alcohols) 
and  fusel  oil.  The  last-named  is  most  abundant  in  potato 
spirit.  Mr.  Sage  proceeded  to  speak  of  the  characteristics 
of  absolute  alcohol,  and  some  of  its  chemical  and  physical 
properties.  The  fiscal  arrangements  were  also  dealt  with, 
and  in  this  connection  the  author  said  that  "  much  confu- 
sion has  arisen  by  the  use  of  different  strengths  of  alcohol 
for  pharmaceutical  purposes,  and  some  other  countries  differ 
as  well  in  the  standards  by  which  they  collect  their  revenue 
In  the  United  States  the  standard  proof-spirit  contains  50 
per  cent.,  by  volume,  of  absolute  alcohol,  and  consequently 
their  absolute  alcohol  equals  200  per  cent,  of  proof-spirit. 
Here  in  England,  according  to  our  standard  of  proof-spirit, 
absolute  alcohol  is  75  25  over  proof.  In  exporting  to  America 
this  has  to  be  taken  into  consideration  in  calculating  the 
duty,  and  another  difference  arises  from  the  fact  that  the 
Americans  still  use  the  old  wine-gallon,  six  of  which  are 
equal  to  five  Imperial  gallons." 

From  this  point  the  author  spoke  on  alcoholmetry,  and 
on  the  detection  and  estimation  of  impurities  in  rectified 
spirit. 

The  paper  was  illustrated  by  specimens  of  spirits,  still- 
residues,  &c,  sent  by  Mr.  James  Burrough,  of  Cale  Street 
Distillery,  Chelsea.    A  discussion  on  whisky  followed.

NOTE  ON  EXTRACT  OF  ACONITE. 

By  P.  Cafson. 

(Communicated  to  the  Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association 
April  19,  1894.)  ' 


SIX  samples  of  extract  of  aconite  were  obtained  from 
various  wholesale  houses.    These  are  referred  to  below 
as  Nos.  1  to  6. 

Colour. — Nos.  1,  2,  3,  5,  and  6,  had  the  ordinary  appear- 
ance and  colour  of  a  green  extract.  No.  4  was  of  a  dark- 
brown  colour,  somewhat  resembling  extract  of  opium. 

Consistence. — Nos.  1,  3,  6,  may  be  described  as  fairly  soft 
Noa  2  and  5  as  very  soft,  and  No.  4  hard. 

The  moisture  and  ash  were  determined  in  the  usual  way, 
and  the  latter  was  examined  for  copper,  with  negative 
results. 

The  ether-soluble  alkaloids  were  next  determined  by  the 
following  process : — Ten  grammes  of  the  extract  were 
dissolved  in  water,  5  c.c.  of  acetic  acid  and  25  c.c.  of  lead- 
acetate  solution  (1  in  4)  added.  The  filtrate  was  measured, 
the  lead  precipitated  by  means  of  sodium  phosphate,  and  the 
liquor  again  filtered.  A  quantity  of  the  filtrate  equal  to 
5  grammes  of  the  extract  was  shaken  once  or  twice  with 
ether  while  acid,  the  ether  separated,  the  liquid  rendered 
alkaline,  and  the  alkaloid  shaken  out  by  ether  in  the  usual 
way.  The  ether  was  evaporated  off,  and  the  alkaloid 
weighed.    The  results  obtained  were  as  follows : —

Now,  the  yield  of  extract  from  the  fresh  herb  is  about 
7  per  cent.,  and  taking  Squire's  figures  of  -3  per  cent,  of 
alkaloids  in  the  dry  leaf  as  being  056  per  cent  in  the  fresh, 
we  should  expect  a  well-prepared  green  extract  to  contain 
•8  per  cent,  of  alkaloids,  whereas  the  average  of  the  above 
table  is  -213  per  cent.  There  is,  then,  obviously,  a  consider- 
able loss  of  alkaloid  during  the  manufacturing  process.  A 
considerable  variation  is  also  to  be  noticed  in  the  alkaloidal 
content  of  the  different  samples — a  variation  having  a  most 
important  effect  on  the  value  of  the  extract  as  a  therapeutic 
agent. 

Thus,  the  maximum  dose  of  the  extract  is  1  grain,  con- 
taining, according  to  an  average  of  the  above  figures,  -0021 
grain  of  ether-soluble  alkaloids.  But  the  dose  of  the  tincture, 
which  may  be  regarded  as  containing  05  per  cent,  of  alka- 
loids, is  15  minims,  or  007  grain  of  alkaloids.  Hence  a 
maximum  dose  of  the  tincture  is  more  than  three  times  more 
active  than  a  maximum  dose  of  the  extract. 

It  being  impossible  to  subject  a  green  extract  to  any 
accurate  process  of  standardisation,  it  would  seem  expedient 
for  the  use  of  this  extract  to  be  discontinued,  or  for  it  to  be 
substituted  by  some  more  reliable  preparation.

Chicago  Exhibition  Decorations. — French  manufac- 
turers experienced  a  certain  amount  of  annoyance  on  finding 
that  their  section  did  not  participate  in  the  awards  at  Chicago 
last  year,  but  the  Minister  of  Commerce  has  to  some  degree 
made  up  for  this  by  a  list  of  Legion  of  Honour  decora- 
tions recently  issued.  Amongst  the  new  officers  of  the 
order  M.  J.  B.  Rigaud,  manufacturer  of  pharmaceutical 
preparations,  of  Paris,  is  the  sole  representative  of  his  pro- 
fession. M.  Adrian  is  the  only  pharmacist  amongst  the 
"  Chevaliers,"  but  M.  de  Bonnard  of  MM.  Coignet  &  Co.,  and 
M.  Bonde  of  Marseilles,  figure  in  the  list  as  the  representa- 
tives of  chemical-manufacturers.  M.  Lacroix  is  the  only 
chemist,  and  M.  Klotz,  of  Pinaud  perfumery  fame,  also  stands 
alone  in  his  branch. 
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Business  Crystallisation 

I  had  a  walk  round  Messrs.  Burroug  ns,  Wellcome  &  Co 's 
City  offices  the  other  day.  lc  is  a  longer  walk  than  it  used 
to  be.  That  is  why  I  asked  Mr.  Wellcome  to  guide  me 
through  the  labyrinth.  Unquestionably  it  is  a  labj  rinthine 
place  to  an  outsider,  for  although  a  spiral  staircase  goes  from 
basement  to  ceiling,  there  are  dozens  of  offices  and  ware- 
rooms  round  the  staircase,  and  long  before  each  floor  has 
baen  explored  one  forgets  on  which  floor  he  saw  the  typists, 
on  which  the  medicine-case  fitters,  and  on  which  the  hypo- 
dermic-syringe fitters.  But  I  shall  describe  it  as  Mr.  Well- 
come led  me.  Some  may  remember  that  it  was  mentioned 
in  The  Chemist  and  Drugcjist  a  year  or  two  ago  that 
■the  firm  had  bought  the  leases  of  the  floors  of  adjoining 
•buildings  as  far  along  as  60  Holborn  Viaduct.  The  falling- 
in  of  these  leases  is  the  cause  of  the  present  extensions. 
The  most  notable  relief  obtained  is  in  the  counting-house 
or  public  office,  that  elegantly  upholstered  apartment  on  the 
ground  floor.  There  orders  and  inquiries  were  wont  to  be 
attended  to ;  now  it  is  sacred  to  Mr.  Kirby,  the  accountant, 
and  his  assistants,  and  here  also  members  of  the  medical 
profession  are  attended  to.  City  orders  and  messengers  now 
go  round  to  the  first  door  in  Snow  Hill.  About  a  half  of  the 
upper  basement  floor  has  been  fitted  as  a  City  order  depart- 
ment, and  here  what  I  may  call  a  daily  stock  of  goods  is 
■  •kept  on  shelves,  in  drawers,  and  in  lockers,  very  handy  for  the 
-  attendants.  This  office  is  in  direct  communication  by  speak- 
ing-tube and  lift  with  the  extensive  stockroom  on  the  third 
floor,  so  that  further  supplies  can  be  sent  down  in  a  few 
seconds.  Several  invoice-clerks  have  theirdesksin  comfortable 
niches  at  the  sides,  so  that  they  may  be  on  the  spot  to  check 
orders  and  record  sales  as  they  occur.  As  a  whole  this 
department,  as  the  most  public  one,  will  be  voted  by  the 
trade  to  be  unique  for  the  expedition  of  business.  The  ad- 
joining apartments  have  been  fitted  up  as  packing- rooms  for 
City  and  home  trade,  and  the  lower  basement  floor  is  partly 
utilised  for  the  same  purpose,  so  that  the  packers  have  ample 
room  to  work  in  at  present. 

On  the  first  floor  there  is  a  marked  change.  The  corre- 
spondence section,  where  there  is  fully  a  score  of  typists  and 
shorthand  writers,  occupies  the  large  room  which  overlooks 
St.  Sepulchre's  Church.  It  is  well  lighted,  and  isolated. 
Here  also  Mr.  Sudlow,  the  general  manager,  has  a  private 
office,  and  the  foreign-orders  department  now  occupies  the 
large  room  adjoining,  which  faces  on  the  Viaduct.  Par- 
lours for  Mr.  Burroughs  and  Mr.  Wellcome  are  situated  on 
the  same  floor.  By  the  way,  in  the  correspondence-room  I 
noticed  a  wonderful  skeletonised  specimen  of  the  coca- plant. 
It  has  been  made  by  Mr.  Searle,  the  firm's  chemist,  from 
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ordinary  coca-leaves— good  specimens,  it  is  true— which  he 
skeletonised  and  then  mounted  on  artificial  stem  and 
branches.  Beside  it  is  a  finely- crystallised  specimen  of 
cocaine  made  at  the  Phcenix  Laboratories.  That  reminds 
me  of  Mr.  Wellcome's  remark  as  we  proceeded  on  the  toar  of 


inspection  :  "We  are  crystallising  the  business  into  depart- 
ments." For  instance,  I  passed  through  a  hypodermic  and 
ophthalmic  department,  medicine-chest  department,  and  so 
on,  each,  like  the  offices  already  mentioned,  devoted  to  a 
specific  purpose,  isolated,  and  presided  over  by  an  employe 
with  special  knowledge  of  his  subject  and  the  stock.  In  the 
hypodermic  department  I  saw  piles  of  aluminium  syringes, 
which  are  sold  by  the  thousand  ;  and  I  had  atiial  of  the  new 
B..W.  &  Co.  powder-insufllator,  of  which  an  illustration  is 
given. 

The  particular  point  about  this  insufflator  is  the  powder- 
cylinder,  a  tiny  celluloid  bottle  of  about  2  drachms  capacity. 
It  can  be  taken  in  and  out  of  the  instrument  quite  easily, 
and  its  small  tulk  enables  the  physician  to  carry  any  number 
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of  them  ready  charged  with  different  medicaments, 
furcate  tube  for  the  throat  is  also  a  useful  addition. 

I  was  glad  to  notice  further  evidence  of  the  firm's  regard 
for  their  employes.  There  is  much  extended  cloak-room 
accommodation  for  the  male  members  of  the  staff,  and  a 
large  apartment  is  being  fitted  up  as  a  ladies'  retiring-room. 
In  this  are  several  washhand  basins  and  enclosed  wardrobes. 
The  extension  has  also  resulted  in  the  whole  of  the  fourth 
floor  being  devoted  to  stock,  while  tho  top  floor  is  used  solely 
for  composing,  printing,  and  paper,  except  one  well- lighted 
room,  which  is  used  by  the  tea-taster — a  new  acquisition  to 
the  staff.  Mr.  Wellcome  tells  me  that  the  tea-tabloids 
caught  on  quickly,  and  the  firm  have  been  inundated  with 
orders. 

The  latest  thing  in  chemists'  window-dressing  is  to  put  a 
tiny  afternoon-tea  table  in  the  centre  of  the  window,  and 
decorate  it  with  boxes  of  tabloids,  two  or  three  cup3  and 
saucers,  and  one  of  the  teapot  showcards,  which  the  fire 
send  to  those  who  ask  for  them. 


A  New  Disinfectant.

"Sanitor"is  the  name  of  a  "  very  powerful  disinfectant 
invented  by  a  French  chemist,  M.  Audibert,  ii  Paris."  I 
quote  from  the  letter  of  Messrs.  Hewlett,  Preston  &  Co., 
solicitors,  of  2  Raymond's  Buildings,  Gray's  Inn,  W  C, 
which  accompanied  an  invitation-card  to  view  experiments 
to  be  made  by  the  inventor  at  Room  44,  Outer  Temple,  W.C., 
on  Friday  afternoon  last  week,  "  with  a  view  of  demon- 
strating the  advantage  of  Sanitor  over  other  preparations." 
At  the  time  appointed  I  found  myself,  with  other  Press 
representatives,  in  the  presence  of  several  French  gentle- 
men and  the  demonstrator,  the  latter  being  at  a  large  table 
which  held  bottles  of  "  Sanitor"  and  other  disinfectants  and 
chemicals,  amongst  which  I  noticed  "  Sanitas,"  "Jeyes' 
Fluid,"  "  Izal,"  carbolic  acid,  ammonia,  sulphate  of  copper, 
sulphuretted  hydrogen,  chloride  of  zinc,  corrosive  sublimate, 
and  others  too  numerous  to  mention  here.  The  circular 
sent  out  by  Messrs.  Hewlett,  Preston  &  Co.  described  the 
new  preparation  as  almost  odourless  and  colourless,  and  that 
compared  to  it  "all  other  known  disinfectants  are  practically 
useless."  This  was  rather  a  large  order,  and  I  awaited  the 
demonstration  with  a  certain  amount  of  curiosity.  After 
some  little  delay,  the  demonstrator,  who  talked  volubly  in 
French,  poured  some  ammonia  solution  into  a  porcelain  bowl 
(this  had  the  effect  of  bringing  moisture  to  the  eyes  of 
several  unwary  Press-men  who  investigated  the  odour  too 
closely) ;  to  it  was  added  some  "  Sanitor  "  (which  I  found 
on  tasting  to  resemble  an  aromatic  vinegar),  and  the  bowl 
was  passed  round  to  show  that  the  odour  of  the  ammonia 
was  destroyed.  To  the  compound  was  then  introduced  a 
little  sulphuretted  hydrogen,  and  the  bowl  was  again  passed 
round  with  pronounced  effect ;  and,  to  complete  the  opera- 
tion, "  Sanitor  "  was  again  added  in  excess,  and  the  SHe 
odour  was  no  more.  I  gathered  that  these  chemical 
gymnastics  were  to  prove  the  efficacy  of  the  disinfectant  in 
destroying  two  of  the  most  dangerous  bases  of  infection  and 
putrefaction — viz  ,  ammonia  and  sulphur.  This  was  rather 
a  startler,  and,  as  I  had  not  viewed  the  two  chemicals  in 
question  from  this  particular  point  of  view  before,  I  queried 
the  suggestion  when  the  bowl  came  round  for  my  inspection. 
Something  was  said    which,    unfortunately,   I  did  not 
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understand  in  its  entirety,  but  the  theory  evidently  passed 
with  the  majority.  Proceeding,  a  similar  experiment  was 
indulged  in  with  ammonia,  "  Sanitas,"  and  "  Sanitor."  The 
"Sanitas"did  not  neutralise  the  ammonia,  and  "Sanitor" 
was  called  upon  to  effect  this,  but  it  could  not  entirely 
destroy  the  odour  of  the  "Sanitas."  Following  this,  the 
results  of  experiments  with  ammonia,  zinc  chloride,  and 
"Sanitor  "  ;  ammonia,  copper  sulphate,  and  "  Sanitor  " ;  am- 
monia, corrosive  sublimate,  and  "  Sanitor  " — were  recklessly 
passed  round  from  time  to  time,  and  I  was  still  on  hand 
two  hours  after  the  start,  though  somewhat  tired  of  waiting 
for  the  disinfectant  properties  of  the  preparation  to  be 
shown,  and  wondering  whether  the  sewage  and  other  inert 
matter  from  cesspools,  closets,  dec,  promised  in  the  circular, 
were  enclosed  in  the  large  bottles  to  the  right  of  the  lecturer 
in  one  corner  of  the  room.  The  last  experiment  satisfied  me, 
however,  for  the  time.  It  followed  in  the  lines  of  the  others, 
and  might  be  described  as  ammonia  +  hydrosulphide  of 
ammonia  +  Sanitor.  In  this  a  dense  blackish  -  brown 
metallic-looking  precipitate  was  thrown  down,  which  on 
inquiry  I  was  informed  somewhat  excitedly  by  the  de- 
monstrator was  microbes.  This  staggered  me,  but  I  again 
suggested  a  treatment  of  se wage- matter ;  but  none  was 
available.  As  I  came  away,  however,  one  of  the  party  departed 
V  downstairs "  to  fetch  some ;  but  I  did  not  wait,  and  I 
do  not  know  whether  he  found  it.  I  do  not  think  the 
"  new  disinfectant  "  will  be  a  strong  competitor  with  exist- 
ing favourites,  and  if  it  should  be  put  on  the  market  if, 
might  be  possible  that  the  Sanitas  Company  (Limited)  would 
have  something  to  say  about  its  name.  And  what  is  "  Sanitor," 
after  all  ?  It  is  as 
clear  as  water,  has 
a  slight  aromatic 
odour,  and  tastes 
and  smells  of 
acetic  acid. 

A  Sponge 
Exhibition. 
Messrs.  Ceess- 

WELL  BBOTHEKS 
ic     SCHMITZ,  Of 

Red  Lion  Square, 
have  recently 
taken  a  floor  of 
one  of  the  large 
old  houses  almost 
facing  their  busi- 
ness premises,  for 
the  purpose  of 
using  it  as  a  kind 
of  exhibition  or 
showroom  of  their 
sponges.  The 
floor  is  particu- 
larly well  adapted 

for  the  purpose,  being  light  and  very  roomy,  and  I  was  sur- 
prised to  see  the  quantity  of  sponges,  all  neatly  packed  in 
piles  upon  piles  of  cases,  from  which  buyers  could  select  their 
stock  there.  Mr.  Ernest  Cresswell,  who  showed  me  around, 
told  me  that  the  main  object  of  the  sponge  exhibition  was  to 
enable  the  firm's  customers  to  select  with  greater  comfort 
what  they  liked,  and  to  give  them  a  better  opportunity  of  choos- 
ing their  goods  than  could  be  afforded  in  the  old  warehouse, 
which,  large  though  it  is,  is  too  crammed  with  stock  to  allow 
of  much  space  for  show  purposes.  Another  object  is  to  show 
a  large  consignment  of  a  hitherto  unknown  variety  of  sponge 
which  has  just  been  received.  The  plan  which  has  been 
adopted  is  that  of  placing  a  number  of  cases  all  containing 
the  same  class  of  sponge  atop  of  one  another,  and,  in  front 
of  them,  one  representative  sample  case,  opened  for  inspec- 
tion. The  customer,  after  selecting  what  suits  him  from 
among  the  sample  cases,  can  then  indicate  in  the  bulk  any 
particular  case  he  may  wish  to  have  for  his  money.  While 
we  were  walking  through  the  narrow  gangways  between  the 
stacks  of  boxes,  gritty  with  the  fine  sand  that  falls  from  the 
contents,  Mr.  Cresswell  enlightened  me  upon  the  subject  of 
sponges — a  question  on  which  I  discovered  that,  until  that 
moment,  my  views  had  been  both  elementary  and  confused. 

The  two  great  spoDge-fishing  grounds  of  the  world  are  the 
Mediterranean  and  the  Sea  of  the  Antilles.    This  I  knew, 


but  I  also  thought  that  sponges  of  commercial  value  were 
found,  though  not  to  the  same  extent,  in  other  waters.  But

Mr.  Cresswell  informed  me  that  that  was  not  so.  Sponge- fish- 
ing has  been  tried  again  and  again  in  Australia,  but  always 

without  success. 
"  I  went  all 
through  Australia 
not  very  longago," 
said  Mr.  Cress- 
well, "  to  sell 
sponges.  The 
Australian  co- 
lonies are  excel- 
hnt  customers  of 
ours.  While  out 
there  I  was  re- 
peatedly shown 
specimens  of 
sponges  fished  in 
the  local  waters, 
but  they  were  all 
either  too  horny 
or  too  soft  to  be 
of  any  use." 

"  Sand  ?  "  he 
queried,  noticing 
that  I  looked  at 
the  fine  sand  that 
iell  from  the 
sponge  I  held  in 

my  hand.  "  Why,  people  would  not  buy  sponges  that 
had  no  sand  in  them.  They  would  think  there  was  some- 
thing wrong  about  them,  just  as  they  would  about  mustard 
that  was  not  faced  with  a  colour  no  natural  mustard 
ever  possessed.  It  is  an  old  superstition,  probably  dating 
from  the  times  when  chemicals  were  not  used  for  bleaching, 
and  sponges  were  put  in  the  sand  to  bleach  them.  The 
sand  is  popularly  supposed  to  be  an  evidence  of  the  genuine- 
ness of  the  article,  whereas  it  is  of  course  quite  the  reverse, 
for  if  a  growing  sponge  were  to  become  clogged  with  sand 
it  would  die.  But  as  we  do  not  sell  sponges  by  weight  there 
is  no  deception  in  our  case." 

And  then  Mr.  Cresswell  went  on  to  talk  about  the  various 
kinds  of  sponges.  Those  from  Cuban  coral  reefs  are  sent 
over  in  bales,  and  cleaned  and  bleached  in  London.  The 
Mediterranean  sponges  come  over  in  cases  and  are  bleached 
before  they  reach  this  country.  At  yKgina,  where  the  firm 
have  their  depot,  even  the  wood  from  which  the  sponge- 
cases  are  made  has  to  be  imported.  It  comes  from 
the  forests  of  Styria,  in  Austria.  The  genuine  solid  Turkey 
honeycomb  sponge  has  become  very  scarce  lately ;  but 
Messrs.  Cresswell's  agents  have  lately  made  a  lucky  find  of  a 
hitherto  unknown  kind  of  sponge  which  very  much  resembles 
it  in  texture  and  colour.  This  sponge  is  found  near  the 
island  of  Pantellaiia,  south-west  of  Malta.    The  divers  came 
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across  it  quite  by  chance  while  fishiDg  for  elephant's-ear 
sponges,  of  which  toilet-gloves  are  made.  When  they  found 
what  a  lucky  hit  they  had  made,  they  cleared  the  ground  as 
nearly  as  they  could,  with  the  result  that  over  3,000  cases  of 
the  sponges  in  all  siz-is  were  obtained.  The  ground  must 
now  rest  for  another  three  or  four  years  to  allow  a  frtsh  crop 
to  grow. 

The  Messrs.  Cresswell,  it  appears,  have  secured  the  whole 
output  of  this  sponge,  and  it  is  partly  to  show  it  in  a 
manner  becoming  the  importance  of  the  discovery  that  they 
have  fitted  up  the  now  showroom.  The  pponges  run  from 
thirty-two  up  to  840  per  case,  and  in  price  from  three  half- 
pence to  five  shillings  each.  Chemists  have  therefore  a 
chance  now  of  securing  what  is  practically  a  fine  Turkey 
sponge  at  the  price  of  a  honeycomb,  or  almost  so.  Under 
these  circumstances  it  is  not  surprising  to  hear  that  the 
3,000  cases  are  shrinking  rapidly.  The  exhibition  will  keep 
open  until  July,  possibly  longer.

From  Red  Lion  Square  I  journeyed  to  Warwick  Square, 
off  Newgate  Street,  where  Messrs.  Geoeqe  P.  &  J.  Bakeb 
have  just  taken  new  premises.  The  house  in  which  they 
are  now  located,  iE  not  itself  of  histoiic  interest,  is  at 
any  rate  next  door  to  one  of  the  lions  of  London — 
Newgate  Prison.  Messrs.  Baker  are  agents  for  Sbipkoff's 
otto  of  rose,  and  the  stock  of  that  commodity  (there  is 
less  than  1,000  oz.  of  it  left  at  present)  is  kept  in  a 
safe  in  a  lightless  dungeon  in  the  under  basement,  where 
you  can  almost  hear  the  Stygian  waters  of  the  Fleet  Ditch 
rumble  below  the  floor,  and  the  man  in  the  condemned  cell 
moan  at  the  other  side  of  the  wall.  This  cellar  is  the  nearest 
realisable  thing  in  modern  London  to  the  isles  of  perfume 
which  the  Peri  declared  to  be  situated  many  fathoms  under 
the  sea  to  the  south  of  sunlit  Araby.  Neither  Mr.  ShipkofE 
nor  his  agent  stands  guard  beside  the  otto  stock.  The 
former  was  in  London  a  couple  of  weeks  ago,  but  has  now 
hurried  off  to  Kazanlik  to  superintend  the  distillation  of 
roses,  which  will  begin  shortly.  One  of  the  Messrs.  Baker 
is  travelling  somewhere  about  Mount  Ararat,  buying  antique 
Turkey  carpets ;  while  the  other  partner,  at  the  time  of  my 
visit,  was  engaged  in  selling  them  to  a  German  customer  on 
the  floor  above.  For  the  firm's  principal  business  we  may 
mention,  is  in  Turkish  carpets  and  rugs,  of  which  they  have 
sime  wonderful  specimens.  There  is  one  silk  rug  about 
150  years  old  priced  at  150Z.  There  are  also  modern  ones, 
rather  larger  and  with  more  colour,  at  half  a  sovereign.

Wapping  Old  Stairs  has  nowadays  but  little  to  remind 
one  of  the  sentimental  ballad  that  Colonel  Newcome  sang 
in  his  old-fashioned  way,  "  with  flourishes  and  roulades,"  at 
the  Cave  of  Harmony.    Along  the  riverside  runs  a  row  of 
prosaic  warehouses,  oE  which   one  is   stacked  with  the 
material  known  as   Tidman's   Sea-salt.     The   sea-salt  is 
hauled  up  in  baskets  from  the  river  to  the  top  of  the  ware- 
house, and  then  shot  into  a  huge  heap,  somewhat  resembling 
a  snow-filled  chasm.    There  was  nearly  400  tons  of  it  in 
stock  when  I  looked  in  at  the  place  with  Mr.  Tidman's 
manager,  and  some  men  were  engaged  in  filling  it  into 
the  7-lb.  and  14-lb.  boxes  in  which  it  is  sent  out  to 
customers.    That  is  all  the  handling  the  salt  undergoes  in 
London.    But  Tidman  &  Son's  business  is  not  restricted 
to  the  salt-trade.     Hard  by  their  warehouse  in  Bushell 
Street  there  are  a  couple  of  large  houses,  in  which  the  firm 
pursue  the  trade  of  general  druggists'  sundriesmen  and 
soap-mahufacturers.    The  sundries  business  is  an  old  one, 
but  that  of  soap-making  was  commenced  only  about  half  a 
year  ago.    "  Nevertheless,"  said  the  manager,  who  showed 
me  round,  "we  have  been  obliged  to  enlarge  our  plant  once 
already.    We  can  now  turn  out  between  1  and  2  tons  of 
soap  a  day,  and  yet,  as  you  will  see  when  visiting  our  stock- 
room, we  are  hardly  able  to  keep  our  goods  in  the  place  long 
enough  to  let  them  dry  thoroughly,  so  great  is  the  demand." 
In  the  factory  at  the  back  of  the  warehouse  a  machine  was 
busy  turning  out  milled  soaps.    Boilers  containing  molten 
tallow  stood  around  at  the  end  of  the  apartment.    I  was 
shown  some  good  specimens  of  milled  toilet-soaps.  Among 
the  non-milled   soap  old  brown  Windsor  is  a  speciality 
of  the  firm,  and  I  noticed  several  batches  bearing  the  names 
of  chemist-customers  of  the  house.    For  anyone  who  will 


order  about  2  cwt.  the  firm  provide,  gratuitously,  a  mould 
bearing  the  customer's  address.  This  applies  only,  however, 
to  soaps  not  manufactured  by  the  milling  process.  The 
space  between  the  soap-making  and  the  drying  rooms  was 
filled  with  huge  tallow  tierces.  "  We  buy  over  10  tons  of 
mutton  tallow  at  a  time,"  said  Mr.  Manager,  leading  the 
way  to  a  room  where  1-cwt.  blocks  of  boiled  soap  were  being 

cut  into  bars;  "and  we  own  a  wharf  hard  by  Melbourne 

Wharf — for  storing  that  substance."  The  upper  floors  of  the 
Bushell  Street  building  are  mainly  devoted  to  the  sundries 
business  and  to  the  packing  of  soap.  Among  the  best 
varieties  of  soap  manufactured  by  the  firm  are  white  rose 
and  cucumber,  which  is  sent  out  in  boxes  of  one  dozen,  con- 
taining four  pieces  to  the  pound  ;  and  cucumber  and 
glycerine,  in  slightly  smaller  pieces  of  five  to  every  pound. 
Toi'et  and  smelling  bottles  take  up  much  of  the  remaining 
space.  "  Rosalind  "  is  a  new  colour,  of  a  tint  indicated  by 
its  name,  which  appears  to  be  becoming  popular  for  cut-glass 
bottles  and  other  ornamental  glassware.  Perfume-making 
is  another  growing  branch  of  the  business.  In  a  building 
which  the  Arm  have  just  rented  at  the  other  side  of  Bushell 
8treet  there  is  a  large  stock  of  essential  oils  and  pomades, 
which  indicates  that  the  turnover  of  the  house  in  this 
branch  of  business  is  a  very  considerable  one.  "  Who  is 
White  1 "  I  asked,  referring  to  a  name  which  met  my  eye 
upon  a  number  of  specialities,  of  which  "  White's  crystal 
glycerine  jelly  "  was  the  most  prominent.  "  That's  myself," 
was  the  manager's  answer.  "  My  name  is  White,  and  I  dare 
say  a  good  many  of  your  readers  will  recollect  me,  as  I 
travelled  for  the  firm  for  many  years.  I  transferred  these 
specialities  to  the  house.  I  don't  travel  any  more  now ;  but 
we  have  a  good  many  men  on  the  road,  and  we  find  our 
trade,  especially  in  soap  and  sundries,  increasing  very 
rapidly.  I  dare  say  advertieing  has  a  good  deal  to  do 
with  it  too,"  the  manager  concluded,  pensively  rubbing  bis 
chin. 

Natural  Caeboxic-acid  Gas. 

Numerous  spasmodic  attempts  have  been  made  to  intro- 
duce liquefied  natural  carbonic-acid  gas  into  the  English 
market,  but  never  yet  has  it  succeeded  in  gaining  hold. 
Why  is  this  1  That  was  the  question  which,  the  other  day, 
I  asked  of  Messrs.  F.  J.  Putz  &  Co.,  of  21  Mincing  Lane, 
E.C.,  who  have  just  completed  arrangements  with  the  Inter- 
national Carbonic-acid  Company,  of  Germany,  for  the  intro- 
duction here  of  pure  natural  CO.,. 

"  The  chief  reasons  for  the  comparative  failure  of  former 
attempts,"  said  Mr.  Jones,  the  manager  of  the  firm,  "  is  that 
they  have  not  been  made  systematically  upon  a  sufficiently 
large  scale.  The  gas  has  been  far  too  dear.  Also,  you 
must  remember  that  the  established  mineral-water  trade  is 
a  powerful  interest,  and  opposes  the  iLtroduction  of  a 
commodity  that  will  make  the  chemist  independent  of  the 
large  manufacturer.  What  we  propose  to  do  is  to  place  it 
within  the  range  of  almost  ever?  chemist  to  make  his  own 
mineral  waters  by  the  aid  of  a  plant  which  will  only  cost 
him  a  few  pounds.  The  company  we  represent  is  a  new 
concern,  which  has  recently  been  formed  in  Germany,  with 
a  large  capital.  Its  works  are  placed  quite  close  to  the  river- 
side, and  the  gas  will  be  collected,  dried,  compressed  in 
Government-tested  cylinders,  and  shipped  to  this  country  at 
the  most  economical  rate.  We  have  stores  in  London,  Hull, 
Newcastle,  and  other  places,  and  from  these  we  shall  supply 
cylinders  of  practically  pure  CO;,  (it  tests  over  99  per  cent.), 
free  from  sulphuret  ed  hydrogen  and  other  foul  gases,  at  a 
price  less  than  half  of  that  which  was  asked  by  the  earlier 
introducers  of  the  liquid  gas.  We  do  not  sell  the  steel 
tubes  themselves  (they  cost  31.  10s.  each),  but  we  lend  them 
to  our  customers  for  a  month  rent-  free." 

"  Are  the  tubes  perfectly  safe  .'  " 

"  Absolutely.  They  are  of  steel  and  seamless,  and  each 
tube  is  tested  and  stamped  by  the  German  Government." 

Talking  further  regarding  the  advantages  of  the  liquefied 
gas,  Mr.  Jones  recalled  to  me  the  well-known  fact  that  in 
the  evaporation  of  such  liquids  an  enormous  degree  of  cold 
is  produced.  This  factor  is  of  immense  importance  to  the 
aerated-water  manufacturer  in  the  summer-time,  when  water 
and  C02  produced  in  the  ordinary  way  are  so  hot  that  proper 
aeration  is  impossible.  Now,  in  the  case  of  liquefied  CO.,  the 
gas  passes  into  the  aerating- cylinder,  and  the  consequence  is 
that  the  water  is  cooled,  becomes  fully  charged,  and  as  brisk, 
as  one  would  wish  it  in  the  dead  of  winter. 
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CHEMISTS  AND  THE  SPIRIT-TAX. 


01  II  request  fox  information  from  retail  chemists  as  to  the 
quantity  of  spirit  used  ia  pharmacy  has  brought  us  a 
fair  sprinkling  of  replies.  The  answers  received  are  under 
200,  but  they  are  from  all  parts  of  the  country,  and  frcm 
every  class  of  business.  A  number  of  our  correspondents 
give  us  the  quantity  of  S.  V.  It.  they  bought  in  the  year 
without  estimating  it  in  proof  gallons.  When  not  expressly 
stated  we  have  calculated  this  at  56  over  proof.  When 
it  is  stated  that  so  many  gallons  of  B.P.  tinctures  have  been 
bought  we  have  reckoned  these  at  proof.  The  average 
quantity  of  proof  spirit  used  annually  by  the  chemists 
who  have  favoured  us  with  their  experience  comes  out  at 

One  Hundbed  and  Twenty  Gallons. 
It  is  only  fair  to  say  that,  to  the  best  of  our  judgment,  this 
quantity  is  above  the  actual  average.  The  total  is  largely 
bulked  by  a  few  firms  who  have  sent  us  information,  and 
whose  consumption,  we  are  sure,  considerably  exceeds  the 
normal.  We  should  be  disposed  to  estimate,  from  the  in- 
formation in  our  possession,  that  80  gallons  of  proof  spirit  is 
somewhere  near  the  average  annual  consumption  per 
pharmacy.  That  would  mean,  of  course,  that  chemists  are 
taxed,  say,  21.  per  head  specially  this  year  to  meet  the 
national  deficit — a  gross  and  an  indefensible  injustice. 

It  may  be  roughly  estimated  that  chemists,  as  a  rule,  are 
charged  an  extra  twopence  on  their  income  by  this  Budget, 
over  and  above  what  other  people  will  pay.  We  get  at  that 
in  this  way.  It  is  admitted  that  they  cannot  recoup  them- 
selves by  adding  anything  to  the  price  of  their  tinctures, 
nor  may  they,  nor  will  they,  except  in  rare  instances,  dilute 
them.  The  chemist  who  uses  80  gallons  of  proof  spirit  in 
one  year  is  therefore  mulcted  in  40s.  extra  tax  =480  pence, 
•or  2d.  in  the  pound,  on  an  income  of  240£.,  which  represents 
an  income  of  400Z.  when  the  allowance  is  made.  Is  this 
fair,  and  will  not  some  M.P.  represent  its  injustice  in  Parlia- 
ment ? 

Is  the  Tax  fob  a  Yeab  only? 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Thursday,  April  19,  Mr. 
Sexton  asked  whether  the  proposals  for  the  increased 
•duties  on  spirits  and  beer  would  be  permanent  or  would  only 
apply  to  the  current  financial  year.  The  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  stated  in  reply  that,  having  regard  to  the  im- 
pending inquiries  as  to  the  relative  incidence  of  taxation  in 
the  several  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom,  he  thought  it  right 
that  the  proposals  in  the  Budget  for  an  increase  of  duties 
upon  spirits  and  upon  beer  should  take  effect  only  for  the 
present  financial  year.  This  statement  seems  to  have  been 
regarded  as  a  pledge  by  some  of  the  members  of  the  House  ; 
in  consequence  the  Chancellor  took  the  opportunity  during 
the  Budget  debate  of  saying  that  he  had  not  pledged  himself 
to  remove  the  sixpence  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  Livebpool  Pbotest. 
At  last  week's  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion, Dr.  Symes  drew  particular  attention  to  the  unfair 
incidence  of  the  new  spirit-tax  so  far  as  chemists  are  con- 
cerned. He  said  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  could 
hardly  have  anticipated  that  it  would  be  such  a  heavy  addi- 
tional expense  to  the  pharmacist,  and  be  thought  that  com- 
bined action  at  this  time  ought  to  be  taken  to  secure  a 
redress  of  the  evil.  To  his  mind,  this  occasion  illustrated 
the  importance  of  having  such  an  organisation  as  the  pro- 
posed Federation,  which  would  have  been  able  to  make  a 
combined  protest  against  the  new  imposition,  whereas  the 
chemists  are  not  united,  and  any  protest  would  hardly  be 
effective.  Still,  he  hoped  that  something  would  be  done  to 
draw  attention  to  what  was  a  heavy,  and  no  doubt  uninten- 
tional, tax  on  the  chemist  and  druggist.  The  meeting 
unanimously  supported  Dr.  Symes'  remarks.

Feom  a  Wholesale  Druggist's  Point  of  View. 

Mr.  Charles  Umney  (Wright,  Layman  &  Umney)  writes  •_ 
Your  editorial  remarks  in  your  issue  of  April  21  (page 
546)  upon  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer's  recent  Budget 
resolutions  and  their  effect  upon  the  trade  of  the  chemist 
and  druggist  will  have  been  carefully  read  and  serioui-ly 
pondered  over  by  pbnimacists  throughout  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland.  The  majority  doubtless  will  thank  you  for  having 
raised  your  voice  in  their  favour  and  cpencd  jour  columns 
for  a  ventilation  of  their  grievances. 

In  my  opinion  there  is  little  to  be  gained  by  any  one-sided 
discussion  of  this  matter.  If  your  readers  will  look  at  the 
matter  from  several  points  of  view,  such  a  complete  discussion 
may  ensue  that  should  not  be  disadvantageous  to  the  trade. 

1  will  content  myself  by  addressing  you,  and  in  doing  no  I 
ask  your  indulgence  in  my  departure  from  the  usual  style  cf 
letter  writing,  as  I  am  desirous  of  appearing  as  a  British 
taxpayer,  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  and  as  a  manulac- 
turing  druggist. 

As  a  taxpayer  — The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  is  called 
upon  annually  (at  least)  to  make  a  statement  in  reference  to 
what  is  known  in  the  House  of  Commons  as  "  Ways  and 
Means,"  or,  in  business  parlance,  he  is  asked  to  submit  a 
pro  jorma  balance-sheet  for  the  ensuing  financial  year.  In 
the  current  account  the  Chancellor  has  found  himself  con- 
fronted with  a  deficit,  an  unparalleled  expenditure, a  demand 
(supported  by  both  political  parties  alike)  for  great  outlays 
for  shipbuilding,  and  he  is  told  that  notwithstanding  strikes, 
bad  trade,  crippled  industries,  the  money  must  be  found. 
A  Prime  Minister  or  a  Cabinet  selects  for  Chancellor  a  man 
who  has  special  qualifications  for  his  work,  and  the  vast  and 
complicated  material  from  which  he  has  to  make  his  selec- 
tion is  necessarily  furnished  to  him  by  responsible  men  in 
the  various  departments  of  the  State  fiscal.  These  men 
must  have  all  matters  connected  with  their  respective  de- 
partments at  their  fingers'  ends. 

The  Chancellor  is  of  course  in  constant  touch  with  the 
"chiefs  "of  the  customs,  excise,  stamps  and  other  depart- 
ments, and  is  necessarily  guided  by  these  experienced  men  as 
to  whether — 

(1)  The  machinery  is  already  in  existence  in  the  shape  of 
officers,  &c,  for  the  collection  of  a  new  tax  ;  (2)  the  existing 
staff  of  any  particular  department  can  collect  any  new 
impost  without  much  additional  expenditure  and  with 
minimum  friction  ;  (3)  the  amount  of  a  new  tax  or  an  addition 
to  an  old  one  can  be  calculated  to  a  nicety  ;  (4)  the  new 
or  increased  tax  would  either  damage  or  break  down  a 
particular  industry. 

These,  amongst  other  points,  are  important  considerations 
to  the  Chancellor,  for  he  must  not  put  on  a  tax  that  will  cost 
more  than  it  is  worth  to  collect,  neither  must  he  cause 
abnormal  friction  in  the  process,  neither  must  he  kill  the 
"  goose  that  lays  the  golden  eggs  ; "  and  last,  and  not  least,  his 
colleagues  in  the  House  of  Commons  beg  him,  in  view  of  the 
reckoning  day  with  their  constituents,  to  act  on  Portia's 
injunction  to  Shylock  and  take  his  exact  pound  of  flesh, 
neither  more  nor  less.  Can  it  be  wondered  at  that  the 
Chancellor  should,  with  such  surroundings,  prefer  to  handle 
what  mathematicians  are  pleased  to  term  "  known  quantities." 

He  casts  about,  and  if  he  does  not  exactly  remember  the 
history  of  a  particular  tax  he  gets  himself  posted  in  it,  and 
he  learns  from  the  Excise  department  in  reference  to  the 
spirit  trade  that  previous  experience  has  taught  that  an 
extra  impost  of  duty  has  not  in  any  way  or  degree  crippled 
the  industry.  Indeed,  he  himself  remembers  that  one  of  his 
predecessors,  only  about  four  years  ago  (when  a  gallon  of 
plain  spirits  of  proof  strength  was  worth,  say,  9d. 
per  gallon,  and  the  duty  10s.  per  gallon  proof)  imposed 
an  additional  5-per-cent.  duty  (say  6d.  per  gallon),  and  the 
result  was  astoundingly  satisfactory.  Accordingly  he 
decides  to  try  another  5-per-cent.  (an  additional  6d.),  which 
will  produce  without  a  farthing  expense  for  collection  within 
a  few  hundreds  either  under  or  over  of  the  amount  that  he 
requires  to  balance  his  account. 

With  a  stroke  of  the  pen  the  lis.  duty  is  launched  on  the 
country  in  place  of  the  previous  10s.  6d.  per  gallon  duty  or 
the  10s.  per  gallon  duty  of  four  years  ago,  accompanied  by 
a  statement  that  it  is  a  tax  intended  for  one  year  only.  The 
moment  his  views  are  made  known,  the  Government  demand 
the  additional  duty,  notwithstanding  that  the  Chancellor's 
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policy  has  to  be  ratified  by  the  House  of  Commons,  who, 
judging  from  previous  experience  of  a  British  taxpayer, 
always  dances  when  the  Chancellor  pipes,  and,  indeed,  some- 
times he  goes  so  far  as  to  sing,  and  the  refrain  of  his  song 
is  still  in  our  ears  : — 

We've  got  the  ships,  we've  got  the  men,  we've  got  the  money  too. 

Of  course,  if  the  British  taxpayer  will  sing  this,  and  will 
insist  upon  paying  his  just  debts  and  increasing  his  liabilities, 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  is  bound  to  discharge  the 
account,  whether  the  taxpayer,  when  the  bill  is  presented  to 
him,  likes  it  or  not. 

As  a  Pharmaceutical  Chemist. — I  am  much  impressed 
•with  the  idea  that  this  additional  impost  of  duty  on  spirit 
of  wine  has  come  at  a  time  when,  more  than  at  any  other 
during  the  last  twenty- five  years,  the  chemist  is  ill  able  to 
bear  its  impost.  His  burden  has  always  been  more  or  less 
heavy,  but  latterly  it  has  become  less  tolerable,  for  times 
now  are  hard,  the  returns  of  businesses  are  growing  less  year 
by  year,  expenditure  is  in  inverse  ratio,  and  net  profits  mutt  be 
growing  smaller  and  causing  considerable  alarm.  Nor  is 
this  state  of  things  likely  to  meDd,  as  far  as  one  can  judge  ; 
on  the  contrary,  there  seems  to  be  but  a  remote  chance  of 
applying  the  preventive  to  that  foul  sore,  which  need  not  be 
mentioned  here,  which  is  sapping  the  very  vitality  of  the 
pharmacists  of  the  country. 

A  chemist  and  druggist  without  alcohol  is  like  an  engineer 
without  iron — he  can  do  nothing  ;  he  must,  therefore,  have 
his  spirit  of  wine,  and  the  Excise  or  Customs  will  take  care 
that  before  it  leaves  their  bonded  store  the  duty  and  the 
obnoxious  recent  addition  thereto  shall  be  paid.  The  situation 
of  the  pharmacist  in  regard  to  the  spirit  tax  is  unique. 
He  is  in  the  same  position  as  two  men  might  be  if  in  an  en- 
closure with  ninety-eight  others,  and  it  is  humiliating  as 
well  as  enervating  to  know  that  because  these  ninety-eight 
men  are  hearty  and  prosperous  fellows,  whom  nothing  seems 
to  hurt,  therefore  the  pharmacists,  the  only  two  individuals  in 
the  enclosure  who  are  not  fit  for  the  operation.'shou'd  be  freely 
cupped  with  this  crowd  for  the  benefit  of  the  country  at  large. 

Let  me  make  my  meaning  clear.  Alcohol  dues  produce 
through  the  Customs  and  Excise  about  16,000,0002.  sterling 
per  year.  Pharmacists  contribute  but  a  very  small  propor- 
tion of  that  revenue  ;  in  my  opinion,  the  amount  is  somewhere 
about  a  quarter  of  a  million  sterling  annually,  or,  at  the  most, 
one-third  of  a  million.  The  ratio,  therefore,  the  pharmacist 
contributes  to  the  spirit  dues  may  be  roughly  stated  as  2  to 
3  per  cent.  Pharmacists  and  manufacturers  on  the  Conti- 
nent of  Europe  have  special  privileges  in  regard  to  alcohol 
used  solely  for  medicinal  purposes,  and  duty  is  not  exacted 
from  them  (or  only  part  duty  is  exacted  from  them)  as  from 
traders  who  traffic  in  alcohol  for  other  purposes.  It  may 
fairly  be  asked,  then,  why  should  not  English  pharmacists 
be  treated  with  the  same  indulgence.  It  appears  to  me 
that  a  great  reason  operating  against  any  concessions  being 
sought  after  or  obtained  by  our  craft  is  the  want  of  co- 
operation. Here  another  enclosure  is  to  be  seen,  with  about 
4,000  men  inside  and  about  10,000  outside.  I  may  be  mis- 
taken, but  I  firmly  believe  that  if  all  the  chemists  and 
druggists  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  were  united  in  one 
society,  organised  and  set  up  as  one  man,  they  might  succeed 
in  get'ing  themselves  eventually  out  of  the  pale  of  the 
alcohol  dues.  For  the  present  I  can  see  no  other  way  out  of 
it  but  to  pay  the  impost  of  new  duty  and  to  immediately 
organise  and  make  an  attempt  in  the  direction  of  raising  a 
ladder  with  its  base  firmly  planted,  with  the  objeot  of 
enabling  the  pharmacist  of  the  country  to  climb  out  of  this 
unfortunate  enclosure  in  which  he  is  placed,  and  out  of  the 
company  of  the  spirit-retailer  and  distiller. 

There  are  some  practical  difficulties  in  the  way,  I  am 
aware,  but  they  could,  doubtless,  be  surmounted. 

A  discussion  on  the  subject  in  the  House  of  Commons 
would  not  be  absolutely  novel.  In  1890  Dr.  Tanner  divided 
the  House  "upon  spirits  taken  out  of  bond  for  bond  fide 
medical  purposes,"  with  a  result  not  altogether  discouraging, 
for  73  voted  in  favour  of  and  only  127  against  it.  As  a 
pharmacist,  then,  I  think  the  additional  tax  on  spirit  of 
wine  a  great  hardship  upon  the  seller  and  dispenser  of  medi- 
cines, as  it  is  not  practicable  that  he  can  in  any  way  recoup 
himself  from  the  public,  and  the  burden  of  the  tax  must 
necessarily  fall  upon  him  almost  solely.  I  should  urge 
every  man  to  pay  the  new  duty,  with  a  vow  that  he  will  not 


"  rest  and  be  thankful "  until  the  whole  of  the  tax  be  taken 
from  alcohol  when  used  for  hondfide  medical  purposes.  The 
fact  that  the  pharmacist  has  quietly  sat  down  for  about 
forty  years,  since  the  time  when  the  whole  question  of  spirit 
of  wine  for  manufacturing  purposes  was  the  subject  of  a 
special  report  by  Professors  Graham,  Hofmann.  and  Red- 
wood, &c,  stands  for  nothing ;  neither  does  the  fact  that 
several  advances  (amounting  to  about  50  per  cent.)  have 
been  made  in  the  duty  in  the  meantime,  and  the  boon  that 
the  use  of  methylated  spirit  has  been  to  him  should  not 
stand  in  the  way.  The  line  of  action  is  clearly  to  get  out 
of  the  company  of  the  public  caterers  of  gin,  rum,  and 
whisky,  and  seek  for  a  special  recognition  of  the  pharmacist 
in  the  alcohol  question. 

One  more  convincing  argument  is  to  be  found  in  the  fol- 
lowing extract  from  the  Chancellor's  speech  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  April  16,  1894 : — 

Additional  /leer  and  Spirit  Duties. 
"  The  remaining  money  which  I  require  I  propose  to  find  with  an  addi- 
tional duty  upon  spirit-i  and  upon  beer.  (Ministerial  cheers.)  What  we. 
propose  is  6d.  a  gallon  on  spirits,  and  6d.  a  barrel  on  beer.  These  are 
duties  which  the  House  lias  always  had  recourse  to  when  it  was  necessary 
largely  to  increase  the  revenue,  and  that,  though  we  all  have  our  views  on 
that  matter,  has  been  done  not  upon  moral  or  social  grounds,  but  purely 
upon  fiscal  grounds,  which  are  those  alone  upon  which  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  should  act." 

As  a  Mamifactwring  Druggist. — Few  perhaps  realise,  ex- 
cept those  who  have  been  actively  engaged  in  this  section  of 
the  drug  business  for  a  generation  or  mote,  what  a  meta- 
morphosis has  come  over  the  trade.  Formerly  the  wholesale 
druggist  was  (in  the  main)  a  seller  of  raw  drugs,  and  of  but  a 
few  manufactured  preparations.  In  late  years  the  amount 
of  drugs  sold  (as  such)  is  less,  while  his  manufactured  pre- 
parations have  increased  considerably.  This  fact  has  come 
about  from  several  well-known  causes,  which  it  is  not  neces- 
sary here  to  state  and  is  useless  now  to  discuss  ;  suffice  it  to 
say  that  the  modern  wholesale  druggist  who  keeps  pace  with 
the  times  is  a  manufacturer,  and  in  his  processes  he  is  a  large 
consumer  of  alcohol. 

His  laboratories  are  visited  by  the  Excise,  he  is  licensed  to 
conduct  certain  operations,  but  has  to  enter  into  a  bond  and 
find  sureties  for  the  performance  of  his  undertakings. 

He  may  be  specially  licensed  to  export  in  bond  medicinal 
alcoholic  preparations,  and  for  all  these  permissions,  bonds, 
licences,  etc.,  he  has  to  pay  no  inconsiderable  amount, 
annually. 

His  consumption  of  duty-paid  spirit  of  wine  will,  of  course, 
vary  according  to  the  nature  of,  and  be  in  some  proportion 
to  the  size  of,  his  business.  There  are  many  manufacturing 
druggists  in  Great  Britain  whose  alcohol  duties  are  not  less 
than  5.000Z.  a  year,  and  some  who  pay  nearly  10,000/.  a  year. 
Clearly,  then,  these  figures,  when  added  to  the  licensing 
amounts,  form  the  items  of  a  very  important  ledger  account, 
and  its  importance  is  not  minimised  by  the  fact  that  all 
transactions  with  the  Government  are  for  cash,  which  must 
be  paid  then  and  there  in  gold  (or  by  a  transfer  cheque  on 
the  Bank  of  England,  which  is  equivalent)  before  the  package 
can  be  removed  out  of  bond.  This  practice,  whether  the 
transaction  is  with  the  Customs  or  the  Excise,  is  neaily 
identical. 

Tr  e  impost,  then,  on  the  morning  of  April  17,  of  about 
5  per  cent,  additional  duty,  without  any  notice  whatever,  in 
a  business  paying  a  duty  of  10,000Z.  per  annum,  was  clearly 
a  subject  that  demanded  prompt  action,  especially  as  the 
written  law  on  the  subject  is  very  clear,  although  not  gene^ 
rally  known,  and  it  may  be  well  to  reproduce  an  extract  from 
the  particular  Act  of  Parliament  (Customs  Laws  Consolida- 
tion Act,  39  and  40  Victoria,  cap.  36,  sec.  20)  in  which 
alterations  of  duties  are  duly  provided  for  : — 

"  In  the~event  of  an  increase,  decrease,  or  repeal  of  duties  of  Customs 
chargeable  upon  any  goods  or  commodities  after  the  making  of  any  contract 
or  agreement  for  the  sale  or  delivery  of  such  goods  duty-paid,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  seller,  in  case  such  increase  shall  accrue  before  the  clearance 
and  delivery  from  the  warehouse  of  such  goods  at  such  increased  duty,  and 
after  paympnt  thereof,  to  add  so  much  money  to  the  contract  price  as  will 
be  equivalent  to  such  increase  of  duty,  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  be  paid 
and  to  sue  for  and  recover  the  same  ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  pur- 
chaser under  any  such  contract  or  agreement,  in  case  such  decrease  or 
repeal  shall  take  etect  before  the  clearance  and  delivery  from  tlic  warehouse 
at  such  decreased  duty,  or  free  of  duty,  as  the  case-  may  be,  to  deduct  so 
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much  money  from  the  contract  price  as  will  be  equivalent  to  suoh  dcrcas'' 
of  duty  or  repealed  duty,  and  he  shall  not  be  liable  to  pay  or  be  sued  for  or 
in  respect  of  such  deduction. 

A  dissection  of  laboratory  journals,  ledgers,  and  other 
books  referring  to  the  disposal  of  spirit  of  wine  in  a  large 
factory  is  a  complicated  bat  not  an  impossible  task,  and  it 
is  possible  to  draw  a  fair  conclusion  as  to  the  disposal  of  all 
the  spirit  of  wine  received  into  stock.  Businesses,  of  course, 
must  vary,  but  the  following  (which  is  my  own  experience) 
may  be  some  guide.  The  disposal  of  each  100  gallons  of 
spirit  of  wine  that  enters  my  laboratory  appears  to  be  as 
follows : —

In  other  words,  out  of  every  100  gallons  of  spirit  taken 
into  stock  15  gallons  is  sold  as  spirit  of  wine  to  pharmacists ; 
spirits  of  nitre,  sal  volatile,  proof  and  rectified  tinctm  es  take 
altogether  42  gallons  ;  while  the  remainder  is  absorbed  by 
concentrated  decoctions,  infusions,  taraxacum  and  other 
juices,  fluid  extracts,  and  a  hundred  other  preparations  of  the 
laboratory  in  which  alcohol  disappears.  Now,  notwithstand- 
ing that  the  manufacturer  is  linked  with  the  spirit-distiller 
in  this  duty,  and  the  two  with  the  brewer  for  the  Chancellor's 
fiscal  purposes,  the  druggist  cannot  proceed  as  can  the 
brewer.    The  brewer  can  say  : — 

"  My  business  was  only  barely  remunerative  last  year,  and 
if  I  have  to  pay  6d.  a  barrel  extra  duty,  I  must  brew  beer 
slightly  weaker." 

Instead,  for  instance,  of  working  at  a  specific  gravity  of 
1055,  he  decides  to  bring  down  the  gravity  to  1-053,  and 
thus  he  calculates  that  this  slight  decrease  in  strength  will' 
just  rectify  the  account  in  his  ledger.  By  such  a  simple  pro- 
cess he  is  rid  of  his  difficulty — of  course,  this  applies  to 
what  are  known  as  country  brewers,  and  not  to  standard  ales, 
such  as  Bass's  and  others.  But  the  manufacturing  druggist 
cannot  do  anything  of  this  kind ;  he  can  neither  water  his 
spirits  of  nitre  nor  dilute  his  tincture  of  ginger,  or  his  friends 
who  bought  his  wares  might  find  themselves  confronted  with 
the  authorities  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  He 
elects  therefore  to  make  his  preparations  in  accordance  with 
the  pharmaceutical  standards  as  heretofore,  and  to  make  an 
additional  charge  to  his  customers  for  those  preparations  in 
which  alcohol  enters  from  proof  spirit  strength  and  upwards. 
Now,  in  preparations  below  the  proof  strength  he  does  not 
contemplate  making  an  additional  charge  for  two,  at  least, 
amongst  other,  reasons : — 

1.  It  would  disturb  his  system  of  book-keeping  to  add  \d. 
per  lb.  to  his  price  for  concentrated  infusions,  decoctions, 
juices,  &c. 

2.  He  is  disposed  to  act  on  the  system  of  "  give  and  take," 
for  while  he  charges  42  per  cent,  of  his  stronger  alcoholic 
preparations  (see  above  summary)  at  an  advanced  rate,  he 
sells  43  per  cent,  of  his  weaker  preparations  without  any  ad- 
vance whatever.  Such  a  system  ought  to  commend  itself  by 
its  fairness,  for,  by  so  doing,  he,  as  a  manufacturer,  gets  no 
advantage  over  his  friend  the  pharmacist,  but  helps  to  share 
his  burden. 

As  to  a  question  of  account,  therefore,  between  the  phar- 
macist and  his  manufacturer,  this  particular  item  is  disposed 
of.  As  to  the  actual  charge  of  the  additional  Id.  per  lb.  on 
proof-spirit  tinctures,  referred  to  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  (page  547),  a  little  light  let  |in  upon  this  seems 
advisable  and  necessary.  It  is  true  the  additional  tax  is  6d. 
per  proof  gallon,  and  that  a  gallon  of  proof  tincture  may  be 
roughly  stated  as  weighing  9  lbs.,  but  it  is  equally  true  that 
the  actual  cost  is  not  to  be  determined  by  dividing  the  6d. 
by  9.  The  writer  of  the  article  has  evidently  forgotten  that 
the  spirit  has  to  be  made  into  tincture,  and  the  loss  in 
maceration,  percolation,  filtration,  which  at  times  is  not 
inconsiderable,  has  all  to  be  added  to  the  6d.  before  the 
division  takes  place  for  the  determination  of  the  actual 
cost. 

Sometimes  there  would  probably  be  a  surplus,  but  such 


surplus,  if  any,  I  feel  sure  will  not  be  grudged  to  the  manu- 
facturer, that  he  may  set  it  aside  as  a  reserve  fund,  small 
though  it  miy  be,  for  the  contingency  which  according  to 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  will  arise  in  April  1895. 
The  Chancellor  is  reported  to  have  said  three  days  after  he 
introduced  his  budget,  having  of  course  in  the  interim  gone 
through  the  usual  heckling  process :— "  That  the  proposal  of 
the  Budget  for  an  increased  duty  on  spirits  and  beer  should 
take  effect  only  for  the  present  financial  year." 

It  will,  of  course,  be  quite  understood  that  when  the  addi- 
tional duty  is  removed  there  will  be  no  drawback  on  the 
wholesale  druggists'  stocks  manufactured  in  the  interim  and! 
remaining  unsold  when  the  Budget  of  1895  is  unfolded. 
The  only  compensation  the  manufacturer  can  hope  to  get  is 
from  the  stock  he  now  holds,  produced  from  spirits  while 
the  duty  was  at  old  rates.  As  a  matter  of  account,  therefore! 
this  item  is  altogether  disposed  of. 

Now,  in  ruling  off  the  account  as  balanced,  notwithstand- 
ing the  statement  in  the  article  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  referred  to,  "That  a  few  more  Qd.  additions 
will  make  the  fortunes  of  the  wholesale  druggists,"  I  think 
the  Chancellor  for  the  time  being  might  continue  his  annual 
additions  in. til  the  millennium,  and  still  the  manufacturer 
would  find  his  promised  fortune  as  distant  as  before,  presuming 
that  in  the  interim  by  the  Chancellor's  action  the  pharmacist 
had  not  already  ceased  to  be,  as  the  dodo,  a  thing  of  the  past. 

I  have  to  apologise  for  having  thus  trespassed'  upon  your 
space,  and  trust  your  readers  will  not  be  wearied  in  the  peru- 
sal of  this  "  three-cornered  "  communication.  I  can  only 
excuse  myself  by  repeating  that  which  I  stated  at  the  outset, 
that  in  my  opinion  the  subject  can  only  be  fairly  discussed 
and  judged  whpri  ajf  points  are  taken  into  consideration. 


jfR.  H.  M.  STANLEY  AT  DARTFORD. 

he  Laying  of  the  Memorial  Stone  of  the 
"Livingstone"  Cottage  Hospital. 


LAST  Saturday,  at  the  invitation  of  Mr.  S.  M.  Burroughs^ 
a  party  of  about  fifty  representatives  of  medicine,  phar- 
macy, and  the  Press  journeyed  to  Dartford  in  two  special 
saloon  carriages  to  witness  the  laying  of  the  foundation- 
stone  of  the  "  Livingstone  "  Cottage  Hospital  at  Dartford  by 
Mr.  H.  M.  Stanley.  The  great  explorer  was  accompanied  by 
Mrs.  Stanley,  and  Mrs.  S.  M.  Burroughs  and  Miss  Burroughs- 
were  also  of  the  party.  Dartford  town  was  in  holiday-dress, 
and  in  many  parts  attempts  had  been  made  at  decoration- 
with  the  many  unknown  flags  which  Britishers,  singularly 
enough,  appear  to  prefer  to  their  own  Union  Jack  for  decora- 
tive purposes.  Crowds  thronged  the  streets,  and  processions 
of  Druids,  Buffaloes,  Oddfellows,  Phoenixes,  and  others  of 
that  ilk  contributed  such  gaiety  as  is  habitually  aroused  in 
the  popular  mind  by  the  display  of  costly  silk  banners,  bear- 
ing representations  of  shipwrecks,  delirium  tremens,  women, 
weeping  on  solid  marble  tombstones  supposed  to  cover 
deceased  husbands  and  fathers,  and  the  like  joyful  everyday 
domestic  occurrences. 

Mr.  Burroughs's  guests  adjourned  to  the  Bull  Hotel,  an  old 
country-town  hostelry  redolent  of  reminiscences  of  the  Buffs 
and  Blues  (it  is,  in  fact,  to  this  day  the  orthodox  head- 
quarters of  one  of  the  political  parties  at  election  times), 
and  from  there  were  taken  in  carriages  to  the  place  where 
the  hospital  is  being  built,  on  a  hill,  about  half  a  mile  from, 
the  centre  of  the  town. 

When  everyone  was  seated,  the  Vicar  of  Dartford  offered 
a  prayer,  the  band  again  played,  and  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  rose  from  his  seat  next  to  Mr.  Stanley,  to 
give  a  sketch  of  the  progress  of  the  hospital- scheme.  About 
sixteen  months  ago,  he  said,  after  various  preliminary 
attempts  Mr.  Burroughs  had  generously  rendered  the  realisa- 
tion of  their  plans  possible  by  offering  a  contribution  of 
1.000Z.  Since  then  the  necessary  funds  had  been  almost 
wholly  guaranteed,  the  wage-earners  having  shown  their 
interest  in  the  scheme  by  promising  weekly  subscriptions. 
There  were  not  many  wealthy  men  in  Dartford,  however,  and 
more  funds  would  be  very  welcome.  The  hospital  would 
consist  of  two  principal  wards,  each  containing  eight  beds, 
and  of  two  small  wards  for  special  cases.    It  was  earnestly 
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to  be  hoped  that  the  requirements  of  the  town  would  never 
exceed  that  accommodation. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Chairman's  speech,  the  Master 
Builder,  all  perspiring  with  agitation,  spread  the  mortar 
underneath  the  memorial  stone,  and  Mr.  (Stanley,  taking  the 
silver  presentation  trowel  from  its  case,  leisurely  advanced  to 
smoothe  the  mass  below  the  stone.  The  memorial  tablet  being 
fixed  he  gave  it  a  gentle  tap  and  declared  ic  "  truly  and  well 
laid."  Mrs.  Stanley,  meanwhile,  had  been  receiving  dona- 
tions towards  the  hospital,  after  which  Mr.  Burroughs 
briefly  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Stanley,  in  the  course 
of  which  he  alluded  to  the  choice  of  the  name  of  Dr.  Living- 
stone as  the  designation  of  the  hospital,  and  his  appreciation 
of  Mr.  Stanley's  kindness  in  consenting  to  lay  the  memorial 
stone  on  which  his  fellow-explorer's  name  was  commemorated. 
Mr.  Ernest  Hart  seconded,  and  then  the  guest  of  the  day,  in 
the  quietly  deliberate  manner  which  characterises  all  his 
movements,  slowly  rose  from  the  chair  in  which,  during  the 
preceding  speeches,  he  had  been  sitting  motionless  with 
folded  hands,  to  return  thanks. 

Mr.  Stanley,  with  pleasant  voice  and  diction,  slowly  read 
his  speech  from  type-written  foolscap. 

At  first  the  explorer  faced  the  audience  on  the  stand,  but 
shouts  from  the  crowd  in  the  street,  to  whom  his  remarks 
when  delivered  in  this  position  were  inaudible,  caused  him 
to  turn  about.  Mr.  Stanley  spoke  for  over  half  an  hour,  the 
whole  of  his  address  being  devoted  to  a  sketch  of  Dr. 
Livingstone's  career.  He  commenced  by  contrasting  the 
present  condition  of  Africa  with  that  inthe  year  1847,  when 
Livingstone,  who  had  already  been  engaged  in  South  Africa 
as  a  missionary  for  seven  years,  settled  at  Kolobeng,  then  an 
almost  inaccessible  spot  in  the  interior,  from  which  he 
started  upon  his  great  journeys.  Dr.  Livingstone  was  the 
man  who  gave  the  first  impulse  to  the  opening  of  Africa  to 
the  outer  world.  It  has  now  reached  a  stage  when  a  great 
colony  is  rapidly  spreading  northwards  from  the  southern 
part  of  the  continent,  another  civilised  community  is  spread- 
ing on  the  shores  of  the  great  Lakes  Tanganyika  and  Nyassa, 
and  the  forces  of  the  Congo  Free  State  are  making  their 
influence  felt  in  the  battle  with  the  slave-traffic  on  the 
shores  of  the  great  river.  It  was  to  Livingstone  that 
we  owe  the  presence  nowadays  of  missionary  steamers 
and  gunboats  for  the  suppression  of  the  slave-trade  on  the 
East  African  lakes,  and  the  awakening  of  half  the  great 
continent  to  the  morning-call  of  liberty.  "  In  all  fiction," 
said  Mr.  Stanley,  "  I  know  of  no  worthier  character  than 
that  of  the  famous  traveller.  Morally  and  physically  he 
towered  far  above  the  average  of  humanity.  In  all  Living- 
stone's actions  and  writings  not  a  trace  of  self-seeking  could 
be  found.  His  letters  reveal  his  singular  single- mindedness, 
his  true  piety,  and  the  extraordinary  tenderness  of  his 
•nature." 

Livingstone  had  been  working  in  Africa  for  many  years 
before  he  began  to  realise  that  his  presence  in  the  continent 
was  needed  for  a  specific  purpose.  At  the  outset,  though 
his  sympathies  always  embraced  the  whole  of  Africa,  his 
views  and  activity  were  limited  to  a  small  missionary  field. 
Not  until  his  third  and  last  great  journey,  after'  thirty  years 
spent  in  travel,  did  the  man  rise  to  the  full  height  of  his 
greatness,  and  appealed  to  the  Christianity  of  the  world  to 
rescue  a  forgotten  continent.  Livingstone's  career  may  be 
divided  into  two  parts.  During  the  first  and  greater  portion, 
from  1840  to  1856,  the  Doctor  was  a  missionary  pure  and 
simple;  during  the  second,  from  1858  to  1873,  he  was, 
in  addition  to  that,  a  geographical  and  scientific  explorer. 
His  first  great  series  of  travels  embraced  a  period  of  sixteen 
years,  during  which  he  discovered  Lake  Ngami,  visited  the 
Victoria  Falls,  and  marched  from  West  to  East  across  the 
continent.  The  second  great  travelling  period  was  occupied 
by  Government  expeditions,  and  resu?ted  in  the  discovery  of 
Lake  Nyassa ;  and  on  the  third  and  last,  from  1866  to  1873, 
the  year  of  his  death,  he  explored  the  Congo  and  some  of  its 
tributaries. 

Besides  Si-chuana,  Livingstone  only  knew  two  native 
languages,  but  his  quick  sympathy  generally  enabled  him, 
after  a  stay  of  a  few  weeks,  to  make  himself  understood  by 
any  native  tribe  among  whom  he  found  himself.  Nothing 
could  be  farther  from  the  truth  than  to  imagine  Livingstone 
as  a  misanthrope,  suffering  under  the  sense  of  defeat  and 
neglect.  Oa  the  contrary,  he  was  always  responsive  to  gaiety, 
humorous,  and  contented,  as  one  could  be  who  laboured  to 


the  best  of  his  ability  until  he  could  work  and  travel  no 
more.  His  was  a  grand,  simple  nature.  Pure  in  heart, 
peaoeful  in  action,  lowly  minded,  never  resentful  though 
spitefully  used,  he  prayed  for  all.  The  Cottage  Hospital  of 
Dartford  would  bear  a  noble  name,  and  be  a  fitting  memorial 
of  a  noble  life  given  to  save  others." 

After  the  conclusion  of  the  ceremony,  Mr.  S.  M.  Burroughs 
entertained  his  guests  at  the  Bull  Hotel,  where  more  speeches 
were  made,  and  by  8  o'clock  the  company  were  back  in  the 
grime  and  maze  of  London.  > 


THE  DRAFT  PHARMACY  BILL. 


AT  last  week's  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Assistants Associa- 
tion, Mr.  R.  H.  Jones  opened  a  discussion  among  the 
few  members  present  on  this  Bill. 

He  expressed  at  considerable  length  his  approval  of  the 
Bill,  and  moved  the  following  resolution : — 

Thut  this  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  welcomes 
witli  pleasure  the  promotion  of  a  Bill  to  secure  for  all  who  are 
qualified  to  practise  as  chemists  and  druggists  the  rights  of 
membership  of  the  Society,  and  this  meeting  trusts  that  the 
Council  will  spare  no  effort  to  secure  its  adoption. 

Mr.  Long  seconded  the  motion,  but 

Mr.  Sage  questioned  whether  the  resolution  was  in  order, 
no  notice  of  the  discussion  having  been  given  except  to  the 
few  who  were  present  the  week  before,  and  the  meeting  was 
not  representative  of  the  Association.  The  President,  how- 
ever, ruled  that  it  was  in  order,  and  Mr.  Sage,  continuing, 
asked  if  it  were  probable  that  the  subscription  would  go  up 
from  10*.  6d.  to  a  guinea  for  the  qualified  men  not  in  busi- 
ness, and,  if  so,  how  far  had  the  Council  been  influenced  by 
the  idea  of  increasing  their  revenue  in  drafting  the  Bill.  Mr. 
Gane  agreed  with  Mr.  Jones  as  far  as  he  went,  but  thought 
that  as  the  measure  was  not  likely  to  prove  of  any  utility 
for  ten  years,  some  addition  should  be  made,  and  he  pro- 
posed, as  an  amendment,  that,  in  addition  to  the  original 
resolution,  the  following  clause  be  inserted  : — "  This  meet- 
ing regrets  that  the  Society  is  unable  to  introduce  into  the 
present  Bill  some  measures  for  trade-protection  and  legisla- 
tion." Mr.  Chartin  seconded  the  amendment,  and  after 
Mr.  Plant  had  expressed  dissatisfaction  with  it,  it  was  put  to 
the  meeting,  and,  the  voting  being  equal,  the  President  gave 
his  casting-vote  against  it ;  and  then  it  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
Morgan  that  the  original  resolution  be  passed,  and  after 
this  had  been  seconded  by  Mr.  Moffatt,  it  was  put  to  the 
meeting  and  carried  nam.  con. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Western  Chemists'  Association  (of 
London)  held  on  April  18,  Mr.  Martindale  in  the  chair,  Mr. 
R.  A.  Robinson  said  the  Bill  seemed  to  him  so  simple  and 
non-contentious  that  there  was  little  to  be  said  about  it. 
He,  however,  took  exception  to  the  latter  part  of  Clause  3, 
limiting  the  number  of  chemists  and  druggists  eligble  for 
election  on  the  Council  to  ten.  He  thought  all  members  of 
the  Society  should  be  on  an  equal  footing,  and  at  liberty  to 
elect  the  members  they  thought  best  fitted.  He,  therefore, 
moved  that  the  Association  "  cordially  approves  the  Draft 
Pharmacy  Acts  Amendment  Bill  recently  adopted  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council,  with  the  exception  of  the  words  in 
clause  3,  limiting  the  number  of  representatives  on  the 
Council  of  members  who  are  not  on  the  Register  of  Pharma-

And  Asquith  has  a  patent  embrocation,

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'1PHE  country  to  the  south  of  New  York  City, 
X  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  is  as  fine  from 
the  scenic  and  domestic  points  of  view  :is  any 
we  have  in  England.  There  myriads  of  ilowers 
are  in  bloom  from  May  to  September,  and  many 
a  good  apiary  is  to  be  seen  in  the  Orange  and 
Paterson  districts.  But  the  greatest  honey- 
producing  States  are  New  York,  California, 
Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Michigan, 
Kentucky,  North  Carolina,  and  Dakota.  The 
annual  produce  of  these  States  is  800,000  lbs. 
of  beeswax,  this  representing  no   Icsb  than 

16,000,000  lbs.  of 
honey.  Apart  from 
the  native  produce, 
the  United  States 
imports  large  quan- 
tities of  wax  from 
Africa  and  Cuba, 
such  as  London  also 
imports. 

There  is  a  large 
consumption  of 
bleached  beeswax  in 
the  United  States, 
and  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal factories  where- 
it  is  bleached  is 
situated  at  Paterson, 
Theo. 

Leonard  being  the 
proprietor.  The 
Scientific  American 
describes  the  pro- 
cesses through  which 
the  wax  goes.  The 
cakes  are  first  broken 
up  into  small  pieces 
and  put  into  a  large 
circular  tub  made  of 
cedar.    This  tub  is 


about  5  feet  high  and  about  3  feet  in  diameter.  Across 
the  bottom  of  the  tub  are  two  square  hollow  wooden 
pipes,  one  crossing  the  other  at  the  centre,  the  tops  of 
which  are  perforated  with  a  number  of  holes.  This  is 
connected  with  the  stetm-pipe.  About  1,500  lbs.  of 
wax  is  placed  in  the  tab,  and  enough  water  poured  on 
to  it  to  swim  it  well.  Steam  is  then  turned  on,  and  the 
wax,  in  about  three  hours,  becomes  thoroughly  melted, 
the  dirt  sinking  to  the  bottom.  It  is  then  drawn 
from  the  tub  and  run  through  a  sieve,  where  it  falls  down  on 
to  a  revolving  wooden  wheel  or  roller,  about  4*  feet  in 
length  and  18  inches  In  diameter.    The  bottom  of  this  roller 


rests  in  a  bed  of  water  about  18  inches  deep  and  6  feet  long, 
the  temperature  of  which  is  about  70°  F.  As  the  melted 
wax  leaves  the  sieve  it  strikes  or  falls  on  the  top  of  the 
wooden  wheel  in  small  pieces  or  ribbons,  sticking  fast  and 
becoming  instantly  chilled. 

The  roller  makes  about  sixty-four  revolutions  per  minute, 
the  wax  dropping  off  the  instant  it  comes  in  contact  with 
the  water.  The  material  is  then  taken  out  of  the  water-bed 
by  mean  of  wooden  forks,  and  placed  in  boxes  and  carried 
out  to  the  bleaching-frames.  These  frames  are  made  of 
wood,  about  100  feet  long,  14  feet  wide,  and  8  inches  deep, 
and  raised  3  feet  from  the  ground.    About  1,000  lbs.  of  wax 
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is  placed  on  each  frame,  and  left  out  clay  and  night  for  the 
sun  to  bleach  for  four  weeks.  It  is  sprinkled  with  water 
four  or  five  times  daily,  to  keep  the  hot  summer  sun  from 
melting  it,  as  the  temperature  reaches  as  high  as  120°  F. 
Once  a  day  a  sixty-four  pronged  wooden  rako  is  drawn  back 
and  forward  through  the  material,  which  turns  it  over, 
allowing  the  sun  to  act  on  every  particle.  Tho  wax  when 
first  taken  out  to  bleach  is  yellow.  After  four  weeks'  ex- 
posure in  the  sun,  it  becomes  a  creamy  white.  It  is  then 
gathered  up  and  taken  back  to  the  tubs,  and  melted  over 
again,  going  through  the  same  operation,  and  out  again  to 
•the  bleaching-frames,  to  remain  out  two  weeks  longer.  This 
second  bleaching  turns  the  wax  almost  to  a  snow-white,  and 
it  is  ready  to  be  formed  into  cakes  for  the  market. 

About  600  lbs.  is  then  melted  up  at  a  time  in  a  tub,  and 
drawn  off  to  be  made  into  cakes  as  needed.  These  cakes  are 
made  by  running  melted  wax  from  a  horizontal  movable 
,  copper  cylinder  into  circular  moulds.  The  moulds  are  of 
heavy  tin,  4  inches  in  diameter  and  about  J  inch  in  depth, 
and  are  placed  one  after  another  on  a  long  table,  the  sides 
of  which  are  fitted  up  with  tracks,  over  which  the  movable 
•cylinder  can  be  drawn  back  and  forth.  The  cylinder  is 
10  inches  in  diameter,  5  feet  in  length,  and  double.  The 


MEASURING  THE  DOS. 


PHARMACISTS  are  often  called  in  to  give  dogs  an  assisted 
passage  over  the  River  Styx.  A  short  time  ago  I  was  called 
in  professionally  to  give  more  lasting  assistance  by  supply, 
ing  legions  to  a  huge  and  valuable  bloodhound  pup,  which 
was  suffering  from  weakness  in  his  back  legs 

On  being  introduced  to  the  animal,  I  found  him  looking 
very  much  down  in  the  mouth  and  surrounded  by  all  sorts  of 
phosphatic  and  peptonic  foods.  Once  he  turned  his  head 
and  looked  at  me  in  a  sad  mute  sort  of  a  way.  His  master 
then  asked  me  to  begin  taking  the  necessary  measures  for 
the  irons.  I  may  here  mention  that  my  tape- measure  seemed 
somewhat  damp  and  kept  falling  from  my  fingers. 

The  owner  noticing,  no  doubt,  my  intense  interest  in  the 
case,  informed  me  that  he  had  him  "  quite  tight."  I  now 
ppproached,  but  the  animal  gave  me  such  a  violent  kick  with 
his  back  legs,  at  the  same  time  making  a  blood-curdling 
noise  from  the  depths  of  his  fine  chest,  that  I  took  several 
steps  (I  use  the  word  advisedly)  in  a  backward  direction,  at 
the  same  time  suggesting  to  the  owner  would  it  not  be  inte- 
resting for  the  sake  of  science  to  chloroform  the  creature  ? 
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crater  cylinder  contains  hot  water,  which  surrounds  the  inner 
one,  containing  about  15  lbs.  of  melted  wax.  The  hot  water 
and  wax  are  poured  into  the  cylinders  by  means  of  capped 
tubes  at  each  end.  Projecting  from  the  outside  cylinder 
and  connecting  with  the  inner  cylinder  are  a  number  of 
small  hollow  tubes,  through  which,  when  the  attendant  turns 
the  cylinder  over,  the  wax  runs  out  into  the  moulds.  As 
soon  as  the  moulds  are  filled,  the  cylinder  is  drawn  back 
again  and  pushed  forward  to  the  next  set  of  moulds,  the 
operation  being  repeated  until  the  moulds  are  all  filled.  To 
keep  the  wax  from  cooling,  the  hot  water  is  renewed  after 
every  90  lbs.  of  wax  has  been  drawn  off.  The  moulded  wax 
sets  in  about  one  hour,  and  it  is  packed  into  boxes  ready  for 
market. 


American  Clinical  Thermometers  do  not  seem  to  be 
any  better  than  those  which  we  have  experience  of.  The 
managers  of  the  Observatory  of  Yale  University  say  that 
only  a  small  percentage  of  the  instruments  sold  are  sent  to 
them  for  certification,  and  some  are  carefully  selected. 
Nevertheless,  they  are  sometimes  compelled  to  reject  25,  50 
and  even  75  per  cent. 


He  somewhat  roughly  answered,  "  No  !  Get  along  ! — he

At  last  things  got  so 
lively  that  I  suggested  lassoing  one  hind  leg  at  a  time  and 
drawing  the  limb  in  between  the  partly-closed  door,  leaving 
the  biting  part  of  the  creature  on  the  other  side.  This  suc- 
ceeded admirably.  I  soon  got  the  leg-irons  on,  and  they 
fitted  beautifully,  increasing  the  height  of  the  animal  by 
quite  6  inches. 

A  few  months  after  this  I  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  him 
take  the  first  prize  in  his  class.  I  have  the  cast-off  leg- 
irons  yet — I  take  them  out  sometimes  and  gaze  upon  them, 
and  my  heart  is  filled  with  a  great  thankfulness  that  I  am 
here  to  tell  th.e  tale.  Fred.  Reynolds.

THE  day  of  our  visit  to  the  Hampstead  Road  hospital  was 
one  of  those  treacherous  sunny  and  windy  February 
days  which  fill  hospitals  with  patients.  "  Come  when  Sir 
Benjamin  is  there,"  was  the  injunction  of  Mr.  Deputy  John 
Hughes,  the  treasurer.  Many  in  the  drug-trade  know  Mr. 
Hughes,  of  Idris  &  Co.  He  is  an  ardent  temperance  reformer, 
and  has  long  taken  a  very  active  interest  in  the  London 
Temperance  Hospital.  A  chat  with  him  about  it  had  led  up 
to  the  visit ;  and  one  of  our  staff,  therefore,  found  himself 
inquiring  all  about  the  institution,  its  principles,  foundation, 
and  progress.  The  story  may  be  told  briefly,  and  we  shall  follow 
the  Rev.  Dawson  Burns,  D.D.,  in  regard  to  the  chief  facts. 
There  are  many,  even  at  the  present  time,  almost  a  quarter 
of  a  century  after  the  hospital's  inception,  who  do  not  take 
it  seriously,  and  are  quite  unaware  that  it  is  a  living  demon- 
stration of  a  spe- 
cific principle  in 
medical  treat- 
ment. As  such  it 
deserves  unpreju- 
diced considera- 
tion, and  that  we 
have  endeavoured 
to  give  it. 

The  idea  of 
treating  disease 
without  alcohol, 
either  in  the  form 
of  stimulants  or 
in  medicines,  came 
from  the  United 
States.  Late  in 
1870  a  Dr.  Caleb 
H.  Yewen,  who 
held  an  American 
degree,  proposed 
to  Dr.  Dawson 
Burns  and  two 
other  temperance 
reformers  to  stait 
a  Temperance 
Dispensary  in 
London,  the  idea 

being  to  carry  out  the  principle"  aforesaid.  Dr.  Dawson 
Burns  and  his  colleagues  did  not  agiee  with  the  pro- 
posal ;  dispensary  practice,  they  thought,  could  not  control 
the  use  of  alcohol  by  patients,  but  in  hospital  they 
felt  something  could  be  done.  That  idea  was  taken  up 
two  months  later  at  a  meeting  of  temperance  men,  Dr. 
James  Edmunds,  M.R.C.P.,  taking  an  active  part  in  the 
organisation,  and  acting  as  chairman  of  the  committee  until 
he  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Thomas  Cash,  father  of  Professor 
Cash,  the  pharmacologist.  Mr.  John  Hughes  was  amongst 
those  who  were  at  the  formation  of  the  institution  and  the 
drafting  of  the  rules  which  embody  the  first  principles — viz., 
that  the  administration  of  alcohol  is  unnecessary  in  the 
treatment  of  disease.  Although  the  exclusion  of  pharma- 
copceial  alcoholic  preparations  was  not  specifically  intended 
or  prohibited,  the  rule  in  regard  to  the  use  of  alcohol  as  a 
stimulant  worked  out  practically  to  the  exclusion  of  all 
alcoholic  preparations  whatsoever.    Consequently  galenical

pharmacy  had  to  be  remodelled.  The  rule  is  exceedingly 
stringent,  being  in  the  following  terms  : — 

Rule  XV.— Exceptional  Cases. 

As  the  especial  object  of  this  hospital  is  to  discourage  in 
the  treatment  of  disease  the  employment  of  alcohol,  and  to 
furnish  trustworthy  evidence  of  the  results  of  its  disuse,  it 
shall  be  incumbent  on  the  prescribing  medical  officer,  in  any 
case  where  alcohol  in  any  form  is  ordered  for  a  patient,  to 
enter  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose  the  full  particulars  of 
the  prescription,  including  thb  time,  quantity,  and  reasons  of 
its  administration.  The  effect  of  the  dose  also  shall  sub- 
sequently be  noted.  A  record  of  all  such  cases  in  each  year 
shall  be  included  in  the  following  annual  report. 

A  start  was  made  in  the  house  112  Gower  Street,  W.C., 
where  the  first  patient  was  received  on  October  6,  1873,  the 

staff  then  consist- 
ing of  Drs.  James 
Edmunds  and  J.  J. 
Ridge  (physi- 
cians), Mr.  S.  W. 
Moore  (surgeon), 
and  Dr.  John 
Dixon  (house  sur- 
geon). Miss  S.  E. 
Orme  was  super- 
intendent, and 
still  remains  so. 
The  house  could 
receive  seventeen 
in-patients  only, 
and  in  a  year  or 
two  this  accom- 
modation was 
severely  pressed, 
so  that  the  pre- 
sent buildings  in 
Hampstead  Road 
were  projected. 
These  were  opened 
by  the  Lord 
Mayor  of  London 
in  1881,  and  four 
years  later  an  ad- 
ditional wiDg  was  erected  and  opened. 

Such  has  been  the  hospital's  progress.  We  might  call  it 
one  of  the  minor  therapeutic  institutions  of  the  metropolis, 
so  far  as  magnitude  is  concerned,  for  at  the  best  it  can  only 
accommodate  120  patients.  There  are  really  never  more  than 
eighty-three  in,  owing  to  want  of  funds. 

Of  the  structural  arrangements  we  need  not  speak ;  there 
are  wards  for  men,  women,  and  children,  and  medical  and 
surgical  wings.  The  apartments  are  bright  and  lofty;  the 
floors  waxed— and  for  that  Sir  Benjamin  Richardson  has-  a 
word  to  say  from  the  ozonising  point  of  view.  Of  course, 
there  is  attached  to  the  hospital  a  large  outdoor  dispensary 
practice,  of  which  more  anon. 

Our  representative  had  been  chatting  with  Miss  Orme  for 
some  time  before  Sir  Benjamin  Richardson  arrived.  To  the 
rather  blunt  question,  "  Is  your  object  to  inculcate  temper- 
ance ? "  Miss  Orme  smilingly  replied  that  they  did  not 
preach  that  in  the  hospital,  but  they  had  a  deal  of  practice. 
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"  Do  you  a  Imit  anyone,  teetotaller  or  drunkard  ?  "  "  Yes, 
and  all  shades  between.  Many  who  find  in  the  hospital 
that  they  can  do  without  stimulants  give  them  up  after- 
wards, and  the  parents  of  children  who  have  been  treated 
in  the  hospi'al  often  stop  drinking."  Miss  Orine  could  only 
remember  one  patient  who  demanded  drink — a  woman  who 
had  been  much  addicted  to  brandy.  As  there  is  no  such 
thing  in  the  hospital  she  could  not  get  it. 

"When  alcohol  is  absolutely  required  do  you  give  it?" 

"  That  rarely  happens ;  only  once  last  year,  and  then  a 
-drachm  of  rectified  spirit  was  given  every  four  hours  for  a 
■day  or  two.  But  here  is  Sir  Benjamin ;  he  will  tell  you  all 
about  it." 

Our  representative  turned  to  shake  hands  with  the  distin- 
guished physician,  who  is  as  noted  for  the  achievements  of 
bis  pen,  for  his  work  as  a  sanitarian,  and  his  excursions  into 
the  mystic  regions  of  psychology  as  for  his  invaluable  re- 
searches on  anesthetics.  Nor  is  Sir  Benjamin  less  ardent  as 
a  politician,  and  it  may  be  said  that  his  hair  has  become 
silvered  in  his  services  to  the  Liberal  party.    Sir  Benjamin

studied  medicine  at  Glasgow,  and  it  was  from  Professor 
Thomas  Graham,  we  believe,  that  he  imbibed  that  enthu- 
siasm for  chemistry  which  has  tinctured  all  his  researches. 

"  What  paper  do  you  represent  7  "  was  his  question  to  our 
representative.  "  Oh,  The  Chemist  and  Druggist.  I 
know  it  well,  and  read  it  regularly ;  a  very  good  paper.  And 
what  would  you  like  me  to  tell  you  about  the  hospital  ?  " 

"  The  alcohol  question  is  the  main  one.  I  can  understand 
why  you  exclude  it  as  a  beverage,  a  stimulant,  or  aid  to 
medical  treatment,  but  alcohol  as  a  pharmaceutical  men- 
struum and  preservative  you  ban.  What  possible  objection 
can  there  be  to  the  alcohol  in,  say,  a  minim  of  tincture  of 
aconite  ? " 

"  Ah,  that's  the  crux  of  the  matter.  Once  we  admit  it  to 
general  use  in  any  form  our  first  principle  is  gone.  Besides, 
we  have  glycerine  tinctures  and  tabloids  made  with  alcoholic 
tinctures,  but  freed  from  the  alcohol.  Oh,  we  get  along  very 
well  without  spiritus  vini  rcatificatus." 

"  And  without  modifying  ordinary  methods  of  treat- 
ment ? "   


"  Yes,  generally.  Of  course,  every  medical  man  has  his 
own  favourites.  I  have  mine,  and  give  a  lot  of  peroxide  of 
hydrogen  or  oxygen,  and  some  of  those  etherial  bodies 
which  you  know  I  have  worked  with.  But  look  round  at 
the  dispensary,  and  see  what  is  done  there.  What  do  we 
give  for  brandy  in  pneumonia  and  typhoid  7  Well,  there  are 
many  other  stimulants— ether,  ammonia,  warm  coffee;  thete 
we  give  a  lot  of  when  stimulants  are  needed,  but  we  rely 
more  upon  perfect  hygienic  conditions  and  most  liberal 
feeding.  We  have  good  nursing,  too  ;  that  is  the  first  con- 
sideration.   But  come  witli  me,  and  see  my  patients." 

As  we  went  towards  the  children's  ward,  Sir  Benjamin's 
chat  showed  that  he  has  a  large  heart  for  little  ones.  The 
children's  ward  was  full.  "  It  always  is,"  he  explained ;  "  we 
are  in  the  heart  of  a  working-class  district.  We  have  another 
ward  that  we  should  like  to  furnish  for  children  if  we  had 
the  money."  Then  from  this  ward  to  the  men's  medical 
ward,  where  there  were  several  interesting  cases,  and  Sir 
Benjamin  Eichardson  wished  to  show  the  oxygen  apparatus. 
He  explained  how  some  patients  may  breathe  the  pure 
oxygen  for  hours  at  a  time.  It  is  Brin's  oxygen  that  is  used ; 
the  large  steel  cylinder  being  inserted  lengthways  at  the 
base  of  a  strong  table  which  runs  on  castors.  Through  the 
outlet-tube  the  gas  goes  by  strong  rubber  tubing  into  a 
globular  wash-bottle.  Sometimes  medicaments  are  put  into 
the  wash- water,  and  the  day  before  the  visit  a  patient's 
lunge,  which  were  choked  with  secretion,  were  cleared  by 
drying  the  oxygen  over  sulphuric  acid.  As  an  example  of 
the.  good  effects  of  oxygen-inhalation  a  young  phthisical 
patient  was  pointed  out.  He  had  come  into  the  hospital  a 
few  weeks  before  weighing  6|  stone,  and  that  day  he  had 
tipped  the  scale  at  8  stone  3  lbs.  Beside  this  patient  was 
another,  just  admitted — a  lad  of  eighteen,  in  a  distressed 
condition,  suffering  from  pleurisy  and  pneumonia.  He 
sucked  in  the  oxygen  with  a  feeling  of  relief.  As  for  the 
medicines  that  these  and  other  patients  were  taking,  they 
were  what  we  are  all  accustomed  to  ;  and  were  it  not  for  the 
absence  of  alcohol  from  the  diet-chart,  we  could  draw  no 
mark  of  difference  between  treatment  in  it  and  the  other 
hospitals  in  the  metropolis.  By  the  way,  baths  are  exten- 
sively used  for  fever  patients,  and  there  are  special  water 
arrangements,  so  that  the  patients  may  be  kept  in  the  baths 
continuously. 

Again  the  essential  principle  of  the  Temperance  Hospital 
is  emphasised,  and  we  have  the  medical  view  of  the  matter 
with  these  figures,  which  speak  for  themselves  : —

The  out-patients'  department  cannot  be  taken  to  illustrate 
the  institution's  first  principle;  but  here  in  the  interne 
practice  we  find  a  death-rate  of  6  per  cent.,  or  practically 
the  average  for  general  hospitals  ;  and  on  examining  the 
statistics  for  such  diseases  as  pneumonia  and  typhoid,  in 
which  alcoholic  stimulation  is  generally  resorted  to,  we  find 
that  the  mortality  is  if  anything  below  the  average.  Turning 
now  to 

Temperance  Pharmacy, 
the  first  question  that  the  pharmacist  may  ask  is,  How  are 
the  tinctures  made  ?  As  to  that  we  have  had  some  conversa- 
tion with  Dr.  J.  J.  Ridge,  son  of  the  invjntor  of  Mdge's  food, 
and  physician  to  the  hospital.  We  hive  learnt  from  him 
that  the  experiments  for  the  snbstitu'ioi  of  alcohol  were 
made  long  ago  in  the  hospital,  but  the  staff  were  it,uch 
assisted  by  Messrs.  Southall  Brothers  &  B  relay,  of  Biiming- 
ham,  who  used  a  menstruum  consisting  of

It  will  be  lemembered  that  the  subject  was  very  fully 
dealt  with  in  The  Chemist  and  Dbugcist  by  Mr. 
F.  H.  Alcock,  F.C.S.,  eight  or  nine  years  ago.  At  the 
present  time  instead  of  acting  upon  the  drugs  with  the 
menstruum,  B.P.  spirit  tinctures  are  evaporated  to  get  rid 
of  alcohol,  and  the°residue  is  made  up  to  the  required  bulk 
with  glycerine  and  water,  5  per  cent,  of  acetic  acid  being  added 
iu  the  case  of  alkaloidal  tinctures.  A  still  better  advance 
has  been  made  in  the  use  of  tabloid  triturates  of  tinctures, 
which  Messrs.  Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co.  have  made  for  the 
hospital.  These  are  considered  to  be  specially  valuable  and 
efficient  substitutes  for  aromatic  or  resinous  tinctures.  1 

Calling  at  the  dispensary  our  representative  found  it  in 
charge  of  Miss  de  Lassasie,  who  has  recently  been -ap- 
pointed to  the  post  of  dispenser.  She  came  there  direct 
from  the  Square,  and  was  still  taking  strange  with  the 
new  style  of  pharmacy  that  she  had  to  deal  with.  "  I 
am  awfully  busy,"  she  said  to  our  interviewer.  "You 
see  all  those  patients  waiting  for  their  medicine,  and 
look  at  this  pile  of  prescriptions  I  have  to  get  through.' 
That  was  the  very  thing  our  representative  wanted  to  see. 
What  were  they  ?  "  Tr.  ferri  perchlor.  5ij."  ("  That's  liquor, 
you  know,"  said  the  fair  dispenser) ;  "  Inf.  quassire  ad  Oj." 
("  Fresh  infusions  I  use  ").  Another,  a  bronchitis-mixture — 
Ammon.  carb.,  vin.  ipecac;  and  so  on.  The  prescribing 
differed  not  at  all  from  ordinary  hospital  prescribing  ;  and  as 
there  is  plenty  of  it — 5,000  patients,  indoor  and  out,  attend- 
ing the  hospital  yearly — the  dispenser  is  kept  busy. 

While  our  representative  watched  the  patients  receive 
their  physic  from  Miss  de  Lissasie's  expert  hands,  he  had 
the  opportunity  of  studying  the  general  arrangements  of  the 
dispensary.  It  is  small,  but  compact  and  orderly,  and  the 
absence  of  alcohol  naturally  throws  much  work  upon  the 
dispenser.  It  may  interest  the  sterner  worshippers  of  Galen 
to  know  that  when  Miss  de  Lassasie  is  deeply  engrossed  in 
pharmaceutical  processes  she  protects  her  gown  with  a 
dainty  "  overall "  of  pale-blue  linen.  It  is  a  century  or  two 
in  advance  of  the  apron,  but,  alas  !  just  of  that  "  cut "  which 
the  male  pharmacist  cannot  adopt.  If  we  were  asked  our 
opinion  of  temperance  pharmacy,  we  are  afraid  that  we 
should  have  to  say  that  it  is  not  so  high  as  the  opinion  we 
have  formed  of  temperance  therapeutics.  Glycerine  tinctures 
are  not  a  complete  success,  not  efficient  substitutes  for 
spirituous  tinctures,  and  not  adapted  for  general  pharmacy. 


Phabmacists  in  South  Australia. — The  Pharmaceu- 
tical Register  of  South  Australia  for  1894  gives  a  total  of 
194  names,  five  being  females.  As  to  qualifications,  73  are 
registered  as  being  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  South  Australia ;  50  as  in  business  before  October  14, 
1841 ;  63  as  assistants,  and  5  as  dispensers  prior  to  that 
date  ;  and  3  on  British  certificates.  It  must  not  be  thought 
that  the  73  members  mentioned  above  represent  the  full 
strength  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  As  a  matter  of  fact 
it  embraces  at  present  141  of  the  total  registrations. 


VANILLA.  IN  TAHITI. 


THE  cultivation  of  vanilla  has  received  a  good  deal  of 
attention  lately  from  our  official  representatives  abroad. 
The  British  Consul  in  Tahiti  (Polynesia)  has  just  sent  home 
an  exhaustive  report  on  the  culture  of  the  plant  in  his 
district,  from  which  we  take  the  following  passages  : — 

The  cultivation  of  vanilla  has  been  carried  on  in  the 
Island  of  Tahiti  for  several  years,  but  is  limited  to  a  few 
districts  only,  that  of  Papara  supplying  more  than  half  of 
quantity  sent  into  the  market. 

The  native  mode  of  cultu  e  is,  as  a  rule,  simply  to  plant 
the  cuttings  of  the  vine  under  the  shade  of  trees,  and  then 
to  leave  them  to  grow  and  twine  round  supports  as  best  they 
can. 

Shade,  though  not  dense,  is  necessary  to  ensure  a  successful 
crop  of  beans.  About  one  year  from  the  time  of  planting 
the  vine  commences  to  flower,  and  the  inoculation,  which 
then  takes  place,  must  be  carefully  attended  to;  this  is 
generally  carried  out  by  women  and  children  whose  light 
hands  are  best  suited  for  the  delicate  operation.  In  from 
six  to  nine  months  from  the  time  of  inoculation  the  bean 
will  be  ripe  for  picking  and  curing. 

The  native  method  of  curing  is  to  keep  the  beans 
alternately  indoors  rolled  in  cloths,  and  outdoors  during  the 
day  spread  on  mats  exposed  to  the  sun,  for  periods  of  three 
or  four  days  at  a  time,  until  they  are  dried  and  ready  for  the 
market,  but  many  native  planters  now  dry  their  vanilla  in 
boxes  with  glass  covers. 

At  the  Temarua  plantation,  which  is  under  foreign 
management,  great  attention  is  paid  to  trimming  the 
plants,  and  keeping  the  ground  clear  from  weeds,  and  the 
vines  are  trained  on  well-selected  supports  invariably  care- 
fully attended  to. 

The  boxes  used  for  curing  the  beans  are  made  of  hard 
wood  with  glass  covers,  and  measure  6  by  4  by  2  feet  in  depth. 
They  are  usually  filled  three-quarters  full,  the  beans  being 
placed  on  a  blanket  in  the  bottom  of  each  box  and  covered 
with  a  double  thickness  of  blanket  at  the  top.  The  glass 
lids  are  then  put  on,  and  the  boxes  exposed  .to  the  stin  for 
about  fifteen  days,  when  the  beans  are  generally  found  to- 
be  sufficiently  sweated  to  admit  of  their  removal  to  the 
drying-house,  which  is  constructed  of  corrugated  iron,  and 
contains  three  tiers  of  wire  shelves.  The  beans  are  laid  on 
the  top  tier  first,  and  are  then  moved  to  the  second  and 
third  in  succession  as  they  gradually  dry,  and  remain 
on  the  latter  until  they  are  perfectly  dry  and  fit  for  th& 
market. 

The  Temarua  plantation  consists  of  about  51  acres. 

The  annual  expenses  with  an  experienced  foreman  receiv- 
ing 200Z.  per  annum,  amount  to  about  400Z. 

The  crop  varies  from  90  to  260  lbs.  per  acre  per  year. 
An  average  of  175  lbs.  at  the  medium  price  of  4s.  per  lb. 
leaves  a  very  fair  profit. 

The  Tahiti  vanilla  is  inferior  to  that  of  Mexico,  Bourbon, 
and  Mauritius,  and  this  drawback  is  not  improved  by  the 
careless  manner  in  which  the  native,  and  even  the  European, 
dries  and  ties  his  bundles  of  beans  for  export.  The  follow- 
ing figures  show  the  exports  of  vanilla  from  Tahiti  during 
the  last  ten  years  : —

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AUTOMATIC  DISINFECTION. 
By  B.  S.  Proctob,  F.I.C. 


PERMANGANATE  of  potash  lends  itself  readily  to  the  task 
of  deodorating  household  conveniences,  and  is  popular 
because  of  its  not  substituting  another  evil  smell  for  the  one 
it  removes.  From  this  circumstance  several  contrivances 
have  already  been  suggested  for  keeping  a  small,  but  regular, 
addition  of  this  chemical  to  the  water  supplied  to  the  w.c. 
Several  of  these  suggestions  have  been  either  unnecessarily 
expensive  or  have  involved  mechanical  arrangements  which 
were  to  be  brought  into  play  by  the  same  action  which  sets 
the  flush  of  water  going. 

I  have  now  to  notice  a  simple  mode  of  effecting  this 
object,  which  I  have  had  in  operation  for  eighteen  months  or 
more. 

It  is  only  applicable  where  the  cistern  which  supplies  water 
to  the  w.c.  is  used  for  no  other  purpose,  but  as  this  is  now 
commonly  the  case,  and  ought  always  to  be  so,  the  sugges- 
tion may  possibly  be  worth  the  adoption  of  some  of  my 
fellow-pharmacists  or  their  customers. 

Take  any  bottle  which  will  not  stand,  such  as  a  soda-water 
bottle,  and  plug  it  with  a  glass  stopper  which  will  not  fit  it 
watertight.  Put  into  the  bottle  2  oz.  or  3  oz.  of  permanganate 
of  potash,  and  add  water  till  the  bottle  is  three-fourths  full 


or  a  little  more.  Secure  the  stopper  in  its  place  by  wire,  and 
lay  the  bottle  in  the  small  supply-cistern.  There  will  now 
be  a  few  inches  depth  of  water  covering  the  bottle,  causing  a 
little  leakage  of  water  inwards,  the  air  which  occupies  a  por- 
tion of  the  upper  side  of  the  bottle  undergoing  a  slight  com- 
pression. When  flushing  commences  the  pressure  is  relieved, 
the  air  expands,  and  forces  out  a  little  of  the  disinfecting- 
solution.  The  flushing  being  finished,  the  cistern  again  fills 
-with  water,  and  the  leakage  takes  place  inwards.  The 
elastic  cushion  of  air  which  occupies  the  upper  side  of  the 
bottle  as  it  lies  horizontally  insures  that  with  any  increase  of 
water  in  the  cistern  an  inward  leakage  takes  place,  and  with 
-a  decrease  of  water  in  the  cistern  an  outward  flow  takes 
place.  The  extent  of  this  inward  and  outward  flow  depends 
•upon  the  quantity  of  air  thus  included  and  the  difference 
between  the  depth  of  water  when  the  cistern  is  in  its  fullest 
and  emptiest  condition.  But  there  are  other  circumstances 
which  also  slightly  affect  this  flow. 

If  the  stopper  fits  the  bottle  nearly  watertight,  the  flow 
may  be  rather  little  at  first  and  become  less,  through  a  small 
deposit  of  manganic  oxide,  which  will  take  place  as  the  flow 
inwards  of  water  containing  a  trace  of   organic  matter 


reduces  a  little  of  the  permanganate ;  the  oxide  adheres  to 
the  surfaces  of  the  glass,  and  diminishes  the  little  space 
through  which  the  leakage  takes  place.  As  the  plugging  of 
a  bottle-neck  with  a  glass  stopper,  both  presumably  round  or 
nearly  so,  leaves  a  very  small  space,  consequent  upon  their 
imperfect  fitting— a  space  the  nature  of  which  renders  it 
peculiarly  liable  to  be  choked  by  the  gradual  deposit  of  oxide 
on  the  contiguous  surfaces— I  have  found  it  advantageous  to 
file  a  small  groove  in  the  stopper  with  a  triangular  file,  cut- 
ting to  the  depth  of  about  inch.  This  forms  a  better 
channel  for  the  flow  of  the  solution,  reduces  the  chance  of 
choking,  and  enables  the  bottle  to  keep  in  working  order  for 
three  or  four  months  without  attention. 

The  diffusion  which  takes  place  from  the  bottle  into  the 
cistern  when  there  is  no  charjge  of  pressure  is  very  small, 
but  atmospheric  changes  have  a  very  palpable  effect  upon 
the  flow.  The  normal  flow  may  be  taken  as  that  consequent 
upon  the  expansion  of  the  air  occupying  a  space  of,  say, 
2  fluid  oz.,  on  being  relieved  of  about  4  inches  head  of 
water,  and  will  equal  about  10  minims  of  the  solution.  A 
sudden  fall  in  the  barometer  to  the  extent  of  a  few  tenths 
of  an  inch  would  have  the  same  effect.  A  sudden  rise  in 
the  barometer  would  not  detract  from  the  flow  unless  it 
took  place  simultaneously  with  the  flushing,  covered  just 
the  same  pressure,  and  occupied  just  the  same  time — a  co- 
incidence practically  impossible. 

Change  of  temperature  has  also  a  notable  influence  on  the 
supply  of  permanganate  resulting  from  the  expansion  of  air 
by  heat,  but  as  the  temperature  of  the  water  flowing  from 
the  mains  does  not  vary  much  or  quickly,  the  effect  is  only 
noticed  in  warm  weather,  when  the  flow  of  comparatively 
cold  water  into  the  cistern  causes  a  thermometrical  con- 
traction at  the  same  time  as  contraction  by  pressure,  and 
the  gradual  rise  in  temperature  of  the  water  in  the  cistern 
causes  some  flow  of  disinfectant,  independent  of  that  which 
takes  place  upon  flushing.  Thus  the  apparatus  works  rather 
more  freely  in  warm  weather — a  circumstance  not  at  all  to 
be  objected  to.  I  have  spoken  of  this  arrangement  only  in 
connection  with  permanganate,  which  is  the  only  material 
with  which  I  have  tried  it ;  but  I  see  no  reason  why  it 
should  not  act  equally  well  with  other  disinfectants,  provided 
they  are  not  corrosive  and  not  very  freely  soluble.  Corrosive 
sublimate  would  probably  act  too  much  upon  the  lead  cis- 
tern and  pipes,  and  chloride  of  zinc  would  too  speedily 
become  exhausted,  and  give  no  indication  when  this  had 
taken  place.  Speaking  roughly,  6  oz.  of  permanganate  will 
saturate  100  oz.  of  water ;  each  flushing  will  consume  10  or 
12  minims  of  solution.  Consequently  this  supply  should 
serve  for  4,000  flushings— an  estimate  which  fairly  accords 
with  experience. 


New  Therapeutical  Uses  for  Olive  Oil —The  Cali- 
fornians  have  for  years  been  trying  to  grow  sufficient  olives 
to  supply  the  United  States  demand,  but  so  far  these  praise- 
worthy efforts  have  been  unsuccessful.  The  growers  have 
now  started  on  a  new  track,  inasmuch  as  they  have  "  suc- 
ceeded in  obtaining  the  co-operation  of  practising  physi- 
cians," who  now  recommend  olive  oil  to  their  patients  as  a 
remedy  for  certain  ailments.  "  The  enterprising  newspapers 
of  San  Francisco,"  we  read  in  the  New  York  Shipping  List, 
"are  only  too  anxious  to  announce  the  cures  from  this 
treatment,  as  the  journals  believe  in  fostering  and  protecting 
.home  industry.  Several  victims  of  malarial  fever  are  de- 
scribed as  having  been  completely  restored  by  liberal  doses 
of  pure  olive  oil.  According  to  information  from  the  Pacific 
Coast  the  oil  not  only  acts  as  an  antidote  to  poison,  but 
it  puts  flesh  on  lean  people,  as  we  read  of  one  man  who  was 
converted  from  '  a  rake '  to  aldermanic  proportions  of  180  lbs. 
in  a  brief  time."

CARBOLIC   ACID    NOT    TO  BE 
SCHEDULED. 

In  Mr.  Acland's  opinicn,  expressed  in  his  answer  to  Mr 
Macdona,  M.P.,  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Friday  last* 
"  it  is  not  expedient  to  place  an  article  like  carbolic  acid, 
which  is  used  for  disinfecting  and  other  purposes,  under  the 
restrictions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  which  would  confine  the 
sale  exclusively  to  chemists  and  druggists."  The  importance 
of  Mr.  Acland's  opinion  lies  in  the  fact  that  he  is 
Vice-President  of  the  Council  and  a  Cabinet  Minister.  In 
these  remarks  he  clearly  defines  the  decision  of  the  Privy 
Council  on  the  proposal  submitted  to  them  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  to  add  carbolic  acid  to  the  second  part  of 
the  poisons  schedule,  and  we  presume  the  Council's  refusal 
to  sanction  that  course  has  been,  or  will  shortly  be,  conveyed 
in  a  formal  manner  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

This  is  practically  the  third  time  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  have  brought  the  subject  of  scheduling  carbolic  acid 
under  the  notice  of  the  Privy  Council.  Twice  they  have 
passed  a  resolution  in  statutory  form,  and  once  they  officially 
mentioned  the  matter.  Now  has  come  the  opportunity 
which  we  have  long  anticipated  for  a  bold  course  of  action 
in  vindication  of  their  resolution  and  of  the  Pharmacy  Act 
generally,  and  we  look  with  some  confidence  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  undertaking  the  contest.  If  they  will  fight 
it  earnestly  and  unitedly  they  will  have  the  hearty  support 
of  the  trade,  and  we  have  little  doubt  of  the  result. 

The  Privy  Council  are  demonstrably  in  the  wrong.  What 
Mr.  Acland  says  against  including  carbolic  acid  in  the 
poisons  schedule  applies  with  even  greater  force  to  nearly 
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every  poison  named  thereon.  It  is  ridiculous,  as  his  own 
figures  show,  to  maintain  the  Pharmacy  Act  in  force, 
and  to  refuse  to  regulate  the  sale  of  carbolic  acid  by  its  pro- 
visions. With  extraordinary  rapidity  carbolic  acid  has 
climbed  to  the  second  place  in  the  list  of  poisons  employed 
by  suicides,  and  occasioning  deaths  by  acoident.  Its  only 
successful  rival  in  the  deadly  race  now  is  laudanum  and 
other  preparations  of  opium.  No  other  fact  proves  so  con- 
clusively as  this  the  value  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  in  checking 
suicides  and  limiting  accidents.  Nobody  can  suppose  that 
a  horrible  caustic  poison  like  carbolic  acid  would  have 
acquired  such  popularity  if  it  were  not  on  account  of  the 
facilities  for  obtaining  it. 

Mr.  Acland  says  "  the  Government  are  considering  whether 
an  amendment  of  the  law  can  be  made  so  that  some  pre- 
cautionary regulations  may  be  applied."  If  the  Government 
find  any  difficulty  in  their  "considering,"  they  may  refer  to 
that  masterpiece  of  Privy  Council  legislation  which  their 
some  time  President,  Lord  Carlingford,  introduced  in  1885. 
In  that  Bill  carbolic  acid  and  some  other  chemicals  were  to 
be  named  in  a  third  part  of  the  schedule,  and  were  to  be 
labelled  "Poison,"  but  to  be  sold  by  anybody.  Lord 
Carlingford  himself  gave  the  first  illustration  of  the 
dangerous  misapprehension  which  that  sort  of  legislation 
was  calculated  to  convey.  "  In  this  part,"  [he  told  the 
House  of  Lords,  "  we  propose  to  include  only  those  substances 
which  are  rather  poisonous."  It  will  require  more  than  the 
combined  genius  of  the  whole  of  the  Cabinet  to  frame  a 
measure  which  will  put  milder  restrictions  on  the  sale  of  the 

substance  without  suggesting  a  false  idea  of  its  comparative 

safety. 

It  is  the  plainest  and  most  obvious  duty  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  to  strip  for  this  fight.  They  are  the 
principal  administrators  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  they  are 
relied  upon  by  the  public  to  protect  them  against  poison. 
Then,  too,  they  have  a  splendid  case,  and  the  Privy  Council 
have,  logically,  none  whatever.  There  would  be  no  difficulty 
in  getting  their  proposal  endorsed  by  nine-tenths  of  the 
coroners  of  England  and  Wales,  and  by  a  thousand  of  the 
leading  medical  practitioners.  In  1883  we  took  a  vote  of 
the  coroners  of  England  and  Wales,  and  out  of  seventy-four 
who  were  good  enough  to  reply  to  our  questions  less  than 
half-a-dozen  were  unfavourable  to  the  policy  of  adding 
carbolic  acid  to  the  schedule  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  the 
few  dissentients  gave  ambiguous  replies.  With  such  evi- 
dence as  could  be  accumulated,  the  support  of  a  large 
majority  of  the  members  of  Parliament  could  be  ensured, 
and  with  such  a  backing  the  Privy  Council  would  have  to 
surrender.  The  Government  would  not  go  to  the  country  on 
the  cry  of  "  free  trade  in  carbolic  acid." 

The  Privy  Council  will  have  one  argument,  and  only  one, 
in  reply  to  pharmacists.  They  may  allege  that  chemists,  as 
a  body,  have  not  shown  sufficient  willingness  to  accept  the 
conditions  of  the  contract  made  with  them  in  1858  to 
justify  the  transfer  to  them  exclusively  of  the  sale  of  all 
poisons ;  and  they  may  also  point  to  the  not  infrequent 
suggestions  which  have  been  published  that  special  charges 
for  poisons  should  be  made,  and  to  recent  prosecutions  for 
insufficient  care  in  selling.  These  would  make  a  strong 
case,  and  we  mention  it  here  to  show  how  a  few  chemists 
have  the  power  to  injure  the  progress  of  the  whole  body  by 
a  contempt  for  the  provisions  of  the  law.  The  answer 
to  such  allegations  would  be,  of  course,  that  the  exceptions 
are  the  cases  which  get  reported  ;  that  there  is  a  growing 
sense  of  responsibility  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  poisons  among 
chemists ;  and  that  certainly  there  is  no  other  class  of 
persons  anything  like  so  competent  for  the  task  as  chemists 
and  druggists. 


PRETENDERS    TO  PHYSIC. 

In  an  article  in  the  Asclcpiad,  entitled  as  above,  Sir  B.  W. 
Richardson  has  something  to  say  about  "  counter-pre- 
scribing." He  is  not  very  bitter  on  the  subject.  Of  the 
"  terrorist  quacks,"  and  of  the  "  homicidal  quacks,"  he 
writes  with  justifiable  indignation.  The  former,  he  says, 
are  extremely  frightened  of  exposure.  "  Supported  by  the 
public  voice,  a  good  organisation  could  put  them  all  down  in 
twelve  months,  and  relieve  the  young  of  their  pestilent 
influence."    Of  the  nostrum-mongers  he  says : — 

This  family  of  quacks  is  very  large  and  industrious,  and,  I 
fear  I  must  add,  successful.  The  members  of  it  make 
fortunes,  and  they  connect  themselves  so  closely  with  the 
mere  sale  of  their  nostrums,  without  making  a  pretence  to- 
prescribe  or  practise,  that  they  succeed  usually  in  evading 
all  the  existing  laws  which  might  be  considered  as  reaching 
them.  It  is  fortunate  for  them,  moreover,  that,  although  by 
their  haphazard  method  of  dealing  out  active  remedies  they 
often  inflict  injury,  it  rarely  happens  that  the  injury  is 
fatal. 

Coming  to  "  counter- prescribing,"  he  says  the  majority  cf 
pharmaceutists 

carry  out  the  practice  in  a  modified  form,  giving  as  little 
advice  as  possible,  yet  never  refusing  it  altogether — 
believing,  in  fact,  that  it  is  a  necessary  part  of  their  voca- 
tion. According  to  the  strict  letter  of  the  law,  the  gentle- 
men who  carry  on  the  counter-prescribing  business  are 
constantly  breaking  the  law,  but  no  one  would  ever  dream 
of  classifying  them  with  the  other  families  of  the  baser  sorb 
which  have  been  described  in  previous  sentences.  The  work 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  tended  to  make  pharmacy 
a  science,  with  which  medicine  is  now  in  friendly  and  recog- 
nisable communion,  to  the  ultimate  advantage  of  both  and 
of  the  commonwealth. 

But  later  on,  in  discussing  "  the  suppression  of  quackdom,"' 
he  says  the  counter-prescribing  class  is  the  one  which 
causes  most  anxiety,  from  the  wish  to  be  scrupulously  just 
to  them. 

Without  for  a  moment  admitting  that  in  law  there  is  any 
class  privileged  to  prescribe  out  of  the  ranks  of  medicine, 
everyone  must  feel  that  the  dispensing  chemist  is  in  a  most 
difficult  position,  and  that  he  is  sometimes  even  obliged  to 
break  the  letter  of  the  law. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  know  what  law  limits  to  the 
medical  profession  the  right  to  prescribe  or  advise,  but  this 
is  perhaps  splitting  hairs.  Sir  B.  W.  Richardson  goes  on  to- 
point  out  that  wherever  a  man  publicly  sells  medicines 
buyers  will  inevitably  ask  his  advice  about  remedies  ;  and  he- 
further  recognises  that  cases  of  emergency  must  frequently 
occur  when  dictates  of  humanity  compel  him  to  supply 
remedies  according  to  his  best  skill  and  judgment.  Con- 
vinced as  he  is  that  counter-prescribing  cannot  be  sup- 
pressed, he  advocates  that  such  prescribing  should  be  made 
"  a  legal  practice  in  the  hands  of  a  specially  elevated  and 
examined  class  of  practical  pharmaceutists."  The  qualifica- 
tion of  such  men  would  be  the  pharmaceutical  examinations 
as  they  now  stand  plus, 

with  the  exception  of  midwifery,  all  those  parts  of  the  pre- 
sent examination  for  medical  licence  that  are  not  included 
in  the  pharmaceutical  division.  For  this  combined  examina- 
tion there  would  be  plenty  of  excellent  candidates,  if  the 
admission  were  reasonably  accessible. 

This  qualification  is  to  extend  solely  to  counter-practice, 
never  to  outdoor  visiting.  It  would  not  give  the  dispenser 
the  right  to  sign  a  certificate  of  death,  nor  the  right  to  call 
himself  a  registered  practitioner  of  medicine ;  but  it  ought 
to  give  him  the  right  to  dispense  publicly  medicinal  sub- 
stances with  qualified  judgment. 
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With  the  class  of  men  who  would  by  these  steps  become 
the  pharmaceutists  of  this  country  the  professors  of  medi- 
cine and  surgery  proper  need  have  no  cause  for  quarrel  nor 
jealousy.  They  would  be  highly  educated  men,  occupying  a 
true  scientific  position ;  and  they  would  be  such  able  dis- 
pensers and  professional  allies  that  all  who  were  engaged  in 
practice  purely  would  cease  to  feel  any  necessity  for  dis- 
pensing medicines,  or  for  doing  anything  more  than  attend 
the  sick  and  prescribe  for  them. 

Sir  B.  W.  Richardson  is  something  of  a  free-lance  in 
medical  politics  ;  he  speaks  for  himself  only,  and  it  may  be 
certainly  taken  that  the  suggestion  we  have  quoted  has  no 
chance  of  being  adopted — in  anything  like  current  times,  at 
all  events.  A  modified  medical  examination  for  pharmacists 
would  be  very  welcome  to  them,  and  the  class  thus  created 
would  be  useful  to  the  public  ;  and  the  development  of  the 
regular  medical  curriculum  and  the  enhancement  of  medical 
■charges  tend  to  make  it  more  and  more  necessary.  These 
are  considerations  which  may  make  the  proposal  a  practical 
■one  some  day.  But  from  a  medical  practitioner's  point  of 
view  the  scheme  is  a  horrible  one.  The  pharmaceutical 
medical  men  would  not  compete  with  the  medical  knights  ; 
"but  they  would  tread  heavily  on  the  toes  of  the  far  more 
numerous  general  practitioners,  and  they  would  not  appre- 
ciably limit  the  ranks  of  the  counter-prescribers.  The  vendors 
of  medicine  not  adorned  with  the  double  diploma  would 
continue  to  prescribe  as  they  do  now.  Those  persons  who 
■sell  medicines  are,  as  the  doctor  sagely  remarks,  "  inevitably  " 
asked  to  advise  about  the  remedies  they  sell,  and  we  do  not 
believe  any  law  could  be  framed  which  would  put  down  the 
practice.  The  result  of  approving  a  counter-prescribing 
diploma  would  be  a  simple  repetition  of  the  experience  of 
a  century  ago,  when  the  apothecary  of  that  date  pushed 
his  way  into  the  medical  ranks.  It  might  be  a  beneficial 
result  generally,  but  we  can  hardly  expect  the  medical 
authorities  to  help  it  on. 


THE  BORAX-DROP. 

On  Friday  last  it  was  officially  announced  that  the  combina. 
tion  of  borax-refiners  had  agreed  to  reduce  the  price  of 
refined  borax  in  crystals  from  33s.  to  22s.  6d.  per  cwt.,  and 
that  of  powdered  borax  from  31s.  to  23s.  6d.  per  cwt.  The 
quotations  of  refined  boric  acid  were  likewise  considerably 
lowered,  though  not  in  the  same  proportion  as  those  of  borax 
itself,  and  whereas  in  the  case  of  the  last-named  article  all 
the  firms  who  are  members  of  the  somewhat  loosely  con- 
structed "  combination"  offer  at  the  same  rate,  there  are  one 
or  two  houses  who,  for  special  reasons,  have  been  able  to 
keep  their  boric-acid  prices  above  the  general  level.  These 
sudden  price-fluctuations,  in  articles  more  or  less  dominated 
by  rings  of  manufacturers,  have  a  trick  of  occurring  just  at 
the  fag-end  of  the  week,  but  readers  of  the  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist's  Trade  Reports  can  hardly  have  been  un- 
prepared for  this  particular  important  alteration  in  the  price 
of  one  of  the  principal  chemicals.  For  some  weeks  past  we  have 
referred  to  the  fact  that  there  were  second-hand  holders  and 
so-called  "  outside"  manufacturers  pressing  borax  for  sale  at 
several  shillings  below  the  nominal  prices,  and  those  who 
followed  the  matter  closely  knew  that  sooner  or  later  the  Borax 
Union  would  be  compelled  to  take  a  step  such  as  it  has  now 
ventured  upon  or  fall  to  pieces,  unless,  indeed,  it  could  have 
succeeded  in  bringing  the  makers  in  partibus  infidelium 
within  the  orthodox  fold.  What  has  now  happened  in  the 
borax-trade  is  one  of  the  alternatives  before  which  industrial 
oombinations  invariably  find  themselves  placed  sooner  or 
later.  In  the  meantime,  the  prudent  buyer  ha9  cause  for 
rejoicing,  for  never  within  the  history  of  the  drug  has  it 


been  so  low  in  price  as  it  is  now.  How  long  the  actual  con- 
dition of  the  market  will  last  depends  chiefly  upon  the 
ability  of  the  non-union  makers  to  meet  the  market.  We 
hear  that  some  of  them,  at  any  rate,  are  prepared  to  con- 
tinue to  sell  even  below  the  reduced  combination  rates.  If 
they  command  a  sufficient  supply  of  raw  material  to  enable 
them  to  continue  refining  at  a  small  margin  of  profit  upon 
the  current  prices,  the  manoeuvre  will  probably  have  no  other 
result  than  the  substitution  of  a  22s.  6d.  for  a  30s.  basis,  and 
the  continued  fight  for  custom  between  the  well-known 
union  brands,  appealing  to  buyers  upon  the  ground  that 
they  are  of  superior  quality,  and  the  newer  makes,  claiming 
the  preference  because  they  are  a  little  lower  in  price.  It  is 
not  impossible,  however,  that  after  a  short  struggle  the 
refiners  now  outside  the  combination  will  enter  into  the 
folds  of  the  Union.  In  that  case  the  trade  will,  one  day,  be 
confronted  suddenly  with  the  announcement  of  an  important 
advance  in  the  quotations,  and  those  who  have  purchased  at 
the  present  low  rates  will  have  cause  for  congratulation. 
In  connection  with  this  possibility  it  is  important  to  note 
that  none  of  the  manufacturers  in  the  Union  are  willing  to 
sell  on  contract  at  the  reduced  rates. 

The  great  natural  obstacle  in  the  way  of  a  permanent 
increase  in  the  price  of  borax  is  that  the  raw  material  is 
available,  in  practically  unlimited  quantities,  in  many  por- 
tions of  the  globe.  These  are,  in  the  first  place,  the  boric-acid 
springs  of  Tuscany.  Next,  the  native  Thibetan  tincal,  the 
oldest  of  all  borax  materials ;  the  huge  deposits  in  the  South- 
western United  States,  discovered  some  twenty  years 
ago ;  boracite  from  Asia  Minor ;  and  the  South  American 
and  Persian  borate  of  lime.  Any  one  of  these  sources 
of  material  would  probably  suffice  to  keep  the  world 
supplied,  at  a  moderate  price,  with  all  the  borax  it  needs  for 
medicinal,  detergent,  and  industiial  purposes.  Some  of 
them,  it  is  true,  such  as  those  of  Nevada  and  Thibet,  are  not 
readily  accessible  ;  but  those  in  South  America,  on  the  other 
hand,  are  close  enough  to  the  seaboard  to  remove  all  fear  of 
a  recurrence  of  such  a  period  of  scarcity  as  existed  some 
forty  years  ago,  when,  after  the  dying-out  of  the  Dutch 
borax-refining  industry,  two  or  three  English  makers  had 
the  whole  field  to  themselves,  and  raised  the  price  of  refined 
borax  for  a  while  to  140i.  per  ton. 

The  price  fluctuations  in  refined  borax  during  the  last 
fifteen  years  have  been  comparatively  few,  but  they  have 
generally  been  sudden  and  considerable.  The  cause  of  this 
fact  is  not  far  to  seek.  The  borax-refining  business  has 
always  been  in  the  hands  of  a  few  firms,  at  first  principally 
in  England  and  France,  later  on  also  in  Germany,  the 
United  States,  and  Italy.  Huge  fortunes  have  been  made 
in  the  trade,  and  whenever  a  newcomer  appeared  in  the 
field  tbe  first  move  of  the  manufacturers  in  possession 
naturally  was  to  crush  him  out  by  suddenly  reducing  the 
price.  If  the  novice  had  sufficient  staying-power  to  weather 
the  first  attack  he  generally  ended  by  securing  admission 
into  the  charmed  circle,  and  quickly  adapting  himself  to  his 
new  surroundings  lent  a  hand  in  trying  to  keep  others  out. 
The  discovery  of  the  great  Californian  and  Nevadan  borax- 
deposits  first  emancipated  the  United  States  from  dependence 
upon  the  European  refiners,  and  rendered  a  return  to  the 
old  fancy  prices  almost  impossible,  for  whenever  the  price 
was  raised  beyond  a  certain  figure  the  American  makers 
were  able  to  throw  their  surplus  into  the  European  markets, 
and  force  the  quotations  down  again.  The  competition 
between  the  German  and  the  English  makers  has  often 
been  fierce  and  prolonged,  but  has  generally  ended  in 
the  patching-up  of  a  somewhat  unstable  peace.  At 
present  the  position  of  the  three  German  manufacturers 
is  quite  secure.    Aided  by  a  rather  heavy  duty,  they 
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have  gradually  been  able  to  reconquer  their  home 
market  almost  entirely  from  the  Britishers,  and  even 
to  develop  a  considerable  foreign  trade,  the  German 
exports  of  refined  borax  and  boric  acid  having  risen  since 
1880  from  222  tons  to  about  1,700  tons  yearly.  In  July, 
1876,  refined  borax  was  suddenly  reduced  from  50s.  to  40*. 
per  cwt.  About  the  end  of  1877  it  fell  to  35i.  Not  counting 
a  few  small  fluctuations,  it  remained  at  that  figure  until 
December, '1879,  when  it  was  suddenly  advanced  to  60*.  per 
cwt.  In  December,  1883,  probably  with  the  object  of  ousting 
the  competition  of  the  American  article,  the  English  refiners 
again,  without  warning,  put  down  the  price  to  40s.  per  cwt,, 
and  that  figure  has  never  been  exceeded  since.  The  cheap- 
ening of  the  Italian  boric  acid  which  resulted  from  the 
abolition  of  the  monopoly  in  the  control  of  the  produce  of 
the  Tuscan  lagoons  in  1884,  rendered  a  further  fall  unavoid- 
able, and  in  August,  1884,  the  price  ranged  from  34s.  to  37s. 
per  cwt.  In  1886  there  was  a  temporary  reduction  to  25s. 
in  order  to  meet  German  competition,  but  with  that  excep- 
tion 30s.  to  31s.  per  cwt.  has  been  the  official  union  price  of 
refined  borax  until  last  Friday's  breakdown. 


POISONOUS  PROPRIETARY  MEDICINES. 

The  new  decision  in  favour  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
in  regard  to  the  sale  of  Powell's  balsam  of  aniseed  gets  us  a 
little  further,  but  not  much.  That  medicine,  containing, 
according  to  the  evidence,  -j^th  gr.  of  morphine  to  the  ounce, 
is  found  to  be  a  poison  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act.  But 
the  Judges  and  the  counsel  who  argued  for  the  defendant 
recognised  that,  in  view  of  the  decision  in  the  Piper  case,  it 
was  scarcely  possible  for  a  new  interpretation  of  the  Act  to 
be  laid  down  in  the  Queen's  Bench  Division.  If  they  go  to 
the  Appeal  Court,  the  defendants  will  then  be  able  to  open 
fire  with  their  big  gun,  which  is  the  argument  that  a  com- 
pound is  not  necessarily  a  preparation.  By  the  way,  before 
they  go  further,  Mr.  Bonsey  might  be  induced  to  read  the 
Pharmacy  Act  carefully  through— once  at  least.  He  has 
got  the  fixed  idea  that,  in  selling  poisons  which  come  within 
the  second  part  of  the  schedule,  chemists  are  required  to 
enter  each  sale  in  a  book.  Will  not  somebody  set  him  right 
on  this  point  1 

COMPANIES  AND  PERSONS. 

The  question  of  the  liability  of  companies  to  penalties  im- 
posed by  law  on  "  persons  "  only,  which  has  such  a  melan- 
choly interest  to  pharmacists,  turned  up  in  the  case  of  the 
United  Alkali  Company  the  other  day,  which  was  argued 
before  an  exceptionally  strong  Divisional  Court,  and  which 
we  report  this  week.  The  company  were  charged  under  a 
Navigation  Act  of  George  III.  with  sending  alkali  waste  into 
a  brook  at  Widnes  and  thence  into  the  Mersey.  The  Act 
prohibits  "any  person"  doing  this,  and  one  of  the  arguments 
of  company's  Counsel  was  that  the  company  was  not  a 
person.  As  far  as  we  can  gather  from  the  reports,  this  con- 
tention was  but  little  heeded.  The  Court,  consisting  of  Lord 
Chief  Justice  Coleridge  with  Justices  Wright  and  Kennedy, 
held  that  the  company  was  a  person  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Act.  There  may  be  some  reason  for  this  judgment  which 
we  are  not  aware  of;  but  we  cannot  believe  that  these 
judges  would  deliberately  overrule  the  judgment  of  the 
House  of  Lords  in  the  Pharmacy  Act  case,  or  that  a  company 
can  be  a  person  under  one  Act  and  not  a  person  under 
another. 

VAGARIES  OF  MODERN  PHARMACY. 

Dr.  B.  J.  Stokvis,  Professor  of  Pharmacology  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Amsterdam,  gave  a  brilliant  address  on  "  Chemistry 
in  Relation  to  Pharmaco-Therapeutics  and  Materia  Medica  " 


at  the  recent  Medical  Congress.    There  is  little  in  it 
of  direct  import  to  pharmacists,  but  this  passage  on  the  " 
newer  materia  medica,  which  we  quote  from  the  Lancet,  is 
worthy  of  note.    The  professor  says : — 

"  Chemistry  has  loaded  materia  medica  and  pharmacology 
with  wealth  ;  it  is  the  mother  of  new  remedies,  and  we  are 
proud  of  its  aid.  But  hero,  and  more  so  than  with  respect 
to  the  alkaloids,  there  are  shadows  in  the  picture.  Chemists- 
and  chemical  manufacturers  add  more  and  more  to  our  store 
of  remedies  day  by  day  without  stint  or  truce,  without  heed- 
ing the  despairing  cries  of  physicians  already  overstocked 
with  drugs.  We  are  tempted  to  cry  out  for  mercy.  This  is 
no  exaggeration,  for  these  new  chemical  products  are  all 
forced  upon  the  same  therapeutic  market  under  the  most  at- 
tractive names,  and  all  proclaimed  aloud  with  the  noise  of 
most  perfect  advertising-machinery.  This  is  now  done  to  an 
extent  that,  in  my  opinion,  is  detrimental  to  the  interests  of 
therapeutics.  I  am  not  speaking  of  quack  remedies,  the 
orvietana  of  our  day,  of  those  secret  specifics  which  the 
medical  man  views  with  wholesome  horror,  to  which,  and  to 
whose  use,  the  old  adage,  Trompevrs,  Trompis,  Trompettes, 
can  be  so  well  applied.  I  am  speaking  of  genuine  well- 
known  products ;  for,  unfortunately,  modern  industrial- 
chemistry,  in  manufacturing  and  in  placing  at  the  disposal 
of  medical  men  these  drugs,  does  not  at  all  object  to  their 
being  purchased  by  the  general  public.  If  this  be  not  so, 
why  do  their  proprietors  select  fascinating  names  to  attract 
the  public — for  instance,  anti-nervine,  anti-phthisine,  anti- 
rheumatine,  and,  most  expressive  of  all,  migrainine  7  I  can 
understand  that  the  manufacturer  would  shrink  from  giving 
them  the  names  derived  from  their  chemical  composition, 
for  these,  generally  speaking,  could  only  be  pronounced  with 
linguistic  gymnastics  and  intolerable  strain  upon  our  memory. 

The  professor  proceeded  to  give  instances  of  names,  and, 
strange  to  say,  most  of  them  are  in  the  front  rank  of; 
synthetic  remedies. 

ANOTHER  INTERNATIONAL  PHARMACEUTICAL  CONGRESS. 

The  Eighth  International  Congress  of  Hygiene  and 
Demography  will  assemble  at  Budapest  from  September  1 
to  9  next.  The  Congress  will  be  divided  into  nineteen 
sections,  one  of  which  (Section  XIX.)  is  devoted  to  pharmacy. 
This  is  the  first  occasion  upon  which  the  pharmaceutical 
profession  is  officially  represented  at  the  Congress,  and  the 
committee  of  the  pharmaceutical  section  are  naturally 
anxious  to  make  that  portion  an  unquestionable  success. 
Dr.  F.  Jarmay,  whose  address  is  IV.  Zoldfa  uVza,  Budapest, 
is  president  of  the  pharmaceutical  section,  and  pharmacists 
who  desire  to  take  part  in  the  Congress,  by  reading  papers 
or  otherwise,  are  invited  to  communicate  with  him.  The 
preliminary  working  programme,  of  which  we  have  received 
a  copy,  is  a  very  full  one,  but  Dr.  Jarmay  assures  us  that  it 
is  only  to  be  considered  a  preliminary  one,  and  that  he  will 
be  glad  to  hear  of  intending  co-operators  who  desire  to  read 
papers  or  discuss  pharmaceutical  matters  not  specially 
mentioned  in  his  report.

The  possibility  of  reducing  the  prices  of 
medicines  so  as  to  make  them  more  accessible  to  the  poorer 
classes,  especially  for  the  rural  population.  Notes  on  the 
keeping  and  preserving  of  drugs.  The  dispensing  of  drugs 
or  medicines  by  physicians.  The  proper  regulation  of  official 
control  over  pharmacies.  The  inj  ury  to  health  arising  from 
the  selling  medicines  of  which  the  composition  is  kept 
secret.  The  definition  of  herbs  and  the  anatomical  parts  of 
herbs,  according  to  the  Pharmacopoeia.  The  appropriate 
fitting  of  various  parts  of  a  pharmacy.  The  comparison  of 
the  quantitative  analytical  methods,  as  contained  in  the 
different  Pharmacopoeias.  The  rational  denomination  of 
new  drugs.  The  drugs  of  ancient  and  of  present  times. 
Incompatible  drugs.  Explosive  compositions  of  medicine. 
International  unity  for  maximal  doses.    Uniformity  of  the

form  of  prescription.  Permanganate  of  soda  as  an  antidote 
for  phosphorus.  Should  the  pharmacist  be  examiner  of  food, 
drinks,  and  other  articles  of  consumption  I  Tokaj  wine  as  a 
remedy.  The  preparations  of  quinine  and  the  quantitative 
determination  of  pure  quinine.  The  newest  apparatus  for 
the  examination  of  drugs.  The  popularisation  of  Hungarian 
medicinal  products.  The  limits  of  sensitiveness  in  the 
more  icupo^ant  reactions  as  prescribed  in  various  Pharma- 
copoeias. The  determination  of  all  the  active  parts  of  the 
more  important  tinctures  and  extracts.  Colour-blindness 
amongst  pharmacists.  The  office  of  Professor  C.  Miiller, 
general  secretary  to  the  Congress,  is  at  the  Rochus  Hospital 
at  Budapest,  but  pamphlets  (in  English),  giving  full  particu- 
lars of  the  Congress,  may  also  be  had  from  Professor 
J.lrmay,  and  letters  may  also  be  addressed  to  him  in  our 
language.  There  is  every  reason  for  believing  that  the 
•Congress  will  be  a  great  success,  and  that  the  pharmaceutical 
part  of  it  will  practically  be  a  reincarnation  of  the  old 
International  Pharmaceutical  Congress,  which  was  killed, 
continental  pharmacists  think,  in  strange  disrespect  of  the 
Chicago  Congress,  by  the  neglect  of  the  Italian  nurses  who 
had  voluntarily  assumed  the  care  of  it. 

THE   LIMITATION  OF  ACTIONS  BILL. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  is  to  be  congratulated  on  his  open 
mind.  He  evidently  reads  his  Chemist  and  Druggist 
■carefully.  In  moving  that  the  House  of  Lords  should  go 
into  committee  on  this  Bill,  he  called  attention  to  the  pro- 
posed reduction  of  the  period  of  limitation  of  the  time 
within  which  debts  can  be  sued  for  from  six  years  to  three 
years,  and  for  debts  not  exceeding  5Z.  to  one  year.  The 
Lord  Chancellor  said  he  had  received  communications  taking 
exception  to  the  proposed  limitation  in  the  case  of  debts  not 
exceeding  51.  No  doubt  the  change,  he  said,  was  a  con- 
siderable one ;  and  the  conclusion  he  had  arrived  at  was  that 
it  would  be  better  in  the  first  instance  to  make  the  term  of 
three  years  applicable  generally,  and  not  to  attempt  to  deal 
in  quite  so  drastic  a  fashion  with  these  small  debts.  This 
was  exactly  what  we  advocated  last  week.  In  reply  to  some 
comments  by  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury,  the  Lord  Chancellor 
intimated  that,  if  it  were  likely  that  any  controversy  would 
arise  about  that  part  of  the  Bill  which  related  to  contract- 
debts,  he  would  be  inclined  to  confine  the  Bill  to  wrongs, 
and  leave  controversial  matters  to  be  dealt  with  afterwards. 
The  Bill  passed  through  Committee. 

DANGER  ON  'CHANGE. 

Guiseppe  Farnara,  the  anarchist,  now  under  trial  at  Bow 
Street,  is  alleged  to  have  avowed  his  intention  of  throwing 
a  bomb  in  the  Royal  Exchange.  He  argued  this  way : — 
"  England  is  the  richest  country,  and  at  the  Royal  Exchange 
there  would  be  more  rich  people  gathered  together  than  at 
any  other  place.  I  would  have  thrown  my  bomb  and 
escaped,  if  I  could.  If  not,  I  should  have  been  taken.  I 
am  taken  now,  but  I  should  have  blown  up  a  good  number 
of  the  bourgeoisie  and  capitalists  in  the  Exchange.  The 
bourgeoisie  are  the  same  all  the  world  over.  Riches  mean 
robbery.  If  I  have  failed,  others  will  take  my  place.  One 
or  two  have  failed,  but  the  third  will  succeed." 

The  principal  frequenters  of  the  Royal  Exchange  are  the 
wholesale  druggists  of  London.  These,  with  the  representa- 
tives of  the  chemical,  the  oil,  and  the  drysaltery  trades,  are 
the  representatives  of  the  merchants  of  this  country,  for 
whose  accommodation  Sir  Thomas'  Gresham  built  the  Royal 
Exchange.  Corn,  coal,  iron,  and  other  industries  are  repre- 
sented in  other  places.  There  is  no  doubt  a  fair  sprinkling 
of  well-to-do  men  on  the  flags  of  the  Royal  Exchange  every 
afternoon,  but  Mr.  Farnara's  theory  that  he  would  find  there 
the  richest  men  in  England  is  probably  a  little  exaggerated. 
During  the  last  few  days  members  of  the  City  police  force 


have  been  on  duty  there  during  the  half-hour  that  the  mer- 
chants congregate. 

Farnara  probably  had  in  his  mind  the  Stock  Exchange. 
It  is  likely  that  he  made  the  not  uncommon  mistake  of 
believing  that  the  stock-brokers  and  financiers  meet  in  the 
Royal  Exchange  for  the  transaction  of  their  business.  Even 
the  most  murderously  disposed  anarchist  would  perhaps  be 
sorry  afterwards  if  he  were  to  wreak  his  vengeance  on  the, 
to  him,  innocent  drug-trade,  with  the  intention  of  slaying  an 
altogether  different  order  of  beings.  On  the  hustings  at 
Cambridge  once,  Macaulay,  then  a  Parliamentary  candidate , 
received  a  dead  cat,  or  a  cabbage,  or  an  egg,  or  some  similar 
argument,  straight  in  his  face.  The  too  demonstrative  elector 
hastened  to  apologise,  assuring  the  damaged  candidate  that 
he  was  a  supporter  of  his  and  that  he  intended  the  projectile 
for  the  other  fellow.  "  I  wish  you  had  meant  it  for  me  and 
hit  him,"  was  Macaulay's  grim  reply.  This  is  how  the  whole- 
sale druggists  would  be  likely  to  feel  if  they  got  maimed  for 
the  benefit  of  stockbrokers.

IMMORTAL  VERSE. 

Truly,  the  world  knows  nothing  of  its  greatest  men. 
There  is,  for  instance,  the  now  mute  and  inglorious  Milton 
who  acquired  ephemeral  fame  about  eight  years  ago  by  con- 
tributing to  one  of  our  competitions  that  magnificent  quat- 
rain about  the  herald  angels  and  somebody's  pills.  We  are 
sorry  to  say  we  have  ourselves  forgotten  his  name  ;  but  if  this 
should  strike  his  eye,  it  may  relieve  him  to  know  that  his 
couplet,  like  the  soul  of  the  late-lamented  John  Brown,  Esq  , 
still  keeps  marching  on.  The  English  version  has  now 
accomplished  the  globe's  circuit  many  times.  Like  the  boot 
of  the  wandering  Jew,  it  leaves  its  imprint  wherever  it  goes. 
Stories  innumerable  have  been  tacked  on  to  it,  and  occasion- 
ally we  meet  it  with  more  or  less  distorted  features  and 
legend-encrusted  dress  in  some  exchange  journal  from 
the  Rocky  Mountains  or  the  Pacific  Isles.  When  that 
happens  we  smile  and  deposit  it  in  the  waste-paper  basket. 
But  this  week  it  comes  (made  in  Germany)  in  such  a 
questionable  shape,  that  we  must  enshrine  it  once  more  into 
our  columns,  only  omitting  the  explanatory  legend  which 
relates  how  it  was  accidentally  discovered  by  a  congregation 
in  a  hymn-bo. k  supplied  by  the  bold  advertiser.  Here 
it  is : —

Beecham'a  Pillen,  sie  uus  bringen 
Fried'  auf  Erden  Dem,  der  gut  gesinnt ; 
Zwei  ilem  Manne,  eine  jedem  Kind." 

We  regret  that  the  simple  grandeur  and  noble  directn33S 
of  the  original  have  been  lost  in  ths  translation.  This, 
however,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  a  German  ethnologist  heird 
the  verses  in  the  African  Hinterland,  where  ih<?y  were  sung, 
along  with  other  popular  melodies,  to  the  accompanime  it  of 
calabashes  and  elephant-tusk  tiumpets,  and  carried  them 
home  to  the  Fatherland  that  way.

The  Sale  op  Powell's  Balsam. 
In  the  Divisional  Court  of  the  Queen's  Bench  Division, 
on  Thursday,  before  Mr.  Justice  Charles  and  Mr.  Justice 
Bruce,  the  case  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  v.  Armson  came  on  for  hearing  in  the  form  of  an 
appeal  by  the  defendant  from  the  decision  of  the  County 
Court  Judge  at  Derby.  Mr.  Bonsey  appeared  for  the 
appellant ;  and  Mr.  Crump,  Q.C.,  and  Mr.  T.  R.  Grey  for  the 
respondents. 

Mr.  Bonsey,  in  opening,  said :  This  is  an  appeal  by  the 
defendant  in  a  case  which  was  tried  in  the  County  Court  at 
Derby.  It  was  an  Action  brought  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  against  the  defendant,  Mr.  Armson,  to  recover  a 
penalty,  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868,  for  keeping  open 
shop  for  the  retailing,  dispensing,  and  compounding  a  poison 
— to  wit,  morphia,  that  being  a  preparation  of  opium,  and 
poisonous  within  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and 
containing  and  forming  part  of  an  ingredient  or  compound 
called  Powell's  balsam  of  aniseed.  The  Judge  found  for  the 
plaintiff,  and  inflicted  a  penalty  of  5/.  This  is  an  appeal 
against  that  decision  by  the  defendant.  The  short  point 
really  is  this  :  Whether  a  proprietary  medicine,  which  con- 
tains a  very  small  quantity  of  one  of  the  poisons  named  in 
the  schedule  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  is  a  poison  within 
the  meaning  of  that  Act,  and  subjects  a  person  who  is  not  a 
chemist  to  a  penalty  for  selling  it. 

Mr.  Justice  Charles :  Will  you  refer  me  to  the  statute  7 
Mr.  Bonsey :  It  is  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868,  31  and  32 
Vic.  Section  15  is  the  one  under  which  the  plaint  is  issued. 
It  says  : — "  Any  person  who  shall  sell  or  keep  open  shop  for 
the  retailing  and  dispensing  or  compounding  of  poisons" — 
and  so  and  so — "  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  in  the  sum  of 
51."  It  is  necessary,  however,  to  refer  to  a  previous  section. 
Section  1  says : — •"  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell  or  keep  open 
shop  for  the  retailing  or  selling  or  compounding  of  poisons, 
or  to  assume  the  name  of  chemist  or  druggist  unless  such 
person  be  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  a  chemist  and 
druggist  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act."  Section  2  says : — 
"  The  several  articles  named  or  prescribed  in  schedule  A 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  poisons  within  the  meaning  of  this 
Act,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  may 
from  to  time  add  to  that  schedule." 

Mr.  Justice  Charles  :  What  is  the  article  which  is  alleged 
to  be  a  poison  ? 

Mr.  Bonsey:  The  article  is  morphine.  This  schedule  in 
the  Act  has  been  added  to  subsequently  by  the  Society. 
My  Lords,  the  schedule  in  the  Act  is  divided  into  two 
parts.  Morphia  (as  a  preparation  of  opium)  is  in  the  second 
part.  It  is  necessary  to  note  that  in  order  to  understand 
section  17.  The  restrictions  upon  the  sale  of  poisons  in  Part 
I.  are  different  from  those  in  Part  II.  If  it  is  a  poison 
mentioned  in  Part  I.  the  chemist  can  only  sell  it  to 
persons  he  knows  or  to  someone  introduced  by  a  person 
he  knows,  and  must  enter  in  a  book  the  ingre- 
dients he  sells,  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  it  was 
sold,  and  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  required.  That  is 
Part  I.  Under  Part  II.  he  can  sell  it  to  anyone,  but  he  must 
enter  the  name  of  the  person  in  a  book,  and  he  must  enter 
the  ingredients  of  the  article  which  he  sells.  There  are 
more  restrictions  placed  upon  the  sale  of  poisons  named  in 
Part  I.  than  there  are  on  those  mentioned  in  Part  II.  The 
section  says : — "  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell  poisons  either 
wholesale  or  retail  unless  the  box  or  bottle  or  wrapper 
covering  the  same  is  distinctly  labelled  with  the  name  of  the 
article  and  the  word  '  Poison,'  and  the  name  and  address  of 
the  seller."  This  is  one  of  the  class  of  cases  which  have 
been  tried  before,  and  the  contention  between  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  the  persons  whom  they  summon,  the 
grocers,  is  simply  this.  My  learned  friend  will  say  that  any 
compound  which  contains  as  an  ingredient  one  of  the 
poisons  in  the  schedule  in  any  quantity  is  an  article 


within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and  can  only  be  sold 
by  a  chemist.  On  the  other  hand,  the  contention,  in  the 
first  place,  is  that  the  Act  does  not  apply  to  a  compound  in 
which  only  one  of  the  ingredients  is  a  poison,  but  only 
applies  to  the  sale  of  poisons  in  their  simple  state.  I  know 
this  has  been  decided  against  me  in  a  case  I  shall  refer  to  ; 
but  even  if  it  applies  to  a  compound  in  which  only  one  of 
the  ingredients  is  a  poison,  then  it  can  only  apply  when 
the  compound  is  in  itself  a  poison— that  is  to  say,  when  so 
great  a  quantity  enters  into  the  compound  that  the  compound 
itself  may  reasonably  be  said  to  be  a  poison.   The  point  is 

of  importance  in  this  way  

Mr.  Justice  Charles :  Did  the  Judge  give  a  written 
judgment  ? 

Mr.  Crump,  Q.C. :  Yes,  my  Lord,  and  decided  on  a  question 
of  fact, 

Mr.  Bonsey :  No ;  that  is  not  the  case,  as  your  Lordships  will 
see.  Counsel  then  proceeded  to  read  the  judgment  delivered 
in  the  court  below,  and  on  reaching  that  portion  in  which 
the  learned  J udge  dealt  with  the  second  point  in  the  case, 
and  stated  that  the  case  was  made  clear  on  the  question  of 
fact. 

Mr.  Justice  Charles  interposed  and  asked  if  that  was  not 
true. 

Mr.  Bonsey :  No,  my  Lord.  You  cannot  say  it  depends  on 
fact,  unless  you  have  a  definition  of  what  is  a  poison  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Act.  If  there  is  a  legal  definition  of 
poison  then  you  simply  have  to  apply  the  particular  fact  to 
that ;  but  I  do  not  think  this  can  be  fairly  said  to  be  a 
question  of  fact.  Having  concluded  reading  the  judgment, 
Mr.  Bonsey  said :  In  Piper's  case,  which  was  tried  in  1893, 
there  is  no  question  there  but  that  if  anybody  had  taken  the 
whole  bottle  of  chlorodyne  it  would  have  had  a  fatal  effect. 
I  should  desire  to  argue  to  this  Court  that,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  the  Act  does  not  apply  to  the  sale  of  poison  except  in 
its  simple  state — that  it  does  not  apply  when  it  is  merely  one 
of  the  ingredients  of  a  compound.  I  know  there  is  a  decision 
of  the  Divisional  Court,  and  I  merely  take  the  point  in  the 
event  of  its  going  further. 

Mr.  Justice  Charles  :  Can  it  go  further  1 

Mr.  Bonsey  :  Only  by  leave. 

Mr.  Justice  Charles :  Even  by  leave  ? 

Mr.  Bonsey :  They  gave  leave  to  appeal  in  Piper's  case,  but 
the  defendant  in  that  case  did  not  take  it. 

Mr.  Justice  Charles :  Sitting  here  we  are  bound  by  the 
the  decision  of  my  learned  brothers  Lawrance  and  Collins. 

Mr.  Bonsey  :  Of  course,  I  won't  take  up  time  by  arguing  it. 
To  show  the  difficulty  that  arises  in  giving  interpretation  to 
this  statute,  the  decision  that  it  does  not  apply  to  an  ingre- 
dient is  only  arrived  at  by  inference  from  section  17.  There 
is  no  express  provision  in  the  Act  that  it  shall  apply  to  a 
compound  in  which  a  poison  is  one  of  the  ingredients. 

Mr.  Justice  Bruce  :  Take  the  case  of  patent  medicines. 

Mr.  Bonsey :  As  a  matter  of  fact,  if  it  does  apply  to  a 
compound,  the  effect  is  to  almost  entirely  stop  the  sale  of 
things  in  the  proprietary  list. 

Mr.  Justice  Bruce  :  Unless  they  are  patent  medicines. 

Mr.  Bonsey :  Patent  medicines  scarcely  exist  at  all.  In 
the  case  of  Piper  we  tried  to  argue  that  a  proprietary  medi- 
cine came  within  the  term  of  a  patent  medicine ;  but  they 
decided  otherwise,  and  proprietary  medicines  have  taken 
the  place  of  patent  medicines.  If  this  applies  to  a  compound 
of  which  one  of  the  ingredients  is  poison,  it  really  stops  the 
sale  of  proprietary  medicines. 

Mr.  Justice  Charles  :  Where  is  the  protection  for  patent 
medicines  ? 

Mr.  Bonsey :  I  think  it  is  section  16.  In  Piper's  case  there 
was  strong  evidence  to  show  that  patent  medicines  and 
proprietary  medicines  meant  the  same  thing.  Mr.  Justice 
Collins  took  that  view  for  some  time,  and  he  most  reluc- 
tantly gave  it  up.  What  I  wish  to  make  clear  at  once  is, 
that  if  the  construction  put  upon  the  Act  by  the  learned 
County  Court  Judge  is  correct,  and  it  applies  to  a  compound 
of  which  one  of  the  ingredients  is  a  poison,  it  prohibits  the 
sale  of  proprietary  medicines,  for  this  reason— that  by 
section  17  a  poison  can  only  be  sold  under  certain  restric- 
tions. It  can  only  be  sold  by  a  chemist  entering  the  ingre- 
dients in  a  bDok,  and  such  an  entry  it  is  not  in  the  power  of 
the  chemist  to  make,  because  these  proprietary  medicines  art, 
secret  preparations,  the  ingredients  of  which  the  chemist 
does  not  know. 
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Mr.  Justice  Charles :  You  are  arguing  Piper's  case  over 
again. 

Mr.  Bonsey:  That  argument  has  equal  force  with  regard 
to  the  contention  that  it  applies  to  a  compound  of  which  one 
of  the  ingredients  is  a  poison  even  in  an  appreciable  quan- 
tity. That  is  my  learned  friend's  contention— that  if  you 
establish  there  is  an  appreciable  quantity  in  the  compound 
then  it  can  only  be  sold  by  a  chemist  to  a  person  whom  he 
knows. 

Mr.  Justice  Charles  :  That  is  what  Piper's  case  decided. 

Mr.  Bonsey :  Piper's  case  decided  only  that  if  a  thing 
itself  in  its  entirety  was  a  poisonous  thing  then  it  was 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act.  I  admit  the  decision  in 
Piper's  case  was  open  to  the  objection  I  take  now.  It  was 
one  of  the  things  urged  against  it.  I  do  not  think  Mr. 
Justice  Collins  appreciated  that  difficulty,  because  he  said  it 
was  the  easiest  thing  in  the  world  for  a  chemist  to  enter  the 
things  in  a  book  ;  but  I  say,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  chemist 
does  not  know  the  ingredients.  The  17th  section  only 
applied  to  poisons  in  the  schedule,  and  Mr.  Justice  Collins 
said  that  the  Act  was  wider  than  the  schedules,  that  it  pro- 
hibited the  sale  of  poisons  though  they  might  not  be  in  the 
schedule. 

Mr.  Justice  Bruce :  I  do  not  read  Mr.  Justice  Colllns's 
judgment  in  that  sense. 

Mr.  Bonsey  :  Mr.  Justice  Collins  said  that  the  preparation 
before  him  contained  opium  as  a  principal  ingredient,  and 
therefore  he  called  it  poison  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act 
I  submit  with  regard  to  the  Piper  case  that  it  was  confined 
by  Mr.  Justice  Collins  carefully  to  the  facts  of  that  case, 
and  that  he  avoided  laying  down  any  principle  by  which 
a  general  construction  of  the  Act  might  be  obtained 
What  is  a  poison?    There  is  extreme  difficulty  in  de 
fining  what  a  poison  is,  and  for  this  reason.    The  effect 
of  any  substance  administered  depends  really  upon  three 
things — the  quantity  taken  at  one  time,  the  frequency  with 
which  it  is  taken,  and  the  state  of  the  person  who  takes  it 
There  are  numberless  things  which  are  taken  every  day  most 
beneficially,  and  for  food  in  the  ordinary  way,  which,  if 
taken  in  excessive  quantities,  or  if  taken  when  a  person  is 
suffering  from  illness,  would  have  a  fatal  effect ;  and  therefore 
it  is  impossible  to  say  that  because  a  certain  quantity 
administered  to  a  certain  person  in  a  certain  condition  would 
have  a  fatal  effect,  therefore  that  in  itself  would  be  a  poison. 
That  is  the  difficulty  in  dealing  with  this  case.    If  it  is 
merely  enough  to  say  there  is  an  appreciable  quantity,  then 
I  say  that  Delve's  case  decides  against  the  proposition. 

Mr.  Justice  Charles  :  Delve's  case  only  decides  the  proposi 
tion  that  merely  proving  that  some  of  the  scheduled  poison 
is  in  the  compound  is  not  enough.    You  must  go  further — it 
must  be  an  appreciable  quantity. 

Mr.  Bonsey  :  The  difficulty  there  is — what  is  an  appreci 
able  quantity  ?    He  has  to  find  that  the  thing  in  itself  is  a 
poison. 

Mr.  Justice  Charles:  The  compound  is  made  altogether, 
and  then  it  is  divided  into  pills  or  put  into  bottles. 

Mr.  Bonsey  :  The  thing  purchased  is  an  ounce  bottle,  and 
one  of  the  ingredients  is  the  tenth  of  a  grain  of  morphia. 

Mr.  Justice  Charles  :  Thatamount,  accordingto the  evidence 
on  the  notes,  can,  and  sometimes  does,  prove  fatal  to  a  child. 

Mr.  Bonsey  :  And  so  might  a  spoonful  of  brandy.  Nume- 
rous things  might,  under  certain  circumstances,  be  fatal  to 
an  infant  of  tender  years,  or  subject  to  any  disease.  There 
is  no  contention  that  if  an  adult  took  the  whole  bottle  at 
once  it  would  have  done  him  any  harm. 

Mr.  Justice  Bruce  :  Suppose  the  bottle  contained  an  ounce  1 
Mr.  Bonsey  :  I  say  you  ought  to  have  regard  really  to  the 
doses  in  which  it  is  administered.  These  things  are  sold 
with  instructions.  We  are  dealing  here  with  a  particular 
thing  sold  and  they  say  that  thing  you  sell  is  poison  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Act.  Is  it  to  be  said  that  the  definition 
of  a  poison  depends  on  the  quantity  sold  ?  I  can  find  no 
definition  of  that  kind  ;  medical  men  do  not  recognise  such  a 
definition,  and  they  point  out  the  error  there  is  in  assuming 
that  it  must  be  taken  as  a  matter  of  quantity,  because  if  you 
apply  that  you  must  apply  it  to  alcohol  and  other  things 
taken  by  way  of  food. 

Mr.  Justice  Bruce :  It  is  an  element  in  the  definition  of  a 
poison.    Surely  the  ordinary  definition  of  poison  means  a 
thing  that  is  fatal  to  life  if  taken  in  sufficient  quantities. 
Mr.  Bonsey :  It  is  not  accepted  by  medical  men. 


Mr.  Justice  Bruce :  That  is  the  meaning  in  ordinary  lan- 
guage. Salt  is  poison  if  you  take  enough  of  it,  though 
nobody  calls  it  a  poison. 

Mr.  Bonsey  :  Suppose  you  go  to  a  doctor  and  get  a  bottle 
of  tonic,  and  instead  of  following  the  directions  of  the 
doctor,  you  take  it  all  at  once ;  the  result  would  probably 
be  you  would  fall  down  dead.  Is  it  to  be  said  that  that 
medicine  is  poisonous?  I  submit  not.  The  medicine  is 
not  poison,  and  it  is  the  abuse  of  the  thing  itself  which  in 
that  particular  instance  converted  it  to  the  popular  idea  of 
poison.  The  decision  in  Piper's  case  left  this  point  entirely 
open. 

Mr.  Justice  Bruce  :  According  to  your  argument  a  prepa- 
ration of  arsenic  would  cease  to  be  poison  if  the  doctor 
who  gave  it  said  that  only  two  drops  were  to  be  taken  at 
a  time. 

Mr.  Bonsey :  I  should  call  it  a  medicine  if  I  took  it  ac- 
cording to  the  directions.    If  I  swallow  the  whole  bottle, 
and  kill  myself  by  it,  the  popular  expression  would  be,  "  He 
killed  himself  by  taking  arsenic." 
Mr.  Justice  Charles  asked  for  a  copy  of  the  directions. 
These  were  handed  up. 

Mr.  Justice  Charles  :  Th9  learned  Judge  correctly  appre- 
ciates what  I  think  Piper's  case  really  decides — namely,  that 
the  Pharmacy  Act  applies  to  compounds  where  one  of  the 
ingredients  in  the  compound  is  a  poison,  and  where  the 
character  of  the  compound  itself  is  poisonous.  Then  he 
says  that  in  Piper's  case  the  Court  were  of  opinion  that  the 
compound  was  injurious,  if  taken  all  at  once,  to  an  adult, 
but  that  in  this  case  he  cannot  find  that,  but  he  does  find 
that  if  taken  by  a  child  all  at  once  it  probably  would  or 
migbt  be  fatal. 

Mr.  Bonsey :  Is  that,  with  great  respect,  the  proper  inter- 
pretation of  the  word  "  poison  "  in  the  Act  ? 

Mr.  Justice  Charles  :  It  seems  to  me  he  had  no  alternative 
but  to  give  that  interpretation.  The  question  is  whether  the 
fact  that  it  is  poisonous  if  taken  all  at  once  by  one  of  the 
class  of  persons  for  whom  it  is  intended  constitutes  it  a 
poisonous  thing. 

Mr.  Bonsey :  If  that  is  to  be  the  accepted  interpretation  of 
the  Act,  then  it  seems  to  me  to  lead  to  an  absurdity,  be- 
cause you  can  apply  it  to  so  many  things  which  are  never 
regarded  in  the  least  degree  as  poisonous,  and  which  are 
really  articles  of  food.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  have 
power  to  add  to  the  schedule  of  poisons,  and  they  have 
added  to  it  from  time  to  time. 

Mr.  Justice  Bruce :  Only  with  the  leave  of  the  Privy 
Council. 

Mr.  Bonsey :  The  list  your  Lordship  has  before  you  has 
been  very  much  supplemented  since,  and  therefore  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  can  sweep  into  the  schedule  almost 
anything  which  can  be  said,  by  any  interpretation,  to 
be  of  a  poisonous  character,  and  therefore  can  prohibit  the 
sale  of  a  thing  if  it  enters  into  any  compound,  unless  sold  by 
a  chemist. 

Mr.  Justice  Bruce :  How  are  the  penalties  enforced  ? 
Mr.  Bonsey  :  By  the  County  Court  Judge. 
Mr.  J ustice  Bruce  :  And  if  the  penalty  is  not  paid  ? 
Mr.  Bonsey  :  Then  there  must  be  judgment  and  execution 
under  section  15.    Under  section  17  the  penalty  is  recover- 
able under  summary  jurisdiction. 

Mr.  Justice  Bruce :  The  penalties  now  in  question  are 
penalties  under  the  County  Court  ! 

Mr.  Bonsey  :  If  the  County  Court  Judge  is  correct  that  it 
is  sufficient  to  show  an  appreciable  quantity. 

Mr.  Justice  Charles  :  His  judgment  is  that  it  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  be  able  to  show  an  appreciable  quantity,  but  you 
must  also  go  on  to  show  that  the  compound  itself  is 
poisonous. 

Mr.  Bonsey :  That  it  might  poison  an  infant,  He  finds 
that  it  would  not  poison  an  adult  if  taken  all  at  once.  I  say 
that  when  you  get  down  to  that  it  seems  to  me  there  is 
scarcely  anything  which  would  not  poison  an  infant  if  given 
in  anything  like  excessive  quantities.  If  such  a  definition  of 
poison  is  to  be  given  and  is  to  be  the  governing  definition  of 
this  statute,  then  the  effect  will  be  that  all  these  proprietary 
medicines  will  be  stopped.  Admittedly  in  a  great  many 
cases  these  proprietary  medicines  are  most  useful  and  simple 
remedies  for  a  vast  class  of  poor  people  who  are  in  many 
cases  miles  away  from  the  chemist's  establishment.  If  the 
ohemist  suspects.it  is  said,  that  the  bottle  contains  a  sufficient 
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quantity  of  poison  to  kill  an  infant,  then  he  cannot  sell  it  to 
such  a  customer  unless  he  got  someone  who  knows  him,  and 
then  the  chemist  must  note  down  the  ingredients,  which  he 
cannot  do,  because  he  does  not  know  them.  1  submit  that 
is  reducing  the  Act  to  an  absurdity,  and  that  it  cannot  hive 
been  the  intention  of  the  Lagislacura  to  restrict  these  pro- 
prietary medicines,  which  they  encourage,  and  from  which 
they  receive  a  revenue  from  the  stamp  duty.  The  Legislature 
must  have  contemplated  merely  the  sale  of  poisons  in  their 
natural  state.  If  they  had  meant  the  reverse  they  would 
have  said  so.  It  cannot  havo  been  their  intention  that  a 
construction  should  be  placed  upon  the  words  of  the  Act 
which  would  entirely  prohibit  the  sale  of  proprietary 
medicines  into  which  the  minutest  particle  of  poison  entered 
— anything  in  fact  which,  if  taken  in  excessive  quantities, 
would  kill  an  infant. 

Mr.  Justice  Charles  :  It  is  a  question  of  fact  in  each  case 
whether  the  thing  contained  is  a  poisonous  thing  or  not. 

Mr.  Bonsey  :  If  that  is  so,  then  in  this  case  it  is  not. 

Mr.  Justice  Charles :  The  County  Court  Judge  has  decided 
that  it  is,  and  that,  if  taken  by  a  child,  it  would  probably 
prove  fatal. 

Mr.  Bonsey :  It  might,  or  might  not.  AU  the  evidence 
with  regard  to  this  is  that  ^  of  a  grain  is  the  smallest 
quantity  recorded  which  has  proved  fatal,  but  surely  that 
depends  upon  whether  the  person  taking  it  is  suffering  from 
disease  or  not.  In  this  case  the  whole  bottle,  if  taken  by  a 
child  in  ordinary  health,would  certainly  be  inj  urious,  but  would 
not  necessarily  be  fatal.  It  is  a  question  whether  the  thing  in 
its  entirety  is  a  poison,  and  there  is  no  evidence  of  that. 

Mr.  Justice  Charles  :  There  is  very  strong  evidence  thai  it 
would  be  a  fatal  do3e  for  a  child. 

Mr.  Bonsey  :  No  evidence  was  called  to  show  that  it  had 
ever  been  given  to  a  child. 

Mr.  Justice  Charles :  The  evidence  says,  "  The  whole  bottle 
taken  at  once  by  a  child  in  ordinary  health  would  be  injurious, 
and  might  be  fatal." 

Mr.  Bonsey :  That  is  on  the  assumption  that  the  bottle 
contained  the  tenth  of  a  grain  of  morphia.  What  was  really 
raeait,  I  submit,  was  that  the  tenth  of  a  grain  of  morphia 
might  prove  fatal.  I  have  only  one  more  word  to  add.  I 
think  some  attention  ought  to  be  given  to  the  directions  for 
use  upon  the  bottle.  This  preparation  is  not  sold  for  infants 
at  all.  There  is  no  dose  for  a  child  under  4  years  of  age, 
and  it  cannot  be  suggested  that  it  has  been  given  to  anyone 
under  that  age.  If  taken  accoriing  to  the  directions  on  the 
bottle,  it  coald  not  be  injurious  to  children  or  to  anyone 
else.  This  stuff  has  bsen  sold  for  a  great  many  years,  and 
no  single  case  of  fatality  or  injurious  effect  had  been  shown 
to  have  occurred  through  its  administration.  The  evidence 
was,  in  fact,  simply  confined  to  this— that  morphia  in  its 
simple  state  would  be  actually  poisonous.  The  definition  of 
the  word  "  poison  "  by  the  learned  County  Court  Judge  was, 
I  submit,  a  great  deal  too  wide,  and  on  that  ground  I  say 
his  decision  was  wrong. 

Without  calling  on  the  other  side, 

Mr.  Justice  Charles  delivered  judgment.  He  said  : — The 
view  I  have  of  this  case  is  really  decided  by  the  two  cases 
which  have  already  been  adjudicated  upon  by  tha  Divisional 
Court,  namely,  Piper's  case  and  Delve's  case.  In  Delve's  case, 
to  take  the  last  one  first.it  was  decided  that  it  is  not  enough 
to  warrant  a  conviction  under  section  15  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act ;  it  is  not  enough,  I  say,  simply  to  prove  that  a  com- 
pound medicine  contains  an  infinitesimal  quantity  of  one 
of  the  poisons  mentioned  in  the  Pharmacy  Act.  That  alone 
is  not  enough.  In  Piper's  case,  it  was  decided  that  a  com- 
pound or  article  containing  many  ingredients  may  be  within 
the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  if  it  contains  a  poisonous 
ingredient  within  the  meaning  of  these  Acts,  and,  further,  if 
the  coaapound  itself  may  properly  be  found  to  be  a  poisonous 
thing.  That  is  the  effect  of  these  two  decisions,  and  the 
County  Court  Judge,  in  my  opinion,  most  accurately  appre- 
ciated that  effect.  The  question  is  whether  there  was  any 
evidence  to  warrant  the  judge  in  holding  that  this  Balsam  of 
Aniseed  is  in  its  entirety  a  poisonous  thing.  It  contained 
i  of  a  grain  of  morphine  Ample  evidence  was  given  before 
the  learned  County  Court  Judge  that  for  an  adult  person  to 
take  the  whole  of  this  dose  might  be  injurious;  but  so  far  as  its 
effect  upon  adults  is  concerned,  he  finds  that  in  favour  of  the 
defendant.  He  says:  "  I  don't  think  the  evidence  establishes 
that  the  contents  of  the  bottle,  if  taken  all  at  ones,  would 


ordinarily  be  fatal  to  adult  life " ;  but  then  ho  goes  on  to 
enter  a  finding  which  there  is  ample  evidence  to  support  — 
that  in  the  case  of  children,  if  the  whole  of  the  contents  of 
the  bottle  were  taken  at  once  by  a  child  in  ordinary  health, 
it  would  certainly  be  injurious,  and  might  be  fatal,  and  to 
an  infant  it  very  probably  would  bo  so.    He  adds  that, 
respecting  the  directions  for  use  upon  the  bottle,  it  is 
intended  for  children  among    other    persons.     So  that 
the  effect  of   his   finding    is  this :    that  if  the  whole 
of  it  was  taken  at  once  by  one  of  the  classes  for  whom 
the  preparation  isTintended,  that  it  is  in  its  entirety  a 
poisonous  thing.    Mr.  Bonsey  invites  us  to  say  that  there  is 
no  evidence  to  support  this  finding.    He  must  say  there  is 
no  evidence,  for  if  there  was  evidence  to  warrant  the  judge 
below  in  coming  to  that  conclusion  wo  cannot  interfere  with 
the  finding.    But  Mr.  Bonsey  says  there  is  no  evidence,  and 
he  points  to  the  fact  that  the  directions  for  use  describe  the 
dose,  and  if  the  directions  are  followed  that  dose  would 
not  be  injurious  even  to  children.     But  I  cannot,  with 
respect   to   him,  follow  that  argument.     The  question 
is,  Is  this  thing,  which  has  been  handed  to  us,  in  its  entirety 
a  poisonous  thing?    The  answer  is  "  Yes,"  if  the  whole  of 
it  is  taken  by  one  of  the  class  for  whom  it  is  intended  ;  and 
it  is  impossible  to  rely  upon  the  fact  that,  if  administered  in 
accordance  with  the  directions  printed  on  the  outside  of  the 
bottle,  it  would  not  be  necessarily  injurious.    I  am  unable, 
therefore,  to  agree  that  there  is  no  evidence  to  warrant  the 
learned  County  Court  Judge's  finding,  and  as  he  has  found, 
first  of  all,  that  this  is  an  ingredient  mentioned  in  the  Act, 
and,  secondly,  that  in  its  entirety  the  preparation  is  a  poison- 
ous thing,  we  have  no  alternative,  having  regard  to  the  state 
of  the  authorities,  but  to  come  to  the  conclusion  that  this 
appeal  must  be  dismissed. 

Mr.  Justice  Bruce  :  I  am  of  the  same  opinion.  The  ques- 
tion here  was  a  question  of  fact  for  the  County  Court  Judge. 
There  was  abundant  evidence  before  him  to  justify  him  in 
coming  to  the  conclusion  which  he  did,  and  I  think  we  ought 
not  to  disturb  it.  With  reference  to  the  argument  that  a 
great  inconvenience  would  arise  to  the  public  from  the  re- 
striction of  the  sale  of  proprietary  medicines,  I  am  not  much 
impressed  by  it.  I  think  it  is  more  important  to  the  public 
that  incompetent  persons  should  be  restrained  from  dealing 
with  poisons.  It  seems  to  me  quite  contrary  to  all  one's 
experience  to  suppose  that  a  dangerous  drug  is  likely  to  be 
rendered  innocuous  if  administered  according  to  the  instruc- 
tions put  upon  the  bottle.  My  experience  is  that  these  in- 
structions are  constantly  ignored,  and  I  think  it  is  necessary 
the  public  should  have  the  protection  which  the  Act  intended 
them  to  have. 

Mr.  Bonsey:  Will  your  Lordship3  give  leave  to  appeal ?^ 
Mr.  Justice  Charles  :  You  want  the  opportunity  of  arguing 

the  case  without  being  fettered  by  the  decisions  ? 

Mr.  Bonsey :  The  Judges  in  the  other  cases  gave  leave  to 

the  parties  to  appeal,  bat  they  did  not  avail  themselves  of  it- 
Mr.  Justice  Charles :  We  will  give  leave  to  appeal,  but  I  do 

not  feel  at  all  certain  about  it. 

Mr.  Crump,  Q.C. :   This  appeal  will  be  dismissed  with 

costs? 

Mr.  Justice  Charles  :  Yes.    It  may  be  worth  your  while  to 
look  at  the  case  of  Blake  v.  Bleach. 
Mr.  Bonsey  :  Thank  you,  my  Lord. 


Re  RrjppBBT'a  Trade-mark. 

An  application  involving  the  question  of  oosmetic  or 
medicine  with  respect  to  trade-marks  was  made  to  Mr. 
Justice  Kekewich,  sitting  in  the  Chancery  Division  of  the 
High  Court  of  Justice. 

The  Registrar  of  Trade-marks  had  been  asked  by  Mrs. 
Anna  Ruppert,  trading  as  Madame  A.  Ruppert  &  Co.,  to 
register  two  marks,  but,  refusing  to  do  this,  an  appeal  was 
made  to  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  they  referred  the  matter  to 
this  Court,  which  was  asfted  to  reverse  the  Registrar's  decision 
on  the  double  ground  that  the  marks  in  question  were  sub- 
stantially different  from  a  mark  alleged  to  be  the  property 
of  Mr.  Leonard  H.  Hill,  who  opposed  the  registration,  and 
also  that  there  was  no  recognised  trade-mark  in  class  3,  in 
which  applicant  asked  to  be  registered,  in  any  respect  similar 
to  applicant's  mark. 

Mr.  Fletcher  Moulton,  Q.C,  for  the  applicant,  said 
I  opponent  claimed  a  mark  in  class  48  (perfumery)  as  a 
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reason  why  the  applicant  should  not  be  registered,  and  he 
contended  that  it  applied  to  the  like  articles  registered  in 
class  3  (chemical  substances  prepared  for  use  in  medicine 
and  pharmacy).    He  also  raised  the  further  point  that 
Madame  Ruppert  had  been  in  a  partnership  im  America, 
which  was  dissolved,  and  under  it  he  held  certain  rights 
in  regard  to  the  article  she  desired  to  be  registered.  But 
he  (the  learned  counsel)  contended  that  she  certainly  had 
a  right  to  use  her  own  name,  and  that  any  question  of 
contractual  obligations  must  be  settled  in  another  way— by 
injunction,  for  instance.    Mrs.  Ruppert's  mark  was  for  a 
skin-tonic  for  external  use  only,  to  be  registered  in  class  3. 
Its  essential  portions  were  a  device  and  her  signature,  and 
her  signature  and  address,  with  the  words  "  Sole  owner, 
A.  Ruppert."   Apart   from   the   fact    that  there  could 
be    no    imitation    of   the   signature,    which  was  quite 
different,  and  .that  there   was  no  such  resemblance  _  in 
get-up  and  the  like  as  could  be  calculated  to  deceive, 
he  reminded   his  Lordship  that  class  48,  on  which  the 
opponent  relied,  was  for  articles  of  perfumery,  including 
toilet-preparations  for  the  teeth  and  hair  and  perfumed 
soap.    The  applicant's  preparation  was  not  a  cosmetic,  but, 
in  the  words  of  the  Act,  a  medicine — a  preparation  in  medi- 
cine and  pharmacy  as  a  skin-tonic  and  a  wash.    He  sub- 
mitted there  was  no  approach  to  such  resemblance  as 
should  be  held  to  disentitle  applicant  to  registration,  and 
said  opponent  did  not  appear,  he  could  only  suppose,  be- 
cause he  had  been  advised  that  any  contractual  question 
such  as  he  had  raised  could  not  be  gone  into  before  the 
Court. 

His  Lordship :  Whatever  may  be  the  arguments  in  this 
question,  it  seems  to  me  to  be  a  matter  of  the  eye,  and  as  I 
don't  think  there  is  any  resemblance,  I  shall  order  the 
registration  of  the  marks. 

Mr.  Moulton :  With  costs  ? 

His  Lordship :  As  the  opponent  does  not  appear,  to  help 
me  to  decide  the  matter  by  argument,  I  suppose  the  applicant 
must  have  costs. 


Hair-curlers  in  Court. 
In  the  Chancery  Court  of  Lancashire  at  Manchester  on 
April  19,  Mr.  Norris,   on  behalf  of  Frederick  William 
Bates,  chemist,  Chorlton  Road,  Whalley  Range,  applied  for 
an  injunction  to  restrain  Henry  Warwick,   of  Warwick 
Brothers,  39  Warwick  Street,  Hulme,  from  selling  or  adver- 
tising for  sale  any  hair-curling  fluid  in  bottles  bearing  labels 
which  might  lead  to  the  belief  that  the  preparation  was  a 
hair-curling  fluid  manufactured  by  the  plaintiff  and  sold  by 
him  under  the  name  of  "  Frizzetta."    Mr.  Norris  explained 
that  defendant  had  come  into  the  field  with  a  cheaper  fluid 
which  he  called  "  Niobe  Frizzettes."    The  plaintiff  com- 
plained that  the  similarity  of  the  name  "  Frizzettes "  to 
"  Frizzetta"  constituted  an  infringement  of  trade-mark,  and 
that  when  customers  asked  for  the  latter  or  simply  for 
"Frizzette,"  meaning  the  latter,  they  frequently  got  the 
former.    The  defendant  read  a  statement  to  the  Court  in 
which  he  dealt  with  the  history  of  the  word  "  frizzette,"  with 
the  intention  of  showing  that  in  its  shorter  form  of  "  friz  "  it 
had  been  in  common  use  since  the  beginning  of  the  seven- 
teenth century.    He  admitted,  however,  that "  frizzette  "  was 
not  to  be  found  in  standard  English  dictionaries.    The  prefix 
of  the  word  "  Niobe"  further  distinguished  his  "  Frizzette  " 
from  the  plaintiff's   "  Frizzetta,"  and  the  difference  was 
emphasised  by  a  picture  on  the  bottle  showing  Niobe,  not 
in  tears,  but  admiring  a  reflection  of  her  frizzette  in  a  hand- 
glass.   His  Honour  granted  an  injunction  pending  the  trial 
of  the  action. 


Chemical  Company  Prosecuted. 

On  Monday  last  the  case  of  the  United  Alkali  Company 
r.  Simpson  was  tried  before  Lord  Coleridge  and  Mr.  Justice 
Wright  and  Mr.  Justice  Kennedy,  sitting  as  a  Divisional 
Court  of  the  Queen's  Bench.  The  Court  had  been  specially 
constituted  for  the  hearing  of  this  appeal  by  the  Alkali 
Company  against  the  conviction  by  the  Widnes  Justices  upon 
informations  charging  the  appellant  company  with  dis- 
charging alkali  waste  and  "  Chance  mud"  at  a  point  where 
it  was  liable  to  be  washed  into  the  Mersey.  The  Justices 
had  stated  the  facts  for  the  opinion  of  the  High  Court. 


Mr  Joseph  Walton,  Q  C,  and  Mr.  Stuart  Deacon  appeared  for 
the  appellants  ;  Sir  Henry  James,  Q C,  and  Mr.  Carver  were 
counsel  for  the  respondent  and  resisted  the  appeal. 

Mr.  Walton,  in  opening,  said  the  United  Alkali  Company 
was  the  company  which  owned  and  carried  on  most,  if  not  all, 
the  alkali  chemical-works  on  the  Mersey,  near  Widnes.  Mr. 
Francis  Odell  Simpson,  the  respondent,  was  the  representa- 
tive of  the  Conservators  of  the  river  Mersey.    The  informa- 
tion upon  which  the  appeal  arose  was  laid  under  statute  54 
George  III.  c.  159,  which  was  an  Act  passed  for  the  protection 
of  navigation  and  navigable  rivers.  There  had  been  a  previous 
information  charging  the  Alkali  Company  with  throwing 
rubbish  from  the  shore,  but  upon  that  the  Justices  found  for 
the  Alkali  Company  and  dismissed  the  summonses.  The 
company  in  the  present  information  were  prosecuted  for 
emptying  alkali  waste  where  it  was  liable  to  be  washed  into 
the  Mersey,  and  it  was  contended  for  the  prosecution  that 
it  was  not  necessary  to  show  that  it  injured  the  navigation 
of  the  river.    The  United  Alkali  Company  were  chemical- 
manufacturers,  and  the  waste  from  the  chemical-factory 
contained,  amongst  other  things,  sulphate  of  calcium.  Until 
recently  the  waste  had  been  deposited  round  about  Widnes 
in  great  heaps.   The  Alkali  Company  had  for  a  long  time  dis- 
charged this  waste  residue  from  the  tanks  in  their  works 
through  4-inch  pipes  into  the  factory  sewer.   This  sewer 
discharged  into  a  natural  brook  which  ran  just  outside  the 
works,  and  500  yards  lower  down  the  brook  discharged  into  the 
Mersey.    It  was  found  by  the  Magistrates  that  just  where 
the  brook  passed  into  the  river  some  of  this  mud  collected. 
The  solid  matter  of  the  "Chance  mud"  thus  discharged 
from  the  works  in  each  week  would,  if  dried,  have  weighed 
567  tons.    The  learned  counsel  contended  that  the  Conser- 
vators had  failed  to  show  that  this  alkali  waste  discharged 
into  the  river  tended  to  injure  or  obstruct  navigation. 
Further,  he  submitted  that  the  Alkali  Company  were  not 
"  persons"  coming  within  the  purview  of  this  particular  Act 
of  Parliament.    The  enactment  applicable  is  that  "  if  any 
person  working  any  quarry,  mine,  or  pit  near  to  the  sea  or  a 
river,  or  if  any  person  shall  cast  from  the  shore  any  earth, 
rubbish,  or  filth  into  any  port,  harbour,  or  navigable  river,  so 
as  to  tend  to  the  injury  or  obstruction  of  the  navigation, 
such  person  shall  forfeit,"  &c.    The  question  was  whether 
the  conviction  of  the  company  was  warranted  under  this 
enactment.    On  this  point  he  quoted  the  Queen  v.  Clewer 
(4  Best  &  Smith).    He  also  argued  that  what  had  been  done 
did  not  constitute  an  offence  unless  it  could  be  shown  that 
it  "  tended  to  the  injury  or  obstruction  of  the  navigation"  of 
the  river.    The  residue  which  he  had  just  described  was  not 
"  earth,  rubbish,  or  filth"  within  section  11  of  the  Act,  and 
the  appellants  could  not  be  convicted  of  "  casting,  throwing, 
or  emptying  on  shore." 

Sir  Henry  James  supported  the  conviction,  and  contended 
that  the  Alkali  Company  were  distinctly  within  reach  of  this 
Act.  The  word  "  rubbish  "  would  also  cover  the  matter  dis- 
charged from  these  chemical-factories. 

Lord  Coleridge  intimated  that  on  these  two  points  their 
Lordships  had  made  up  their  minds. 

Sir  Henry  James  proceeded  to  argue  that  it  was  not  neces- 
sary for  the  prosecutors  to  prove  that  the  acts  of  the  appel- 
lants had  "  tended  to  the  injury  or  obstruction  "  of  the  river. 

Lord  Coleridge,  in  pronouncing  judgment,  observed  that 
some  very  important  questions  had  been  raised  by  the  case. 
The  kind  of  offence  aimed  at  by  the  first  part  of  this  statute 
was  the  throwing  by  owners  or  masters  of  ships  and  other 
persons  of  ballast  or  refuse  so  as  to  impede  or  obstruct  the 
navigation  of  any  river.  The  second  part  of  the  Act  referred 
to  persons  such  as.  the  appellants,  laying  rubbish  on  the 
banks  whence  it  might  be  washed  into  the  river.  In  his 
opinion  it  was  not  necessary  to  include  in  the  indictment 
the  words  "  to  the  injury  or  obstruction  of  the  navigation." 
The  conviction  must  be  upheld,  and  the  appeal  failed. 

Mr.  Justice  Wright  and  Mr.  Justice  Kennedy  concurred  in 
this  opinion. 

Mr.  Carver  asked  that  the  company's  appeal  should  be 
dismissed  with  costs. 
Lord  Coleridge  :  This  is  the  first  time,  is  it  not  ? 
Mr.  Carver :  Yes.  This  is  a  new  method  of  conducting 
the  business,  and  it  became  necessary  for  the  Conservators 
of  the  Mersey  to  interfere.  This  is  entirely  a  new  system  of 
treating  this  waste. 

Lord  Coleridge  :  We  cannot  allow  costs. 
The  appeal  was  accordingly  dismissed  without  costs. 
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Jfotice  to  Retail  Buyers: — should  be  remembered  that  the  quotations  in  this 
section  are  invariably  the  lowest  net  cash  prices  actually  paid  for  large 
quantities  in  bulk.  In  many  cases  allowances  have  to  be  added  before 
ordinary  prices  can  be  ascertained.  Frequently  goods  must  be  picked  and 
sorted  to  suit  the  demands  of  the  retail  trade,  causing  much  labour  and 
the  accumulation  of  rejections,  not  all  of  which  are  suitable  even  for 
manufacturing  purposes. 

It  should  also  be  recollected  that  for  many  articles  the  range  of  quality  is 
very  wide.

6d.,  showing  an  advance  on  prices 
last  paid.  Guinea  grains  continue  to  arrive,  and  are  firmly 
held  at  20s.  per  cwt.  Honey. — Fine  new  Chilian,  pile  X., 
has  sold  at  35s.  extra  quality,  and  holders  are  very  firm  in 
their  views.  Spermaceti. — 27  cases  of  Chilian  sold,  extra 
quality,  at  Is.  2d.  per  lb.,  and  no  more  offers  at  the  price. 
Jaborandi. — 35  bales,  sea-damaged,  were  sold  on  account  of 
the  underwriters  at  4d.  per  lb.,  with  all  faults. 

The  Mew  York  Drug-market. 

Writing  on  April  18,  our  New  York  correspondent  says 
that  the  week  under  review  has  presented  but  little  of  inter- 
est to  the  speculative  dealer  in  drugs.  The  volume  of  trans- 
actions and  number  of  value-changes  are  rather  small.  In 
alcohol  independent  distillers  continue  to  undersell  the  trust. 
Balsam  copaiba  has  sold  fairly  well,  Para  bringing  34c. 
Balsam  Fir  is  still  maintained  firmly  by  holders,  but  buyers 
are  holding  off,  #3-50  to  #370  are  the  figures  quoted. 
Balsam  Pent  is  reported  as  scarce,  and  holders  have  advanced 
their  figures  to  #1"75,  though  no  business  i3  reported  at  the 
advance,  and  #1-65  will  probably  buy.  Holders  maintain  a 
show  of  firmness  on  Balsam  Tolu  as  low  as  22c.  per  lb. 
Cascara  sagrada  meets  with  a  fair  jobbing  demand. 
Prices  are  steady  at  b\d.  to  b\d.,  and  tending  higher.  A 
small  lot  of  Castoreum  sold  for  #16,  but  for  further 
supplies  #17-50  to  #18  is  wanted.  It  is  reported  that  Lon- 
don is  better  supplied  than  heretofore.  Single-bale  lots 
of  Jaborandi  leaves  have  been  sold  at  17c,  but  for  sound 
lots  a  higher  price  is  asked.

7 , 
33c.  per  lb.    Mexican  sarsaparilla,  8c. ;  bids  of  7Jc  solicited.

Powers  &  Weightman  marked  price  down  10c.  per  oz  •  bulk 
#2.10  per  oz.  Citrio  acid  deolined  lc.  per  lb.  to 
41-Jc.  barrels ;  kegs,  42c.  Bromine  advanced  to  38c.  An 
improvement  in  Bromide  of  potash  is  anticipated.  Quinine : 
A  lot  of  10,000  oz.  is  still  on  the  market  at  22c 

New  York  Telegram. 
Wiring  last  night,  our  correspondent  informs  us  that 
H.G.H.  peppermint-oil  has  further  advanced  to  #2  90  per  lb 
Holders  are  exceedingly  firm,  and  will  only  sell  small  quan- 
tities.   Owners  of  Mexican  sarsaparilla  are  unwilling  to  sell 
but  there  are  still  offers  from  the  second-hand  at  8c.  to  8^c' 
per  lb.    Jalap  is  lower ;  20c  will  buy  good  quality  to-day 
from  second-hand  owners.    Arrivals  have  come  to  hand  in 
the  course  of  the  week  and  increased  our  already  consider- 
able stock.    It  looks  as  though  a  considerable  fall  will  have 
to  be  reported  before  long,  the  article  being  now  in  so  many 
hands.    Snake-root  {Serpentaria)  has  come  down  to  32.'c. 
per  lb.    Para  Tonoa-beans  are  lower  to-day ;  they  may  be 
had  at  55c.  per  lb.  for  fair  small  frosted  (so-called  "  Suriniams  ") 
and  at  30c.  per  lb.  for  black. 

The  Hamburg  Market. 

Writing  on  April  24  our  Hamburg  correspondent  observes  : 
"  There  is  still  great  dulness  in  the  drug-market.  Things  are 
quiet  in  the  money  market  also,  money  being  scarce.  Bank 
discount,  3  per  cent.  Borax  and  Boracic  acid  have  gone 
down  in  price  considerably  since  last  week.  This  was  fully 
anticipated.  On  Thursday,  April  19,  the  price  for  borax 
crystals  fell  from  30s.  to  22s.  6d.  per  cwt.,  and  the  boracic 
acid  fell  5s.  per  cwt.,  being  now  quoted  at  32s.  6d.  per  cwt. 
The  drop  itself  has  taken  nobody  by  surprise,  but  that  the 
price  should  have  been  lowered  so  much  has  been  generally 
commented  upon.  It  is  hardly  expected  that  prices  will  be 
any  more  reduced,  but  there  may  yet  be  a  surprise  in  store. 
Refined  Camphor  is  quoted  at  Is.  l\d.  to  Is.  l\d.  per  lb. 
Prices  have  gone  down,  and  there  is  little  doubt  but  that  this 
article  will  have  to  pass  through  the  same  crisis  as  borax  and 
boracic  acid.  It  is  certainly  not  advisable  to  buy  any  of 
these  articles  for  future  delivery ;  the  favourable  opportunity 
has  yet  to  come.  Cevadilla  is  low,  at  81s.  3d.  per  cwt.,  and 
there  is  no  outlook  for  any  further  reduction.  Balsam  Peru, 
as  has  been  expected,  has  gone  up  in  price.  It  is  quoted 
to-day  at  8s.  2±d.  to  8s.  3d.  per  lb.  Prices  will  still  rise,  and 
there  is  no  prospect  of  new  supplies.  B.P.  balsam  is  scarce. 
Inferior  quality  is  also  getting  scarce.  Star-anise  oil  is 
quoted  at  6s.  10^.  to  7s.  per  lb.  It  has  gone  up  in  price, 
and  is  still  expected  to  go  up  higher.  American  Peppermint 
oil  has  also  risen  in  price,  and  is  quoted  to-day  at  12s.  6d. 
per  lb.  Nitrate  of  soda  is  lower :  9s.  Id.  per  cwt.  is  asked 
for  it.  Olive  oil  is  quoted  as  follows  :  Smyrna,  29s.  to  30s. ; 
Mogadore,  28s.  6d.  to  29s. ;  Provence,  55s.  to  80s. ;  and  Lucca, 
70s.  to  85s.  per  cwt.  Iodine  is  quoted  at  14s.  to  14s.  6d.  per 
lb.,  and  in  this  line  also  a  change  in  the  market  is  expected. 

The  Amsterdam  Cinchona-market. 

Our  Amsterdam  correspondent  writes,  under  date  of 
April  19,  that  the  cinchona-sales  to  be  held  in  Amsterdam 
on  May  10  will  consist  of  307  cases  and  3,801  bales,  or 
about  344  tons,  divided  as  follows : — From  Government 
plantations,  60  cases  and  237  bales,  about  29  tons ;  from 
private  plantations,  247  cases  and  3,564  bales,  about  315  tons. 
This  quantity  contains  of  Bruggists'  bark — Succirubra, 
quills,  105  bales,  200  cases ;  broken  quills  and  chips,  208 
bales,  71  cases  ;  root,  3  bales.  Officinalis,  quills,  36  cases. 
Of  Manufacturing  bark — Ledgeriana,  quills,  56  bales  ;  broken 
quills  and  chips,  2,812  bales ;  root,  444  bales.  Hybrid, 
broken  quills  and  chips,  164  bales  ;  root,  4  bales.  Officinalis, 
broken  quills  and  chips,  5  bales.

ADVERTISER,  who  Una  discovered  a  New  Process, 
which  has  been  thoroughly  tested,  for  the  pro- 
duction of  Sulphate  of  Quinine  at  one-third  ordinary 
cost,  NEEDS  £500  to  work  same.  Enormous  profits 
certain.   Stiictest  investigation  courted. 

Then  followed  the  name  of  the  alleged  inventor  and  an 
address  in  Hampshire.   As  we  were  anxious  to  find  out  what 
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new  revolution  the  advertiser  proposed  to  carry  out  in  the 
quinine  trade,  we  wrote  to  the  address  given,  offering  him,  pro- 
vided he  could  establish  a  primd-facie  case  of  the  genuineness 
of  his  invention,  the  gratuitous  advertisement  of  an  inter- 
view in  our  editorial  columns,  as  the  best  means  by  which  to 
obtain  the  funds  of  which  he  stood  in  need.  Our  letter  was 
returned  to  day  officially  marked  "  not  known."  Unless, 
therefore,  the  "  inventor,"  who  appears  to  have  been  just  a 
bird  of  passage  in  the  Hampshire  village  he  named  in  his 
advertisement,  had  already  found  the  needed  financier  and 
departed  before  our  letter  arrived,  it  is  not  likely  that  much 
more  will  be  heard  of  the  matter. 

Otto-of-Hose  Manufacture  in  Asia  Minor. 

Ten  thousand  rose-bushes  brought  from  Kazanlik  have 
lately  been  planted  at  Karassi  and  the  environs  of  Broussa 
(Asia  Minor).  These  plantations  will  serve  as  nurseries  ;  it 
is  intended  to  extend  the  plantation  of  rose-busbes  in  the 
province  and  make  experiments  in  the  manufacture  of  otto 
of  roses.

Id.  per  lb.  f.o.b.,  at  which  price  10  cases  have 
been  bought  for  U.K.  The  quality  is  current  Karahissar 
tale  quale  for  manufacturing.  Our  large  dealers,  notwith- 
standing the  long-continued  inactivity,  and  to  the  good 
reports  concerning  the  growing  crops,  are  still  very  obstinate, 
and  will  not  hear  of  any  price  under  10s.  3d.  to  10s.  Qrd.  for 
current  qualities.  There  was  some  inquiry  at  9s.  3d.  for 
current  for  America,  but  the  agent  has  not  succeeded  in 
coming  to  terms  with  sellers.  It  is  reported  that  another 
American  buyer  has  received  large  orders,  but,  if  so,  the 
limit  must  be  too  low,  for  he  has  not  come  forward  this 
week.

The  market,  as  is  often  the  case  at  this  time  of 
the  year,  is  said  to  be  tending  higher.

Rhubarb. — The  supply  still  remains  fairly  considerable. 
Of  86  cases  offered  to-day,  46  sold  at  easier  rates,  especially 
for  common  kinds,  which  averaged  quite  Id.  per  lb.  less  than 
at  the  last  sales ;  holders  appear  to  be  tired  of  keeping  the 
drug  any  longer.

A  heavy  Ceylon  sale  on  Tuesday  showed  a  marked 
contrast  to  Monday's  Indians,  lower  grades  of  Ceylon  selling 
very  steadily  indeed,  there  being  just  now  less  low  Ceylon 
than  Indian  offering.

Anti-outting  Agreements. 

Sir, — The  letter  of  Messrs.  Blondeau  et  Cie.  in  your  issue 
of  April  20  is  now  before  us. 

To  commence  action.  We  offer  to  refuse  supplies  of  Elli- 
man's  Embrocation  to  every  retailer  of  Messrs.  Blondeau's 
preparations  proved  to  be  selling  them  under  agreement 
prices,  by  the  production  of  a  receipted  bill,  in  exchange  for 
a  like  offer  from  Messrs.  Blondeau. 

2.  We  offer  to  refuse  supplies  to  every  wholesale  house 
supplying  a  retailer  selling  under  agreement  prices — («)  if 
the  wholesale  supplier  cannot  produce  an  agreement  signed 
by  the  purchaser  ;  (Z>)  if  the  agreement  produced  shows  that 
the  person  buying  purchased  for  a  cutter,  and  the  conditions 
under  which  the  order  was  executed  exhibit  want  of  pre- 
caution. 

3.  We  offer  to  subscribe  a  sum  yearly  for  seven  years 
tc  wards  the  expense  of  establishing  an  office  in  London  for 
the  purpose  of  dealing  exclusively  with  the  cases  of  cutting, 
that  both  firms  and  others  who  may  join  may  send  to  it, 
each  case  being  dealt  with  in  order  as  received. 

We  suggest  that  if  chemists  are  really  interested  in  the 
movement  they  might,  by  letters  to  the  trade  papers,  cause 
them  to  take  active  steps  to  secure  the  end  in  view — 

(1)  By  inducing  the  editors  of  these  papers  to  obtain  from 
prominent  manufacturers  reasons  why  they  still  remain  "on 
the  fence." 

(2)  By  causing  the  proprietors  of  these  papers  to  know 
that  a  general  interest  was  felt  in  the  settlement  of  the 
question,  and  therefore  that  it  was  desirable  that  measures 
should  be  taken  to  bring  the  matter  to  a  conclusion. 

A  monthly  report  of  cases  of  cutting  might  be  asked  for, 
to  enable  chemists  to  know  which  firms  it  might  be  advan- 
tageous to  avoid  dealing  with. 

We  assume  that  the  trade  papers  are  financially  interested 
in  this  movement,  because  it  cannot  be  worth  while  for  a 
manufacturer  to  expend  money  in  inviting  dealers  to  stock 
an  article  upon  which  they  obtain  an  illusory  profit.

Sib, — We  the  undersigned  past-presidents  of  the  CA.A., 
still  being  members,  ask  you  to  insert  in  your  paper  our 
protest  against  the  organisation  (officially)  by  the  Council  of 
the  Association  of  Sanday  outings. 

We  think  that  a  letter  in  your  valuable  paper  is  the  most 
direct  way  of  appealing  to  Assistants,  and  influencing  them 
in  the  election  to  vote  only  for  those  candidates  opposed  to 
Sunday  outings. 

Having  already  passed  the  chair,  we  are  better  able  to 
speak  of  the  most  likely  effects  such  a  scheme  would  have 
on  the  future  of  the  Association.  We  can  further  be 
credited  with  having  the  best  interests  of  the  Association  in 
view.    Our  ideas  may  therefore  be  useful.    We  think, — 

1.  This  is  a  new  departure  in  the  working  of  an  Associa- 
tion, which  has  by  its  present  policy  made  itself  a  position 
in  the  pharmaceutical  world. 

2.  The  Association,  having  thrown  open  its  doors  to  ap- 
prentices as  well  as  assistants,  ought  not  to  undertake  any- 
thing that  an  employer  of  an  apprentice  might  object  to. 

3.  As  Sunday  outings  would  be  only  for  the  advantage  of 
a  few,  these  gentlemen  could  easily  arrange  privately  for 
excursions,  without  making  use  of  an  organisation  which  has 
devoted  itself  to,  and  is  fully  occupied  with,  other  work. 

4.  There  is  a  principle  involved  in  such  a  scheme  to  which 


many  may  have  a  conscientious  objection,  and  we  maintain  that 
there  should  be  nothing  in  the  working  of  the  Association 
which  would  give  offence  to  the  conscience  of  any  of  its 
members. 

5.  The  support  and  patronage  of  the  Association  have  been 
obtained  on  the  line  of  action  hitherto  followed,  and  to  keep 
faith  with  its  supporters  the  present  general  policy  should 
bo  adhered  to.

A  "Warning  to  Chemists.

Immediate  information  on  pharmaco-legal  matters  is  available  in  "  Pharmacy 
and  Poison  Laws  of  the  United  Kingdom,"  Alpe's  "  Sandy-book  of 
Medicine-stamp  Duty,"  and  The  Chemists'  and  Drugoibt8'  Diabt. 


20/21.  Delta. — In  our  opinion  the  requirement  that  a  pro- 
prietary medicine  containing  poison  shall  bear  a  label  giving 
the  name  of  the  article,  the  word  poison,  &c,  is  sufficiently 
met,  as  far  as  the  first  point  is  concerned,  without  speci- 
fically stating  what  poison  is  contained.  The  subject  is 
discussed  and  both  sides  of  the  argument  are  given  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  September  10, 1892,  page  400. 


7/69.  Germany. — We  understand  you  cannot  obtain  pro- 
tection in  Germany  unless  your  trade-mark  or  label  is  regis- 
tered there.  Our  correspondent  recommends  Mr.  M.  M. 
Rotten,  28a  Schiffbauerdamm,  Berlin,  N.W.,  as  a  good  agent 
if  yo  uwish  to  obtain  registration. 


255/54.  J.  V.  IK— If  the  mortgage  from  B  to  A  is  In  the 
ordinary  form,  the  mortgagee  can  recover  the  balance  of  the 
debt  from  the  mortgagor,  as  there  is  always  a  personal  cove- 
nant for  payment.  If  the  mortgage  was  so  drawn  as  not 
to  make  the  mortgagor  personally  liable,  it  would  be  a  most 
unusual  circumstance,  and  one  almost  unique  in  our  experi- 
ence. 


21/39.  Montreal. — The  Pharmaceutical  Association  of 
Quebec  has  power  to  accept  certificates  for  registration  in 
lieu  of  its  own  examinations,  and  the  British  Minor  certi- 
ficate is  generally  accepted.  Each  acceptance  is  by  resolu- 
tion of  the  Council,  the  case  being  considered  on  its  merits. 
An  annual  fee  has  to  be  paid.

If  A  retains  the 
proprietorship,  and  the  qualified  chemist  sells  all  the  poisons, 
the  transaction  is  a  legal  one.  "Joint  Stock  Companies  Law," 
by  J.  W.  Smith.  Is.  6d.  (Effingham  Wilson,  Royal  Ex- 
change.) 


24/35.  Jones. — It  would  be  safe  to  destroy  the  mort- 
gage deed,  and  the  mistake  is  really  of  very  little  conse- 
quence. It  might  be  as  well  to  mention  it  in  the  contract 
for  the  proposed  sale  to  Jones,  and  prevent  any  requisition 
or  objection  being  raised  by  inserting  words  for  that  purpose. 
Smith's  mortgagee  is  probably  still  alive,  and  could  join  in 
the  conveyance  to  Jones  if  necessary.  In  three  or  four  months 
Brown's  trustee  will  have  a  possessory  title  of  twelve  years 
under  the  statute,  which  he  can  force  upon  a  purchaser 
without  production  of  any  deeds  at  all.

You  are  quite  at  liberty  to 
sell  benzine  by  the  pennyworth,  if  you  obey  Ihe  conditions 
laid  down.  Your  total  stock  must  be  within  3  gallons  ;  the 
vessels  in  which  it  is  kept  must  not  contain  more  than  a  pint 
in  each,  and  they  must  be  securely  stopped.

The  Act  says 
nothing  about  selling  by  gaslight. 
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27/70.  Tanio. — A  "  preparation  for  strychnine "  comes 
within  the  first  part  of  the  Poisons  Schedule ;  but  it  is  at 
present  an  open  question  whether  the  presence  of  a  small 
quantity  of  the  poison  (as  in  Fellows's  syrup,  for  instance) 
renders  the  compound  legally  a  preparation  of  that  poison. 
We  shall  probably  be  better  able  to  answer  that  question 
when  the  case  now  before  the  High  Court  (Pharmaceutical 
Society  v.  Armson)  is  finally  disposed  of.

G.  D.  $  Co.— Blaud's  Pills,  when  carefully  pre- 
pared, should,  on  being  cut  in  two,  show  a  green  colour,  with 
possibly  a  few  clear  crystalline  spots  through  the  mass.  On 
rubbing  up  with  distilled  water,  and  adding  a  few  drops  of 
hydrochloric  acid,  a  slight  effervescence  should  take  place, 
a  greenish  solution  being  formed.  The  absence  of  the  green 
colour  is  a  sign  of  oxidation.  It  would  not  be  advisable  to 
use  phosphate  of  iron  in  order  to  ensure  a  green  colour. 
The  B.P.C.  Formulary  gives  a  recipe  which  provides  pills 
such  as  you  waDt.  Of  course,  the  mass  must  be  made  and 
rolled  quickly,  so  as  to  ensure  the  retention  of  the  green 
colour.  Ferrous  carbonate  in  the  absolutely  unoxidised  state 
is  white  ;  it  quickly  changes  from  light  to  dark  green,  and, 
finally,  brown  on  exposure.  The  colour  of  Blaud's  pills  is  a 
fair  measure  of  the  change.

Plants  of  this  nature  are 
generally  stimulating  aromatic  tonics. 


13/59.  Mildew. — The  Powder  for  Dusting  on  Hops  to 
Prevent  Bust,  &c,  seems  to  consist  principally  of  sulphate 
of  copper  and  French  chalk.  It  also  contains  a  chloride 
and  a  trace  of  some  active  reducing-agent.  We  have 
failed  to  detect  the  presence  of  sulphur  in  any  of  the  usual 
forms.  . 


20/12.  Ipecac. — To  Destroy  Red  Spider  in  Vines. — 
Dissolve  1  teaspoonful  of  salt  in  1  gallon  of  water,  and 
apply  freely  with  a  syringe.  This  has  been  recommended, 
and  seems  both  simple  and  safe.  There  is  no  reason  why 
you  should  not  supply  the  remedy  with  proper  directions, 
colouring  with  aniline  red  or  orange.  Emulsion  of  paraffin 
with  soft  soap  and  infusion  of  quassia  is  another  effectual 
remedy.    Proceed  as  follows  : — 

Paraffin  oil  1  pint 

Soft  soap   1  lb. 

Hot  infusion  of  quassia   1  gallon 

Rub  up  the  soap  with  the  oil,  aidiug  emulsification  with  the  infusion. 
For  use,  dilute  1  part  of  the  emulsion  with  3  parts  of  cold  water. 


15/2.  W.  Sf  T—  Sulphuric  Acid  to  Soften  Bones  for 
Manure. — The  quantity  recommended  is  about  12  lbs.  to  the 
bushel  or  32  lbs.  to  the  cwt.  The  acid  is  diluted  with  half 
its  bulk  of  water  before  adding  to  the  bones.  Common  salt 
is  sometimes  added,  in  equal  bulk,  to  this  mixture,  and  bran 
sufficient  to  render  it  workable.

A  laxative  should  be  taken  once  or  twice  a  week  to  pre- 
vent accumulation  of  colchicum.

Bleeding  from  the  Nose. — E.  S.  V. — When  this  comes  on, 
as  it  usually  does  at  some  specially  inconvenient  time  (such  as 
Saturday  evenings),  it  is  not  wise  to  follow  the  usual  advice  to 
"  let  it  alone."  A  piece  of  fine  sponge,  prepared  as  directed 
some  time  ago  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  for  filling 
pungents  (fine  Turkey  freed  from  sand  by  beating,  and  from 
calcareous  matter  by  soaking  in  weak  HC1,  drying  and  cut- 
ting into  small  pieces),  forms  a  convenient  and  efficient  plug, 
ready  to  hand,  especially  if  supplemented  by  the  use  of  a 
common  small  sponge  wetted  and  the  water  squeezed  out, 
instead  of  a  pocket-handkerchief. 


Pil.  Rhei  Co. — E.  S.  V.—I  find  that  1|  oz.  of  Mr. 
Greenish's  modification  of  Mr.  Proctor's  glycerine  and  tra- 
gacanth  excipient,  given  in  the  first  edition  of  "  Art  of  Dis- 
pensing "  (1  tragacanth  and  6  glycerine  allowed  to  stand 
twelve  hours),  makes  a  good  mass,  with  the  B.P.  quantity  of 
ingredients,  for  pil.  rhei  co. — 3j.  40  grains  of  this  would,  I 
believe,  be  equivalent  to  3ij.  of  the  official  pill,  and  it  takes 
sandarach  and  ether  varnish  well.

Mr.  JUSTICE  NORTH,  on  the  14th  February  this  year,  in  giving 
Judgment,  said  :  "  There  was  no  difference  in  principle  between  verbal 
representations  and  representations  in  writing  for  the  purpose  of  passing 
off  goods  of  one  person  as  those  of  another.  ...

The  adjourned  application  by  the  Sanitas  Company  (Limited),  of  England,  for  an 
injunction  to  restrain  Charles  E.  Turner,  of  "Wellington,  from  infiinging  the  plaintiffs' 
trade  mark  "  Sanitas,"  or  from  selling  or  advertising  his  articles,  preparations,  or  wares 
under  the  name  of  "  Sanitas,"  either  alone  or  in  combination  with  other  words,  was 
heard  before  Mr.  Justice  Kichmond  this  morning  in  Chambers. 

Mr.  Jellicoe  appeared  for  the  company,  and  the  defendant  appeared  in  person. 
The  defendant  admitted  having  sold  large  quantities  of  toilet  paper  by  the  name  of 
"  Roseiana  Sanitas  Toilet  Paper  "  and  "  Roseiana  Sanitas,"  but  contended  that  he  had 
a  right  to  use  the  word  "  Sanitas,,"  which  meant  health,  and  that  it  was  a  common 
word  which  any  member  of  the  public  might  use.  Mr.  Justice  Richmond  held  that 
the  word  was  a  fancy  word,  and  that  prima  facie  the  plaintiff  company  was  entitled  to 
restrain  the  defendant  from  using  it,  and  said  he  must  grant  an  interim  injunction 
until  the  trial.  The  defendant  then  said  that  as  the  Judge's  decision  appeared  to  be 
against  his  right  to  use  the  words,  he  would  not  contest  the  matter  further,  and  would 
consent  to  the  injunction  being  made  perpetual.
